John 0. Tackett was the son of 
Charles A. and Frances (Ford) Tackett. 
He was born at Harewood, Stafford coun- 



ty, Virginia, June 24, 1848, and died of 
tuberculosis at Remington, Va., May 20, 
1907. The funeral services were con- 
ducted by the pastor, Rev. B. D. Harrison, 
assisted by Rev. W. T. Gover. His body 
was laid to rest in the family burying 
ground, to await the first resurrection, in 
which he will surely have a part. What 
manner of man was he? Just such as 
you might expect of one who took as a 
pattern the ninth verse of the one hun- 
dred and nineteenth Psalm: “Wherewith- 
al shall a young man cleanse his way? 
By taking heed thereto according to Thy 
word.” Young Tackett had no special 
educational advantages in his youth; but, 
by persistent effort, he acquired a fairly 
good English education. He served as 
Clerk of the County and District Court 
of Stafford for six years. He never en- 
joyed robust health. So he had this 
great disadvantage to battle with all of 
his life. His family were Episcopalians, 
but he attended a Methodist meeting in 
Fredericksburg, at which Rev. H. E. 
Johnson assisted. Here he was most hap- 
pily converted, and joined the Methodist 
Church. He soon felt called to the work 
of the ministry, and began to make the 
best preparation possible under the cir- 
cumstances. He was a man of strong, 
unwavering faith in God. This faith 
gave him strength of purpose, cheer- 
fulness, kindness, and gentleness to a 
marked degree. If at any time things 
looked unfavorable, with a smile and a" 
cheerfulness born of that faith he would 
say: “You will see that it will work out 
right at last.” He never entertained 
doubts about anything pertaining to the 
work of God. One that knew him well 
said: “His Christian character was with- 
out blemish.” He did not only live above 
reproach, but above suspicion. He was 
the embodiment of kindness to all. It 
marked his life everywhere. He was a 
lover of home and home surroundings. 
As a husband he was a model in kindness 
and attention. Brother Tackett was re- 
ceived on trial into the Baltimore Con- 
ference at Salem, Va., in 1879, and sent 
to Linden; in 1880 he went to Prince 
George’s; in 1881-2, to Jefferson Circuit. 
He was ordained deacon at Fredericks- 
burg in 1882 by Bishop McTyeire. In 
1883-4 he went to Petersburg, W. Va.; in 
1885-6, to Church Hill, Md.; in 1887, to 
St. Mary’s. He was ordained elder in 
Leesburg, Va., in 1887, by Bishop Keener. 
In 1888 he rested because of bad health. 
In 1889 he went to Upper Marlboro, and 
in 1890-3, to Harrisville. In 1890 he was 
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most happily married to Miss Bettie M. 
Moore, of Jefferson county, West Virginia, 
who was a real helpmeet to him. Her 
constant, loving ministrations prove she 
was a gift of God to his servant, accord- 
ing to Solomon — “A prudent wife is from 
the Lord.” In 1894-5 they went to Warren 
Circuit. In 1896 his health gave way 
completely, and he was compelled to give 
up the active work of the ministry, and 
located at Remington, Va. But even then 
he did much work whenever he felt 
able. He remained at this place up to 
June, 1906, when he removed to Front 
Royal, Va. He had just gotten settled 
in his new home when he was taken ill, 
but in the spring he felt better and went 
to Remington to visit his friends there; 
but, alas! he was soon taken much worse, 
and in a few days fell asleep in Jesus. 
For want of physical strength he perhaps 
could not do as much pastoral work as 
many of his brethren. But he was un- 
usually well qualified for this important 
work, both by nature and grace. By na- 
ture he was richly endowed with good 
sense and sound judgment; by grace, he 
was endowed with wisdom from above 
and all the fruits of the Spirit, but es- 
pecially gentleness, the grace so impor- 
tant in this work; but, alas! one in which 
so many are sadly deficient. His work al- 
ways counted for good. His presence 
was an inspiration and strongly recom- 
mended a godly life, and his undoubted 
piety was a scathing rebuke to sin at all 
times and in all places. His cheerful and 
hopeful spirit never failed to carry sun- 
shine and hope to the sick-room. His un- 
bounded charity brought him a hearty 
welcome to all the homes of the people. 
Then he made the very best use of the 
opportunity for the good of the home. 
The people loved him, and always said he 
was a good man. The words of Ezekiel 
ii. 5, “And they, whether they will hear, 
or whether they will forbear, yet shall 
they know that there hath been a prophet 
among them,” were literally fulfilled. 
Tell us not of human standards; this is 
the divine! There is none better; there 
is none higher. At the close of each 
service he could truthfully repeat the 
first verse of the one hundred and thirty- 
first Psalm: “Lord, my heart is not haugh- 
ty, nor mine eyes lofty; neither do I 
exercise myself in great matters or in 
things too high for me.” He despised 
speculation. He did not think he was 
called to correct the Word, but to preach 
it, and preach it as the message of God to 
lost men. One said he had the rare facul- 



ty of making himself understood. Hence ' 
his preaching never planted a doubt in 
the heart of the hearer, nor cultivated 
the germ of skepticism where it might 
already exist, but drove conviction home 
to the heart. He was well informed in 
the great cardinal doctrines of Metho- 
dism, and he preached them. He loved 
them above all things else. His preach- 
ing was clear, scriptural, sound, and al- 
ways led to the light “which lighteth ev- 
ery man that cometh into the world.” 
As an exhorter he excelled. Brother 
Harrison said, “As an exhorter after a ser- 
mon he had but few superiors.” How did 
it all end? Psalm xxxvii. 37: “Mark the 
perfect man, and behold the upright; for 
the end of that man is peace.” Brother 
Tackett sent a message to the writer of 
this imperfect sketch as he went down 
into the valley, saying: “All is well now.”

tial glory flooded his soul.” His oft-re- 
peated words were: “Oh, it’s so sweet, so 
sweet! Sweet peace, the gift of God’s 
love!” Lest the vision might be dis- 
turbed, he would say: “Don’t anybody 
say a word. If God be for us, who can be * 
against us '” And almost with his last \ 
breath he said: “John never spoke truer 
words than we he said, ‘When He shall 
appear, we shall be like Him.’ ” So he 
departed to put on that likeness.

Lewis Housman Graybill was born on 
November 15, 1833, and departed this life 
“peacefully and painlessly” on May 26, 
1907. He was married February 28, 1866, 
to Miss Mollie W. Taylor, of Prince Wil- 
liam county, Virginia. Ten children were 
born to them — five sons and five daugh- 
ters. Two sons died in childhood, while 
his widow and the following children sur- 
vive him: Daughters — Maud J., Annie E., 
Lily R. (Mrs. Wilson), M. Bell, and Nina 
M.; sons — L. Conrad, Eugene T., and Wil- 
liam Vivian. He was licensed to preach 
by Rev. John W. Wolf, and joined the 
Virginia Conference, held at Lynchburg, 
Bishop Early presiding, in 1859. He was v 
appointed to Warrenton Circuit with 
William M. Ward. After three months, 
he was sent by William G. Gross, the 
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presiding elder, to assist Rev. J. S. Bor- 
ten, on Prince William Circuit. In 1801 
he was appointed to Buckingham Circuit 
as junior preacher, but divided the work 
under his senior, W. W. Berry, and 
formed a new circuit of eight appoint- 
ments. He traveled Patrick Circuit in 
1862 and Ringgold Mission in 1863, in 
which year he was sick with fever for 
three months, but had many converts in 
his work. During the height of the war, 
in 1864-5, he served Dan River Circuit, 
and had good meetings. From 1866 to 
1869 he was on Rappahannock Circuit, 
repairing churches and holding meetings 
that resulted in adding over three hun- 
dred to the Church. His last appointment 
in the Virginia Conference was on Char- 
lotte Circuit, where he served sixteen ap- 
pointments and had a great revival at 
the courthouse. In 1871 he was trans- 
ferred to the Baltimore Conference and 
appointed to Gap Mills, but traveled part 
of Prince William Circuit; in 1872-3 he 
served Stafford Circuit; in 1874-5, War- 
densville, and lived at Capon Bridge. He 
served New Hope in 1876-7; Augusta in 
1878, and had a great revival at Waynes- 
boro; East Rockingham from 1879 to 
1882, where he organized the Mount 
Hermon Camp Meeting, and added many 
to the membership of the Church. He 
went to Frankford Circuit in 1883, and 
stayed two years; was at Levelton dur- 
ing 1885-6, and had revivals in all the 
churches, especially at Hillsboro. He 
served Amsterdam in 1886-8; Roanoke, 
1889-91. For two years he was a super- 
numerary. He traveled Rockbridge Cir- 
cuit in 1893-5; was then again a super- 
numerary for one year. In 1897-1900 
he was on Catawba Circuit. Then fol- 
lowed his last appointment, for two years, 
to Fairfield Circuit, which ended his 
traveling ministry, he being placed on 
the superannuate list in 1903. In the 
death of Brother Graybill, writes a broth- 
er minister, our Conference has lost one 
of its most faithful, useful, and worthy 
members; and in his death every member 
of the Conference has lost a friend. As 
such he was known by those who knew 
him best. His acquaintanceship in the 
Conference was not as general as a dif- 
ferent disposition from his might have 
secured for him. Not that he was in any 
degree indifferent to the fellowship and 
brotherly kindness which belong to the 
relationship which each member of the 
Conference sustains to all the others, nor 
that he was lacking in interest in any 
of them. But he was modest, quiet, un- 



obtrusive, and so retiring in his manner 
that he was not so generally known as he 
might have been. He was not slow 
to recognize advances toward himself 
by others, nor to reciprocate attention 
given him. He was genial and pleasant 
toward his friends, showed his apprecia- 
tion of their friendship, and gave them 
in return for it his confidence and love. 
He loved his home, and was bound by the 
tenderest and strongest ties of conjugal 
and parental affection to his family. He 
was undemonstrative as a father and hus- 
band, but he was always most loving and 
kind. Brother Graybill was a just man, 
one that feared God and loved his fellow- 
man. He allowed nothing that he could 
control to prevent the discharge of his 
obligation to God or to man. He con- 
scientiously and fearlessly performed his 
duty in all his relations in life. He was 
broad enough and true tnough to take 
in the whole situation in which he stood 
at any time, and to evince his conscious- 
ness of obligation to meet every demand 
that was made upon him. “Here am I” 
would have been his answer to any call; 
as he was heard to remark on one occa- 
sion: “I am always ready to answer to 
my name whenever or by whomsoever it 
may be called.” To do what he could for 
his fellow-man, rather than to seek to 
make them profitable to himself, was 
his aim. Like Paul the Apostle, he ac- 
knowledged himself the debtor of all to 
whom he could be of service, regardless 
of condition, intelligence, or position in 
life. He contributed what he could of 
time, energy, and means to the Church’s 
prosperity. El Bethel Church, in Buc- 
hanan Circuit, built on land he donated 
and by means a considerable part of 
which he and his family contributed, Is a 
monument to his love and zeal for the 
cause of God. Brother Graybill was an 
able and faithful preacher. He was a 
careful and industrious student of the 
Word of God. He believed in its truth; 
he knew its power by his own experi- 
ence, and with the positive conviction 
that it would accomplish in the hearts 
and lives of others the gracious results 
which it had wrought in his own, he 
preached it gladly and with clearness, 
force, and success. He preached without 
notes of any kind, yet with faultless dic- 
tion. He was strong in argumentative 
discourse, ever ready in the defense of 
Methodist doctrine, yet under favorable 
conditions exhibiting a native pathos 
which aided in making him a real soul- 
winner in his ministry. Not a few ex- 
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tensive revivals attended his ministry, 
and “in a ministry of forty-six years,” he 
once wrote, “there was an average of 
about fifty conversions a year.” By 
helpful training, which he received at 
Emory and Henry College before he be- 
gan his ministry, and by diligent study 
after he began his regular work, he be- 
came thus efficient in his holy calling. 
He had the broad and intelligent view 
of the field to be occupied by a minister 
of the gospel, the conscientious apprehen- 
sion of the responsibility imposed by his 
calling, and the spirit of conse. ration to 
his Lord, which would have made him a 
successful missionary to foreign lands if 
he had been turned in that direction in 
the beginning of his ministry. He was a 
faithful pastor. He did not consider his 
work finished when he had preached the 
gospel, and when it had been effectual in 
saving them that believed. The care of 
souls was embraced in his ministerial 
work, as he understood it, and with this 
conviction he was careful to “take heed 
to all the flock over which the Holy 
Ghost had made him overseer: to feed the 
Church of God which he hath purchased 
with his own blood.” He was honest 
and sincere in his dealing with the peo- 
ple in reference to their spiritual life, 
and was sometimes plain, and even se- 
vere, in his denunciation of sin and in 
his rebuke of wrongdoing. But he was 
sympathetic,' and with a tender hand ap- 
plied the balm to wounds inflicted. He 
brought consolation to many that were 
in sorrow, and rejoiced in a ministry of 
love. During the few years of his su- 
perannuation, as well as through the 
later years of his active ministry, he was 
at intervals a great sufferer from heart 
complications, rendering his life preca- 
rious. The first year of his superannu- 
ate life was marked by considerable ac- 
tivity, but toward the close of life he was 
forced to abandon the pulpit altogether, 
though continuing to write new sermons 
which he could never be able to preach. 
For eighteen months before his death 
his case had been pronounced critical 
by his doctors. He expressed entire sub- 
mission to his Lord’s will, and was never 
known to murmur, being willing to live 
and suffer, or to die and be at rest. He 
often spoke of having found earth a pleas- 
ant place in which to live. He was cheer- 
ful to the last. He gave his nurses very 
little trouble. When asked how he want- 
ed anything, he would say: “Whichever 
is the least trouble.” And only when told 
that the trouble lay in doing so little for 



him would he express any preference. He 
dressed and went about the house until 
the last day of his life. That morning he 
spoke of dreading the effort required of 
standing to be dressed, and was per- 
suaded not to make the effort. To his 
eldest son his last words were, when 
asked if he suffered much, “Hardly any”; 
and then, with a word or two of prayer, 
his spirit took flight without a struggle. 
As his wife bent over him his eyes closed, 
as of one falling asleep. He had “wrapped 
the drapery of his couch about him, as 
one that lay down to pleasant dreams.” 






Robert Smith, son of George and Ann 
Smith, was born near Churchville, Har- 
.ford county, Maryland. .Tilly 1, 1819. He 
was educated at Belair Academy, near 
his home. After completing his studies 
at the academy, he taught for several 
years a high school in Beliar. In the fall . 
of 1838 he was converted at Bull’s Cam;) 
Ground, and united with the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. In 1845, at Black- 
horse, Harford county, Maryland, he was 
licensed to preach; received on trial by 
the Baltimore Conference in 1846; or- 
dained deacon by Bishop Janes in the 
Caroline Street Church, Baltimore, Md„ 
in 1848; ordained elder by Bishop Waugh 
in Alexandria, Va., in 1850. After the 
division of the Conference he showed his 
loyalty to his early convictions and prin- 
ciples by uniting at once with the Balti- 
more Conference, South. In 1850 he mar- 
ried Miss Mary Elizabeth Dowell, daugh- 
ter of James Dowell, of Dumfries, Va., 
who for fifty-four years shared with him 
the joys and sorrows of the Methodist 
itinerancy. Of this union nine children 
were born, five of whom are dead. The 
four surviving children are Mrs. Warner 
Welsh, Olney, Md.; Miss Carrie D. Smith. 
Manassas, Va.; George H. Smith, Wash- 
ington, D. C.; and Rev. William L. Smith, 4 , 
of Strasburg, Va., an honored member of 
our Conference. Brother Smith served 
the following charges of our Conference 
during his active ministry: South Branch, 
1846; Front Royal, 1847; Bedford, 1848; 
Stafford, 1849; Woodstock, 1850; Charles, 
1851-2; Springfield, 1853-4; Berkeley, 1855- 
6; Franklin, 1857-8; East Rockingham, 
1859-60; Augusta, 1861-2; Mount Sidney, 
1863-5; Jefferson, 1866; Montgomery, 
Md., 1867-8; Laurel, 1869; Harford, 1870- 
1; Charles, 1872-3; South River, 1874-5: 
Prince William, 1876-7; Furnace No. 2, vV 
1878; Augusta, 1879; Prince William, 
1880-1; Gainesboro, 1882; Capon Bridge, 
1883-6; Warm Springs, 1887-8. In 1889 




he superannuated and located at Manas- 
sas, Va., where he lived until the time of 
his death. His end was sudden and un- 
expected. Ten days before his death he 
;r spent five weeks with his son at Stras- 
* burg, and seemed then in his -usual health 
On August 17 he started in company with 
his daughter Carrie for Washington, and 
it was while on the train he was stricken 
with his final illness. Friday, August 23, 
* y he was taken back to his home, in Manas- 
sas, Va., and the following Tuesday, Au- 
v gust 27, he passed away. In conversation 
with his son, a few days before his death, 

' * he said: “Willie, I am almost to the end 
of my journey. I have trusted the blessed 
Saviour for many, many years. I am still 
trusting him, and I want to be with him 
in the good land.” His funeral took place 
from the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, Manassas, Va., Wednesday, Au- 
«'gust 28. The services were conducted by 
his presiding elder, Rev. E. V. Regester, 
and his pastor, Rev. W. T. Gover. The 
following ministers of other Churches 
were present and took part in the serv- 
ices: Rev. W. J. Adamson, of our Church; 
Rev. Mr. Clark, of the Baptist Church; 
Rev. Mr. Robinson, of the Episcopal 
Church; Dr. Hamner, of the Presbyterian 
Church; Rev. Mr. Efferd, of the Lutheran 
Church. The body was buried by the 
Masonic Order, of which he was a mem- 
ber, in the cemetery at Manassas, Va. 
Brother Smith was in the ministry sixty- 
three years. His last sermon was 
preached at Strasburg, Sunday, August 
4, 1907, from Psalm xxxvii. 37: “Mark the 
f 1 perfect man, and behold the upright; for 
the end of that man is peace.” He was 
a diligent student of God’s Word, and at 
* times preached with great effect. For up- 
/ ward of fifty years he read almost daily 
his Greek Testament. Truly it can be 
said of him he was a good preacher and 
- faithful pastor. Dr. Armstrong writes of 
him: “Brother Smith was an earnest and 
faithful Methodist preacher. Simple- 
hearted, pleasant in manner and con- 
^ scientiously attentive to the work as- 
signed to him.” The writer, during a 
short acquaintance with him, was deeply 
impressed with his quiet, simple, and 
1 pure life. He was a faithful, devout, and 
consecrated man, and one who walked 
'l with God. His character was marked by 
great simplicity and sincerity. His speech 
x was pure and honest, and he abhorred 
f anything that was deceitful and incon- 
sistent. We do not claim that our broth- 
er was absolutely perfect. He had his 
faults and weaknesses, in common with 



his brethren, but I believe that he was 
under the control of divine grace and 
subjected the graces to the strictest dis- 
cipline. Patience, gentleness, brotherly 
kindness, and charity were strengthened 
and unfolded by him day by day. He 
was an honest, faithful, and sincere man 
of God. His faith gave him the victory 
over the last enemy, and we are assured 
that he has passed to his great reward 
with the plaudit, “Well done, thou good 
and faithful servant; enter thou into the 
joy of thy Lord.” 

Bernard Brow’x White was born in 
Augusta, county, Virginia, June 9, 1856. 
In early manhood he united with ‘the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South. In 
1880 he was licensed to preach, Dr. John 
S. Martin being his presiding elder. For 
twenty-three years he remained in the 
local ranks, during which time he was 
occupied in teaching school and in preach- 
ing, as he had the opportunity. He fre- 
quently ministered outside his own 
Church, particularly to the Presbyterians, 
by whom he was much esteemed both as 
a man and as a preacher of God’s word. 
He was ordained local deacon by Bishop 
Granbery in 1885 at Salem, Va.; local 
elder by Bishop Key in 1893 at Front 
Royal, Va.; received on trial into this 
Conference in 1903 at Fredericksburg, 
Va., and was appointed to Marksville, 
where as local preacher he had served 
the preceding year, and where he was 
continued until he had completed his 
quadrennium. In 1906 he was appointed 
to Mount Jackson. While serving his 
second year on that charge he was strick- 
en with typhoid fever and died Septem- 
ber 14, 1907. Brother White was a neph- 
ew of the late Rev. W. O. Ross, whose life 
and example contributed much toward 
stimulating him to his studies, intrench- 
ing him in the doctrines and polity of the 
Church and determining for him a worthy 
standard of the gospel ministry. As a 
pastor he was diligent and faithful, and 
as a preacher he ranked well. His ser- 
mons were warm with heart-earnestness 
kindled by a Redeemer’s love, of whose 
saving grace he had personal knowledge. 
In his private life he bore himself as 
only one can who dwells in the secret 
place of the Most High. 

• James Sewell Gardner. — In the Con- 
ference class of thirty-five members, the 
largest ever admitted on trial into the 
traveling connection, no more attractive 
figure stood before the examining com- 
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mittee than James S. Gardner. His fine 
physique, animated features, and pleasant 
manners gave promise that was amply 
fulfilled during the forty-eight years of 
his active, useful, and successful minis- 
try. From a written statement prepared 
by him a short time before his death, the 
following Interesting facts of his person- 
al history during his earlier life are ob- 
tained: He was born in Anne Arundel 
county, Maryland, September 14, 1828, the 
oldest child and only son of William and 
Rachel Mariotte Gardner. His mother 
before marriage was Miss Gambrill. Both 
his parents were Methodists, his father 
having joined the Church under the min- 
istry of Rev. Joshua Soule, at the time 
pastor of old Light Street Church, in 
Baltimore. He was baptized in infancy 
by his father’s pastor, after whom he was 
named, Rev. James Sewell. At an early 
age and until he was fifteen he was taugnt 
in the public school near his home, in 
Anne Arundel county, Maryland. During 
four subsequent years he was the pupil 
of three noble and competent preceptors, 
W. D., W. E., and Dr. Henry Harmon. 
At the age of nineteen an urgent request 
from the trustees and patrons of a school 
near Timber Ridge, about eight miles 
from Baltimore, led him to take charge 
of it, and he taught till the summer of 
1852. At Annapolis, September 14, 1847, 
he passed an examination before the 
Board of Examiners, and on the next day 
attended a camp meeting near a place 
called Marley. “Here and then,” he says, 
“I believe I was savingly converted to 
God, being nineteen years and one day 
old. This was not a sudden thing, as for 
two years I had been seeking God pri- 
vately, and this was my public avowal 
and confession of Christ as my only and 
sufficient Saviour.” Late in the month of 
October he was admitted into Church 
membership by Rev. Thomas McGee, 
preacher in charge of Timber Ridge, on 
(what is now) Wesley Grove Circuit. 
He was licensed to exhort May, 1851, and 
the following October, at Mount Tabor 
Church, Severn Circuit, to preach — Rev. 
John Bear, presiding elder; Rev. B. F. 
Brooke and Rev. D. Castleman, preach- 
ers on the circuit. In March, 1852, just 
after the close of the Baltimore Annual 
Conference, Rev. John Gorsuch, the new 
appointee to Patuxent Circuit, died, and 
the presiding elder, Rev. John Bear, wrote 
to Brother Gardner to aid in ministerial 
service on the circuit for the year. He 
began the itinerant work in the latter 
part of March, 1852, and had as his 



preacher in charge Rev. John Maclay. 
The circuit was rather a string of church- 
es from old Patapsco, five miles from 
Baltimore, to Mount Fleasant (Jack- 
son’s), about eight miles from Washing- 
ton, in Prince George county, including 
Timber Rid£e, where his membership was 
held. He continued his school till the 
summer vacation, and gave himself 
wholly to the work of the circuit. Great 
revivals resulted, and he was encouraged 
to go on. At the last Quarterly Confer- 
ence he was recommended to the Annual 
Conference, and attended its session aij 
Hagerstown, Md.. 1853; was admitted on 
trial, and again sent to Patuxent Cir- 
cuit as junior preacher. Many more that 
year were added to the Church. From 
the Conference of 1854 he was appointed 
with Rev. John L. Gilbert to Calvert Cir 
cuit, where their labors were greatlv 
blessed. Several hundred were converte; 
and finances were in excess of all previou 
years. In the spring of 1855 he was sent 
as junior with Rev. G. W. Israel to Bal 
timore Circuit, and records “with grati 
tude the goodness of God in the convei 
sion of many souls.” His written state 
ment closes with the fact of his ordina 
tion as deacon in 1855. Two years later 
he was ordained elder by Bishop Waugh 
The first three circuits he traveled af 
forded such proof of his ability in the pul- 1 
pit and pastorate that at the beginning 
of his fourth year (1856) he was placed 
in charge of Princess Street Station, Alex- 
andria, and served that work sucessfullv 
during the two years’ term. Then, in 
cheerful obedience to the appointing pow- 
er, in 1858 he went to Little Levels, in 
Pocahontas county, Virginia. To reach 
his appointment mountains were to bes 
crossed and rapid streams forded from 
Staunton, then the railroad terminus. 
There his work was signally blessed, and 
its results still abide. He served Berry- 
ville Circuit, 1860-1, and at the Staunton 
Conference in 1861 was made presiding 
elder of Lewisburg District, where, dur- 
ing the trying period of the Civil War, he 
gave full proof of his wise administra- 
tion and effective ministry. He was as- 
signed in 1866 to the Roanoke District 
as presiding elder, but his previous la- 
bors had so impaired his health that he 
rested one year as supernumerary. Har- 
risonburg in 1868, Fredericksburg in 
1871, Leesburg in 1875, Emmanuel (Bal- 
timore) in 1877, Winchester in 1878, 
Leesburg in 1880, discovered his eminent 
fitness for station work. In 1881 he was 
appointed as presiding elder to the Wash- 
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ington District, where in the prime of life 
during his four years of active service 
Dr. Gardner was probably at his very 
best. Stationed at Staunton four years 
from 1885, two years in Charleston, four 
years on the Rockingham District, one 
year (1895) in Lexington, and four years 
in Warrenton, Va„ closed the active la- 
bors of this faithful servant of God. Re- 
luctantly he yielded to the necessity of 
absolute rest; in 1900 he was retired on 
the superannuate list, and spent the last 
six years of his life in his home at Mid- 
dletown, Va. Dr. Gardner was fortunate 
in his wedded life. His first wife, whose 
maiden name was Maria McNeal, was the 
widow of the elder Benoni Wheat, of 
Alexandria, Va. Though his senior in 
years, she was always young, both in ap- 
pearance and temperament, a gifted, no- 
ble woman. His second wife, who sur- 
vives him, was Annie Warren Rogers, of 
Paris, Fauquier county, Virginia. Her 
loving care and devoted service blessed 
his later years. “Only those who knew 
him in his home life knew how great and 
good he was,” is her testimony of him. 
His two sisters, younger than himself, had 
passed away; one, Mrs. Charles Crook, 
two years to the day before her brother; 
the other, Mrs. Woodward, years ago. 
Dr. Gardner was a delegate to three suc- 
cessive General Conferences — 1882, 188G, 
and 1890. He was president of the Con- 
ference Board of Missions from 1889 to 
1892; was a member of the Corporate 
Board of Finance from the date of its 
organization, and succeeded Dr. Rodgers 
as its president. He received the degree 
of Doctor of Divinity from Washington 
and Lee University. Dr. John A. Kern, 
who was intimately acquainted with Dr. 
Gardner, bears this testimony to his good- 
ness and worth: “His chief intellectual 
characteristics seemed to me to be gooa 
judgment, the habit of observation, and 
the gift of ready and appropriate expres- 
sion. He could always say what he 
wished, either before an audience or in 
conversation. He quickly took In an oc- 
casion, and seemed never at a loss when 
called upon to make an address, to exhort, 
or to pray. He was a satisfied and sin- 
gle-minded Methodist preacher. It was. 
a great joy to him to talk over his ex- 
periences in the earlier days of his min- 
istry. In his home life he seemed to me 
to be a model of kindness, cheerfulness, 
patience, hospitality. His social qualities 
were of the highest order. Under the 
most trying circumstances he was bright, 
glad, hopeful. His burdens were never 



imposed on others. To meet him was to 
come into the sunshine and learn to love 
God and your fellow-jnan. He was a 
gentle and noble Christian man.” Rev. 
Dr. Duffey writes of him: “I have fre- 
quently heard him preach, and when I 
heard him he usually selected one of the 
great themes of the Bible, which he 
handled as a master workman. To an 
attentive hearer his long sentences, for 
which he was remarkable, were not in- 
volved, but carried their own light, and 
came ofttimes with a cumulative impact 
which, to use his favorite figure, ‘swept 
deck.’ His sermons, without the ear- 
marks of the schools, were strong with 
native thought and instinct with a ma- 
ture and a fervid experience. When at 
his best his tall figure became more com- 
manding and graceful and his voice, of 
superior strength and compass, rang with 
the authority of one who held his com- 
mission from the skies. In his home I 
knew him quite as well as in the pulpit. 
Whether as host or guest, he was genial 
and companionable. His large endow- 
ment of natural sense early guided him 
through any intricacies which social life 
presented. His abounding pleasantry, his 
quick perception of the grotesque, and the 
ease with which he could unreel a humor- 
ous incident, made him the natural cen- 
ter of a happy circle. His love for his 
brethren was as pure and simple as his 
abhorrence of aspersion was deep and 
strong.” Rev. J. S. Hutchinson, who also 
was well acquainted with Dr. Gardner, 
thus speaks of him: “He impressed me 
as a high-toned Christian gentleman, gen- 
ial and pleasant in the social circle and 
forceful in the pulpit, careful and pains- 
taking in the administration of the af- 
fairs of the Church, a loyal Methodist 
and one who held firmly to the best tra- 
ditions of the Baltimore Conference.” 
His pastor, Rev. J. P. Stump, states that 
Dr. Gardner last winter had an attack: 
of something like grippe, from which he 
never entirely recovered. He regained 
his strength somewhat, and was able to 
walk for a short distance during the sum- 
mer. The illness that immediately pre- 
ceded his death was brief, and at no time 
did he suffer greatly. “He was patient 
and unselfish to the last, and he died,” 
his wife writes, “with my name on his 
lips.” It was at his own request that 
services were held at the home, rather 
than at the church, and that only the 
burial service should be used. At the 
grave in Mount Hebron Cemetery, Win- 
chester, Va., on Saturday, November 16, 
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in the presence of a number of his breth- 
ren, all that was mortal was laid to rest; 
the immortal spirit had gone to be with 
God and the assembly of the Church of 
the firstborn, whose names are written in 
heaven. 

Frederick Alexander Gaines, son of 
Alexander and Margueritta Gaines, was 
born at Portsmouth. Va., July 26, 1861; 
and died at Forest Grove, Md., February 
10, 1908. His father died when Frederick 
was five years old. His mother is still 
living at the advanced age of eighty 
years. He was a youth of studious hab- 
its, and availed himself of the advantages 
afforded him in the public schools of 
Portsmouth. Later he attended the train- 
ing school located at Springfield, Mass. 
While yet a small boy he was confirmed 
in the Protestant Episcopal Church. In 
his young manhood, however, he became 
much concerned about his personal sal- 
vation, came forward as an earnest seek- 
er of religion, and was happily convert- 
ed. At this time it was that he sought 
and obtained membership in the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, South. For some 
years succeeding his conversion he 
wrought in the work of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association, serving very ef- 
ficiently during this period in Gaines- 
ville, Tex., Winchester, Va., and Fred- 
erick City, Md. In March, 1894, he was ad- 
mitted on trial into the traveling con- 
nection in the Baltimore Conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
and was placed in charge of White Post 
Circuit, Winchester District. Here he 
wrought diligently for four years. He 
then served Union Circuit, Lewisburg 
District, for three years. In 1904 he was 
placed in charge of Laurel Circuit, Bal- 
timore District, where he served one 
year. In 1905 he was appointed to Forest. 
Grove Circuit, East Baltimore District. 
Here he was closing his third year’s min- 
istry on the charge when the summons 
came to him to join the Church triumph- 
ant. December 31, 1895, Brother Gaines 
was happily united in marriage to Miss 
Mary E., daughter of Andrew J. De Lash- 
mutt, of Frederick City, Md. To them 
one son and three daughters were born, 
all of whom survive him. Brother Gaines 
was diligent, painstaking, and enthusias- 
tic in his work. The spiritual growth 
and the Christian usefulness of the peo- 
ple whom he served were of the first mo- 
ment with him. He was a strong, script- 
ural preacher and a faithful pastor. He 
loved his home, his Church, and his God. 



Learning that his aged mother was sick, 
he went to Portsmouth, Va., about the 
first of the month of December to visit 
her. He contracted a deep cold, which 
developed into pneumonia, resulting in 
his death on the morning of February 
10. His death was indeed triumphant. 
He talked with his wife and children, 
expressing the full persuasion he had 
that the good Lord would sustain and 
protect them and bring them finally to 
the heavenly home, whither he was going, 
to be forever at rest. His body was. 
placed in repose in the cemetery of Fred- 
erick City, Md., Rev. Paul Tyler conduct- 
ing the funeral services. While another 
of our rank has fallen, yet we are per- 






suaded that he shall rise again, and it 
shall be his to possess a glorified body . 



on the resurrection morning. 
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Elijah Barrett Prettyman. — The Bal 
timore Confeience from the beginning of 
her history has been providentially fa- 
vored not only with men of the highest 
mark among the traveling preachers, but 
eually so with noble laymen, both in the 
local ministry and in the rank and file 
of the membership. Among these a large 
number, the sons and descendants of the 
heroes in the regular work, who have" 
caught the spirit and imitated the zeal v. 
of the fathers, have spared neither labor 
nor means to make effective the preach- 
ing of the gospel. On this roll the name 
of Elijah Barrett Prettyman will be 
among the foremost. To a son and brother 
of eminently useful and honored men in 
the itinerant ranks, the stimulus to high 
and worthy endeavor was not wanting 
to exhibit in various secular positions, 
that give distinction to his life work, the’ 
pictures of a consecrated Christian serv- 
ice. His father, Rev. William Prettyman, 
was in the active ministry fifty-three 
years. His mother, Eliza Barrett, was 
the daughter of John Barrett, the inti- 
mate friend of Bishop Asbury. In the 
historic Barrett Chapel, in Delaware, Dr. 
Coke met Asbury for the first time, and' 
they laid the* foundation plan for the 
subsequent success of Methodism in this 
country. This fact was another incentive 
to effort to the grandson of John Barrett. 
Born in Williamsport, Pa., February 20, 
1830, his earliest education was obtained 
in preparatory schools at the different 



places of his father’s itinerant service. 



He enjoyed the favored opportunity ot 
completing his studies at Dickinson Cob 
lege, where he graduated in 1848 with the 
degree of Bachelor of Arts. Two years 
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, as a teacher in a school at West River, 
Md.; two years as a law student under 
} Judge Bowie, at Rockville; eleven years 
principal of the Brook ville Academy; 
twenty-two years Clerk of the Circuit 
Court of Montgomery county; four years 
j Naval Officer of the Port of Baltimore; 

for several sessions chief clerk of the 
>1 Maryland House of Delegates; and four- 
teen years Superintendent of Education 
and Principal of the State Normal School 
in Maryland, make up the record of fif- 
.v ty-one years of unremitting, earnest, 

' ‘ skillful, and successful labor. This, how- 
' ever, is not the entire record, nor was it 
by any means the highest. His natural 
gifts, to which were added the finest 
moral and religious qualities, eminently 
fitted him for distinguished service in 
the Church of his choice. When it came 
to him he did not refuse the call to the 
fs place and work of a local preacher, nor 
to the responsible duties as Recording 
Steward on Rockville Circuit. His gifts 
as a public speaker brought almost con- 
stant demands both in the pulpit and on 
the rostrum. Every measure that the 
\ times demanded he earnestly advocated 
with a courage and boldness that seldom 
j. failed of success. He became a power 
'"in the sessions of the Annual Confer- 
ence, and was elected to the three Gen- 
eral Conferences of 1878, 1882, and 1886. 
He was also a delegate to the Ecumenical 
Conference in Washington City, October, 
1891. As an instructor of youth he was 
admired, respected, and loved by his stu- 
dents, many of whom went out from un- 
C der his training to fill high and useful 
positions. The long service in the court- 
. house at Rockville was marked by ca- 
- pacity, integrity, and fidelity. To urbani- 
ty of manner were joined honesty, sin- 
cerity, and the courage of his convictions 
that won the confidence and affection of 
the people he so faithfully served. In 
the service of the Church he was wise 
in counsel, loyal to his convictions, and 
fearless in his administration. To him 
^ more than to any other layman is due 
the holding of Montgomery and Rock- 
| ville circuits to the pledges of the Confer- 
ence, resulting in the strength and pros- 
r perity of Southern Methodism in that 
section of Maryland. In every place of 
. residence to which his high public duties 
called him he carried his religion with 
him and never sacrificed it to questions of 
» policy. It is said that the real test of 
a character is the home. In 1855 Brother 
Prettyman was united in marriage to 
Miss Lydia Forrest, daughter of Captain 



Z. F. Johnston, of the United States 
Navy, who lived in Rockville, Md. As 
one who knew him most intimately for 
many years bears witness, “There was 
never happier marriage”; and no one 
whose privilege it has been to enjoy the 
hospitality of his charming home will fail 
to add similar testimony,. ‘‘There were 
always found love, tenderness, cheerful- 
ness, and trust. In the darkest hours of 
perplexity, when the way seemed abso- 
lutely barred, his confidence in God never 
failed him. The sight of wrongdoing and 
oppression stirred him to the heart’s 
depth, and he was always in the forefront 
of the struggle with tongue and pen and 
money to vindicate the right and to main- 
tain a just cause.” His six children “rise 
up to call him blessed.” One son, Rev. 
Forrest J. Prettyman, continues in the 
Conference the succession of the minis- 
try; the other, C. W. Prettyman, is a 
prominent member of the bar in Rock- 
ville. Four daughters — Mrs. Almony, 
Misses Elizabeth, Anna, and Lily — re- 
main to cheer and comfort their mother. 
To quote from another warm friend: 
“Though the life of E. B. Prettyman was 
a busy one, participating largely in pub- 
lic affairs, his heart remained sincere and 
his life untarnished. He was in the 
world, but not of it. Through more than 
three-quarters of a century he carried the 
white flower of unspotted manhood. And 
when his race was run and his silvered 
head lay upon the death-pillow, it was 
indeed a crown of glory, for it was found 
in the way of righteousness.”

W. B. Morgan: What associations are 
linked with his name! So full of life, 
so attractive in his bearing, so humble 
and devoutly religious was he, that for 
years he drew more people to Christ 
than any other man in the Southwest 
Missouri Conference. He was called to 
preach! From the day he was admitted 
into the Conference to his dying hour 
his all-absorbing thought was the salva- 
tion of souls. He literally wore himself 
out in this most glorious calling. He 
1 knew men. Men knew him to be a true 
man. He had his peculiarities, but he 
reached th a people. He was as univer- 
sally loved as any man in our Confer- 
ence. He was above the average in com- 
mon sense. We say had he enjoyed the 
opportunity of some men as to training 
and education he would have been great, 
i Morgan was great. His first thought 
was, after reaching the Springfield Hos- 
pital, “I wonder how many unsaved sick 
are here?” He went from room to room 
talking Christ to all the patients. In the 
room adjacent to the one in which he died 
was a wicked man, now well, but soundly 
‘ converted through Morgan’s efforts. He 

I was his own evangelist. He led a thou- 
/ ) sand to a religious experience. He dil 
his work hurriedly, preferring not to 
stay at any one place more than one or 
two years. After several years of rail- 
roading in his early life, he happened 
to be in some half dozen wrecks, all in 
less than one month, the last of which 
very nearly ended his life. Quoting his 
own words, he said: ‘'Strange to say, in 
every wreck that Still Small Voice would 
say, ‘Go preach,’ while I was still a 
wicked sinner.” He then came to Spring- 
field, Mo., where, he said, “Like the prod- 
igal son, I came to myself and began to 
seek the pearl of great price. For several 
weeks I was in a spirit of prayer, when, 
in an old house, on Phelps avenue, the 
burden of my heart rolled away and 
I light flashed across my benighted soul.” 
On the first day of January, 1889, he was 
■ licensed to preach at a Quarterly Con- 

T ference held in St. Paul’s Church, by L. 

l| W. Pearce. “On March 25,” he said, “I 
tried to preach my first sermon, from 






Esther iv. 16: ‘And so I go unto the 
king, which is not according to the law, 
and if I perish, I perish.’” He said: 
“Of course I perished, but by the grace 
of God I came again.” He was junior 
preacher on the Springfield Circuit, J. 
W. Bond pastor. Brother Morgan served 
his Conference faithfully from 1890 until 
he was called from his labors. When he 
died, January 16, 1908, at Springfield 
Hospital, in a room furnished by St.

Brother Morgan 
was married in 1896 to Miss Christina 
Hoover. This most devoted companion 
i? left bereft of as true a husband as 
ever lived. They were truly wedded. 
May the Lord comfort her now. — W. P. 
Buckner. 

Lamartine Murat Phillips was born 
near Rocheport, Boone county, Missouri, 
May 6, 1852, and died at the University 
Hospital in Kansas City, January 11, 
1908. His parents were Rev. Preston 
and Mary P. Phillips, for a long time 
residing at Sedalia, Mo., where their un- 
failing kindness to the passing pilgrim 
and their high qualites of mind and heart 
gave them distinction and honor. Their 
loyalty to the Methodism of the South 
was touching in its devotedness, since 
they spared neither themselves nor their 
means in their zeal to build up the king- 
dom of the Master. Their son Lamar- 
tine was a student at Randolph-Macon, 
and also at Central College, for some 
time. His mind was of a high order, 
and his extensive reading gave him a 
wide range of thought and knowledge. 
But his trend was ever toward the doc- 
trine and philosophy of Christianity, and 
hence he was stronger as a theologian, 
while inferior nowhere. He was univer- 
sally recognized as a great preacher. But, 
while always strong in the pulpit, he was 
yet more remarkable for his personal 
consecration. We have never known a 
man so patient in adversity and poverty 
— so self-sacrificing and so wonderfully 
conscientious in his regard for what he 
deemed right. He had been a sufferer 
from childhood — almost never well; and 
the hardships and labor involved in his 
ministerial life no doubt intensified the 
conditions which brought him to the 
grave, when seemingly he should have 
been in the strength of middle manhood. 
As he approached the end his suffering 
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became intense, yet he murmured not, 
but rejoicing to suffer, as well as to do, 
the Master’s will, he “endured as seeing 
Him who is invisible,” and fell asleep, 
at last, without pain or fear, to awaken 
in the land where poverty, heartache, and 
tears are unknown. The funeral serv- 
ices were held at the Cleveland Avenue 
Church by Rev. L. P. Norfleet, his broth- 
er-in-law, assisted by Rev. A. L. Mai*- 
shall and Rev. John Coontz, Sunday, Jan- 
uary 12; and the sacred remains were 
deposited in Mount Washington Ceme- 
tery, to await the resurrection of the 
just. The Christian lady who has so pa- 
tiently shared with him the trials and 
privations of the itinerant life, and has 
so loyally and lovingly stood by him to 
the last, with the daughters who in the 
same spirit have loved and labored, will 
have the tender sympathy of a great mul- 
titude within and without the Church 
who know of their history and their be- 
reavement. — C. 0. Woods.

T. J. Godbey was born in Casey county, 
Kentucky, April 26, 1834, and died in New 
Castle, Henry county, Kentucky, August

tember, 1903, having been in the active 
work forty-nine years. He served the 
following charges: London, Lancaster, 
Madison, Bloomfield, La Grange, Carlisle, 
Bedford, Shelby, Carrollton, Flemings- 
burg, New Castle, Mount Sterling, Stan- 
ford, and Taylorsville. He served five 
of these through two pastorates, viz. : 
Bloomfield, La Grange, Shelby, Carrollton, 
and New Castle. Being a good pastor, 
as well as preacher, he usually stayed 
the full time allowed by the law. Broth- 
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er Godbey was, married to Miss Catherine 
Jones, of Casey county, October 25, 1854. 
with whom he lived happily until the day 
of her death, which occurred February 
15, 1903. Thus they shared the joys and 
sorrows of the itinerant life for nearly 
fifty years. Out of a large family of chil- 
dren, only two survive them — Miss Sudie. 
who teaches in Science Hill School, and 
Mrs. M. J. Jones, who lives near New 
Castle. These two devoted daughters 
feel very keenly the loss, of their affec- 
tionate parents. May their heavenly 
Father compensate them for this sad be 
reavement. Our brother was married the 
second time April 10, 1906, to Mrs. Jennie 
Beckham, of Louisville. As she minis- 
tered to this faithful servant of the 
Church in his declining years, may the 
God whom he served be her refuge and 
strength in all her troubles. Brother 
Godbey was a very useful man. While 
he was modest in spirit, accepting the 
places assigned him in quiet submission to 
authority, according to his vow, yet there 
was no man among us who was more 
justly entitled to the respect and love of 
the brethren for his work’s sake than 
T. J. Godbey. We do ourselves credit in 
honoring the memory of such a worthy 
colaborer, and we do well to commend 
his example to the younger brethren. He 
was consei’vative in his views, carefully 
investigating every new r interpretation of 
Scripture or proposed change in Church 
polity, and yet he was never such a stick- 
ler for the established doctrines and 
usages of the Church as to oppose prog- 
ress when the light of truth made the 
way clear. He was a safe man in the 
pulpit. Eschewing everything like spec- 
ulation in doctrine, and all effort at 
ornamentation of style merely to please 
the fancy of his hearers, he preached the 
pure word of God with the holy unction 
from heaven; and as a result, the Church 
was edified and souls were saved under 
his ministry. That he had faults, goes 
without saying. Who has not? Yet his 
virtues were so numerous and attractive 
that we lost sight of his faults. All who 
knew him had confidence in the integrity 
of his character. His Christian man- 
hood, made manifest in public and pri- 
vate, gave force to his pulpit ministra- 
tions. His funeral was conducted by the 
writer in the Methodist church at New 
Castle, Brothers E. G. B. Mann and H. 

C. Wright, together with the pastor, W. 

D. Welburn, taking part in the service. 
His remains were followed to the ceme- 
tery, through the rain, by a large number 



of his friends, and tenderly committed 
to the grave in the sure hope of the res- 
urrection. — W. T. Rowland. 

R. H. Hobbs was born in Lee county, 
Virginia, October 17, 1859. He joined 
the Methodist Church at seventeen years 
of age, and was licensed to exhort a short 
time afterwards. On August 19, 1880, 
he was married to Miss Rachel Seale, of 
his native county. To this union were 
born two daughters, Nellie and Cornelia. 
Nellie was married to Robert Bottom, 
of Mackville, Ky., during the pastorate of 
her father at that place, where she now 
resides. Cornelia now makes her home 
at the same place with her widowed moth- 
er. Brother Hobbs moved to Middles- 
boro, Ky., during the boom days of that 
city, where he was a faithful and useful 
member of the congregation. He was al- 
ways on the moral side of every question. 
While he was a resident of the above 
city, there occurred one of the sharpest 
contests ever waged in this state against 
the saloon, he taking an active part. At 
East Bernstadt, Ky., July 20, 1895, he 
was licensed to preach. He served, as a 
supply, at Mingo Mission, Holston Con- 
ference, for two years. In our own Con- 
ference he served, as a supply, one year 
at Barboursville, and one year at Preach- 
ersville. In 1901 he joined the Kentucky 
Conference at Shelbyville. He served as 
an itinerant the following charges: 
Preachersville, one year; Mackville, two 
years; Beech Fork, one year. During his 
pastorate at the latter place his health 
began to fail, and in hope of regaining 
his strength he transferred to the West- 
ern North Carolina Conference, where he 
served two years. His health continued 
to decline and he was again transferred 
back to the Kentucky Conference. At 
Fair Grove, Catawba county, North Caro- 
lina, on the first Sunday in August, 1907, 
he preached his last sermon, from Job 
vii. 10, “He shall return no more to his 
house, neither shall his place know him 
any more.” So it was to be. His earthly 
ministry had ended. Brother Hobbs was 
ordained deacon by Bishop Hendrix at 
Cynthiana in 1903, and elder by Bishop 
Candler in 1905. He was superannuated 
at Frankfort in September, 1907. After- 
wards he was at Cumberland Gap, and 
from there he came to Mackville, Ky., 
in order to spend the last of his earthly 
days near his married daughter, Mrs. 
Bottom. Here his health seemed to im- 
prove for a short time, but it soon be- 
came apparent that he must yield to that 
dread disease, tuberculosis of the lungs. 
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The people of his old charge showed him 
every kindness. He said to the writer, 
“I do not know what would have become 
of us if it had not been for their kind- 
ness.” His wife and daughters spared 
not themselves in ministering to him. 
Some weeks since the writer was called 
by telephone to his side. He seemed much 
affected when I first entered his presence: 
tears filled his eyes, but he soon became 
cheerful, talking over his past life. He 
fully realized that the end w r as near, but 
expressed himself as ready; and while 
he would like to remain with his family 
as their protector and support, said he 
wanted God’s will to be done. To his 
pastor. Brother Walker, he expressed his 
assurance of peace with God and hope of 
the future. Often, on Sunday mornings, 
he would say to his wife, “I would be 
glad to go home this beautiful Sabbath 
morning, if it is God’s will.” Finally, on 
Sunday morning, July 26, at nine o’clock, 
he passed quietly away. At his request 
the writer assisted Brother Walker in 
the funeral service. To a large congre- 
gation of his old friends and loved ones 
we preached, and laid him in the beauti- 
ful cemetery at Mackville to await the 
resurrection. His spirit had gone to God. 
“Nothing against him” has been answered 
for the last time here. We believe the 
Recording Angel has answered in the 
Great Conference above, “Nothing against 
him.” Farewell, Robert! We shall meet 
you over there.

Henry Ackerman Smith, son of Jacob 
and Mary W. Smith, was born January 
30, 1837, in Westmoreland county Penn 
sylvania. He was born anew in 1856 at a 
meeting held in Bradenville by the United 
Brethren in Christ, of which he was al 
ready a member. His education was ob 
tained in the public schools of Pennsyl 
vania and at Alleghany College. In 1860 
he was licensed to preach by the Quarteii 
ly Conference of Lancaster Circuit in th 
Kentucky Conference. His marriage to 
Miss Almira Clay Potts occurred April 2, 
1861. To them eight children were born, 
six of whom are now living, to wit: Eu 
gene Herbert, editor of the Charleston 
(Mo.) Courier; Jessamine, teacher in th 
Poplar Bluff public schools; Mrs. Mary 
Peacock, of Tiptonville, Tenn.; Mrt 
Blanche Jewell, of Clinton, Ky.; Mrs. Zue 
Nolen, of Memphis, Tenn.; and Roy Hi 
ner, of Poplar Bluff. Brother Smith was 
admitted on trial into the Kentucky Con 
ference in 1874. After serving Mackville, 
Chaplin, Texas Academy, and Bradford 
ville Home College in the Kentucky Con 
ference, he located. In 1882 Cape Girar 
deau, in the St. Louis Conference, wa 
made a station, and the presiding elder 
Rev. J. S. Frazer, advertised in the Nash 
ville Advocate for a preacher for it. 
Brother Smith offered his services, and 
the presiding elder referred his letter to 
the writer with the request that, as ho 
was on the ground and fully understood 
the conditions, he give the Rev. Mr. Smith 
full and accurate information about the 
charge, and ask him if he still desired it. 
The appointment was a hard one, and tl 
real facts concerning it were faithfullj 
written to Brother Smith. The letter to 
him closed as follows: “Now, with this 
full knowledge of the appointment, do you 
still desire to come? If so, notify me 
and the presiding elder will employ you. s 
The following answer, written on a postal 
card, was highly characteristic of th 
man: “D. V., I will be in Cape Girardea* 
next Thursday, and will preach Sunday 
morning and evening.” He had no time 
to waste on empty formalities. He was; 
preeminently a man of action. He wanted , 
to come, and he knew his coming would 
notify all parties of this fact, hence h*> 
came at the appointed time and filled his 
appointments as announced. He served 
that charge with no other authority than 
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¥ that of a steward’s letter, but he did it 
| as faitfifully as if he had received his ap- 
pointment from the bishop. • At the Con- 
ference held at Poplar Bluff in 1883 he 
was readmitted into the Annual Confer- 
ence, and afterwards served the follow- 
ing charges: Benton, Oak Ridge, Jack- 
son, Cape Girardeau, West Plains Dis- 
trict. Poplar Bluff, Caledonia, Bellevue 
^ Collegiate Institute, and Bertrand. Ke 
superannuated in 1903, and made Poplar 
Bluff his home thereafter. As a super- 
annuate, he was abundant in labors, al- 
ways doing the right thing to strengthen 
the hands of his pastor. He organized 
and taught an adult Bible class whose 
fame was not confined even to his An- 
nual Conference. Of himself he said to- 
ward the end: “In no department of God’s 
dealing with me has a greater joy mani- 
fested itself than the realizing sense of 
». a continuous growth in grace, and the 
ability by his mercy to see things in a 
clearer light as I advance in years.” On 
> the first of November, 1907, without the 
slightest warning, while drawing water 
out of his cistern, his devoted wife stand- 
ing by and talking to him, his body gently 
sank to the ground, and his glorified spir- 
it went away with the angels of God to 
dwell forever with him. It has never 
I been the privilege of the writer to have 
a better pastor than Brother Smith. It 
was always a pleasure to have him in our 
home, and it was a benediction to have 
him in a home invaded by sorrow. He 
was a good sermonizer, a convincing 
preacher, but was not gifted in exhorta- 
tion. Upon him seemed to rest with 
great force the injunction, “Feed my 
< sheep.” A husband, tender, devoted, and 
* true; a father, kind, indulgent, yet firm; 

4 a citizen, courageous, faithful, loved by 
all, he is missed and mourned everv- 
F where . — Nelson B. Henry.

Bryant A. Cundiff was born January 
25, 1830, in Hardin county, Kentucky. 
In August, 1851, in a meeting conducted 
by Rev. I. W. Emerson at Pleasant Grove 
Church, in his native county, he was pow- 
erfully converted.

He was therefore a 
member of the Conference for fifty-three 
years — years full of unceasing and la- 
borious toil for his Lord and Master. He 
never broke down in all these years, but 
kept steadily at his loved employ to with- 
in a few weeks of the end. He was truly 
a man of one work. It is said that he 
preached more sermons and had more 
conversions, and that there were more 
young men called to preach under his 
ministry, than any other preacher in the 
Conference. His meetings were from the 
very beginning attended with great pow- 
er. Many remarkable things happened 
in the great revivals conducted by Broth- 
er Cundiff. Men and women, convicted 
under his preaching, would fall as if 
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dead, and remain in this condition some- 
times for hours. After dying unto sin 
and being made alive unto God, they 
would arise, shouting his praises. This 
incident is related by those conversant 
with the facts: In one of his great revi- % 
val meetings in Crittenden county, many 
year ago, one night he prayed, “O God. 
strike down that scoffing in the back of 
the room”; and immediately a man who 
was a great sinner fell as if shot, and re- 
mained for several hours as if dead; but 
during the night he was happily convert- 
ed. Many similar incidents happened 
during his eventful ministry, such as 
those which occurred under the preach- 
ing of the early Methodist fathers. A 
physician who had seen persons lie for 
hours as if in a trance under Brother 
Cundiff’s preaching said to Brother S. J. 
Thompson: “From the standpoint of a 
physician, I cannot account for these 
strange things.” The people were often 
very much frightened, fearing that the 
subjects of these strange exercises would 
die. At one point in Crittenden county 
a young man fell as if dead, and lay in 
this condition for some time. The father 
of the young man said to Brother Cun- 
diff: “My boy will die, and I shall hold 
you responsible for it.” The reply was: 
“All right. I will be responsible for him, 
as I know God will take care of him.” 
And he did. The young man was hap- 
pily converted next day. Bryant A. Cun- 
diff was known as a pronounced advocate 
of the doctrine, and enjoyed the experi- 
ence of entire sanctification, or perfect 
love. He professed the blessing in 1852, 
and preached many powerful and con- 
vincing sermons on the subject during 
his long and useful ministry. Brother 
Cundiff was mighty in the Scriptures, 
and used the word more largely in the 
structure of his sermons than any preach- 
er to whom we ever listened. The w r riter 
remembers to have heard him preach a 
powerful sermon in which he made more 
than a hundred quotations from the Bi- 
ble, giving book, chapter, and verse with- 
out ever turning to the open page. He 
did not use the scripture merely to fill 
in, but the framework was scripture; the 
proof in support of his argument was 
from the word of God; his illustrations 
were drawn from the Bible. If he sought 
for embellishment, he found it in the 
Book of books, and his application was 
always in Bible language. The word of 
God was truly the sword of the Spirit 
in his hands. Brother Cundiff’s gospel 
was a gospel of consolation to his own 
heart as well as to those wffio heard him. 



He often shouted the praises of God 
while preaching. Brother Cundiff was 
married March 10, 1858, to Miss M. M. 
Rousseau, of Wayne county. Eight chil- 
dren were born to them, only three of 
whom, together with the wife and moth- 
er, are living. He was called to pass 
through great tribulation and sorrow, 
but his unshaken faith in God enabled 
him to triumph over all. That was an 
heroic faith that enabled a fond father to 
rejoice at the grave of the noble son who 
came to what seemed to all an untimely 
end by drowning. Bryant A. Cundiff 
lived well, and wrought successfully for 
the Master. He rests from his labors, 
and his works do follow him. He filled 
the following appointments: Salem Cir- 
cuit, 1854-55; Smithland Circuit, 1855-56; 
Wayne Circuit, 1856-58; Scottsville Cir- 
cuit, 1858-59; Albany Circuit, 1859-60; 
Wayne Circuit, 1860-62; Glasgow Circuit, 
1862-63; Greenville Circuit, 1863-65; Har- 
dinsburg Circuit, 1865-66; Columbia Cir- 
cuit, 1866-67; presiding elder Greensburg 
District, 1867-69; Lafayette Circuit, 1870- 
72; Hodgenville Circuit, 1872-74; Hart- 
ford Circuit, 1874-75; Brandenburg Cir- 
cuit, 1875-76; Marion Circuit, 1876-80; 
Long Grove, 1880-81; Big Springs Cir- 
cuit, 1881-83; Franklin Circuit, 1883-85; 
Corydon, 1885-89; Caseyville Circuit, 1889- 
90; Owensboro Circuit, 1890-92; McDan- 
iel’s Circuit, 1892-94; Leitcbfield, 1894-95; 
Falls of Rough Circuit, 1895-97; Ste- 
phensport, 1897-98; Marion, 1898-99; Tolu 
Circuit, 1899-1902; Mount Washington 
Circuit, 1902-04; Mannsville Circuit, 1904- 
06; Bowling Green Circuit, 1906-07. In 
September, 1907, he was superannuated 
by the Conference. At first he was great- 
ly disappointed, thinking he was still 
able for work; but he afterwards became 
perfectly reconciled and moved to Cory- 
don, Ky., among his old friends. Several 
of his brethren had called him to assist 
in revivals, and he was hopeful that he 
would soon be able to help; but that 
once strong body which had endured so 
much hard work gave way, and on Sun- 
day, November 10, 1907, his tired spirit 
went to everlasting rest. Rev. J. T. 
Rushing preached the funeral discourse 
in a house filled with Brother Cundiff’s 
old friends and former parishioners. He 
was ready for the call. Will there ever 
be another like him? — $. J. Thompson. 

Enoch Martin Crowe was the son of 
John W. and Nancy Martin Crowe, and 
was born near Scottsville, Allen coun- 
ty, Ky., October 15, 1829. He was one 
of a family of eleven children. His par- 
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ents were of Scotch-Irish descent, and 
were sturdy, pious Methodists. He was 
converted when thirteen years of age at 
a camp meeting, and joined the Metho- 
dist Church in 1842. He felt divinely 
called to the ministry and was licensed 
t to preach July 29, 1855, and traveled one 
year as a supply on Cumberland Mission. 
’•'/ In October, 1856, he joined the Louisville 
Conference, and was appointed to various 
> "f' circuits till 1871, when he was made pre- 
siding elder of the Bowling Green Dis- 
trict, which he served four years. In- 
cluding that quadrennium, he was in the 
i - ^ presiding eldership for fifteen years. In 
1886 he was sent to the Scottsville Cir- 
l cuit, where he remained three years. In 
1896 he was appointed Conference Mis- 
sionary Secretary, and after serving in 
i ' this relation for three years he was sent 
to Pleasant Ridge Circuit, which he trav- 
eled one year. At the Conference ses- 
sion of 1900, on account of enfeebled 
* health and declining years, he took a su- 
perannuate relation. But though super- 
annuated, he still delighted in preaching 
as he had opportunity, and proclaimed 
, the gospel with his wonted pathos and 
power. From the time of his superannua- 
tion he lived in Hartford, Ky„ till May, 
1906, when he moved back to Allen coun- 
^ ty, and lived with his daughter, Mrs. T. 
F. Barber, for a few months, and then 
moved to Scottsville, and there, with his 
good wife, he quietly spent the evening 
of his life. Though almost blind and 
otherwise afflicted, he visited the sick and 
sorrowing, carrying hope and cheer into 
, many homes. He attended church regu- 
larly, was a sympathetic listener and a 
wise counselor. He frequently expressed 
1 himself as consciously nearing the end 
of his pilgrimage, but never complained; 
^ instead he rejoiced in anticipation of the 
heavenly reward. He was confined to his 
room and bed for some weeks, and two 
evenings before he died, while Rev. L. 
If jM. Russell was in the room,, he said: 
“Come close; I want to' speak to you. 
m 5 My talking is about done; the end Is 
V. near, but it is all right. Glory to God!” 
* pi Later, while sinking rapidly, he was 
heard three times to call his daughter 
L Ella, who had died a few months before. 
* * His wife bent over him and said: “What 
. j ^ is it, papa?” He replied: “The hosts are 
! \ coming, the hosts are coming.” About 
LjL eight o’clock Sunday night, April 5, 1908, 
W’ he passed peacefully away. His funeral 
£ was conducted in the Methodist church at 
"* Scottsville, April 7, by Rev. L. M. Russell, 
the pastor. His body was then carried 



to the family burying ground at Mount 
Pleasant and consigned to its last resting 
place. Brother Crowe was married May 
7, 1856, to Miss Frances Elizabeth Moore, 
daughter of Rev. Aaron Moore, an hon- 
ored member of the Louisville Confer- 
ence. This congenial and happy union 
was blessed with thirteen children, seven 
of whom lived to years of maturity, six 
having died in infancy. His devoted 
companion and five children survive him, 
two of whom are ministers in the travel- 
ing connection of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, South — Rev. John M. Crowe, 
of the Holston Conference, and Rev. 
Charles R. Crowe, of the Louisville Con- 
fei'ence. Brother Crowe’s ability as a 
preacher was much above the ordinary. 
He was a fluent speaker, fervent in de- 
livery and clear and logical in expression, 
and his sermons were often truly unc- 
tuous and eloquent. He was thoroughly 
grounded in the doctrines of Methodism 
and very strong and lucid in their exposi- 
tion. His intellect was keen and vigor- 
ous, his heart tender, and his emotions 
easily stirred. He was above the average 
size, and when young was physically ro- 
bust and striking in personal appear- 
ance. The religious experience of Brother 
Crowe was definite and genuinely heart- 
felt. He knew the deep joy and rapture 
of conscious communion with God, and 
often with mingled tears and praise gave 
testimony to the richness and fullness of 
his experience of perfect love. He lived 
and labored forty-five years in the itin- 
erant ministry, serving not only his own 
Church but the cause of universal Chris- 
tianity; and eternity alone will reveal 
the measureless influences for good that 
were set in motion through the life work 
of this faithful servant of God. — F. E. 
Lewis. 

Silas Newton, son of Artemas and Pol- 
ly Newton, was born in Wayne county, 
Pennsylvania, December 10, 1836. His 
parents were members of the Methodist 
Church; so when he was converted, at 
the age of twenty, it was but natural that 
he should join the Church of his parents. 
He felt the call to the ministry early in 
life, but resisted the call both to repent- 
ance and to preach till he had reached 
the estate of manhood. Brother Newton 
had excellent educational opportunities, of 
which he made good use. He first attend- 
ed the New York Conference Seminary 
for four years, and afterwards Harvard 
University, where he took his Master’s 
degree. He came to Kentucky in 1857 
as a school-teacher, and taught at Shep- 
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herdsville that year and at Hodgenville 
two years. In the summer of 1860 he 
filled out the last four months of the Con- 
ference year on the Louisville Circuit 
for Rev. R. D. Neal. He was received on 
trial into the traveling connection at 
Bowling Green in the fall of 18G0, at 
which time he was ordained a local dea- 
con by Bishop John Early. He was re- 
ceived into full connection and elected 
elder at Owensboro in 1882, and after- 
wards ordained by Bishop H. H. Kava- 
naugh. He was first stationed at Smith- 
land; New Haven in 1861; Taylor Cir- 
cuit, 1862; Calhoun, 1864; Logan Circuit, 
1865; Trenton, 1868; Horse Cave, 1869; 
Lebanon, 1870; Eighth Street, Louisville, 
1871; Yelvington, 1872; Rockport, 1875; 
Jefferson town, 1877; Sonora, 1880; Frank- 
lin, 1881; Scottsville, 1882; Brandenburg, 
1883; Yelvington, 1886; Smithland, 1888; 
Cadiz, 1891; Yelvington, 1894; Calhoun, 
1895; Hartford, 1897; Caseyville and 
Sturgis, 1899; Robards, 1901; Dawson, 
1902; and at the Conference at Marion 
in 1903 he was superannuated. He moved 
to Owensboro, where he assisted at the 
mission churches, preaching regularly, 
and supplied the Hawesville charge four 
months in the summer of 1905. He was 
married in the old Walnut Street Church, 
Louisville, Ky., November 19, 1868, by 
Rev. Drummond Welburn, to Miss S. Kate 
Brush, daughter of Rev. George W. Brush, 
so justly loved and honored in the Louis- 
ville Conference. There were five chil- 
dren, three of whom are still living — 
Morris H., Lindsey R., and Miss Annie. 
The last day Brother Newton spent on 
earth was Thanksgiving day, November 
28, 1907. He then went up higher to be 
with the Lord and the dear ones gone be- 
fore. His devoted wife died in 1885 at 
Brandenburg, twenty-two years before 
the summons came to him. On Novem- 
ber 30 he was buried at Anchorage in one 
of the most peaceful and beautiful spots 
known, the resting place of many of the 
Lord’s prophets. He was laid by the side 
of his sainted wife, who is next to her 
father and mother, Rev. and Mrs. George 
W. Brush. Rev. T. R. Kendall and Rev. 
B. F. Orr laid him away as the snow 
covered the ground — a fitting winding 
sheet for the pure and spotless life. A 
service was held in his memory Sunday 
afternoon, December 1, 1907, in the beau- 
tiful new Settle Memorial Church. His 
great devotion to his children was evi- 
denced by his gathering the motherless 
ones together in their parsonage home 
•after his wife’s death and becoming at 



once both father and mother to them, 
giving these last twenty-two years to his 
family and to his Church. Brother New- 
ton had a good library, and was a man 
of large information. He loved books 
and made good use of them. He pre- 
pared his sermons with great care, glean- 
ing carefully for material, and made 
large use of his manuscript in the pulpit. 
To many thoughtful hearers this was not 
objectionable, while with others it was 
not popular. Brother Newton was the 
friend of Christian education, and made 
great sacrifice to educate his children, 
and urged this duty upon other parents. 
He served the Church with fidelity and 
painstaking wherever he was sent, and 
was a valued member and safe counselor 
in the various Conference boards and 
committees on which he served. His 
motto was, “What is worth doing is 
worth doing well.” Though born and 
reared at the North, Brother Newton was 
a strong Southern sympathizer during 
the Civil War, and was twice arrested by 
Federal authorities because of this sym- 
pathy with the South. He was released 
without being put to any great incon- 
venience on the first occasion, through 
the influence of an old schoolmate, who 
was a Northern officer; and on the sec- 
ond, he mounted his horse and rode away 
without asking leave of absence. The 
one purpose with him seemed to be to 
give good cheer to those around him and 
exemplify the most Christlv charity to- 
ward all men. His heart was as tender 
as a child’s and his gentleness as marked 
as that of the disciple wrhom Jesus loved. 
— J. S. Chandler. 

Val Peyton Thomas, son of Peter and 
Fannie Thomas, was born in Hartford, 
Ky., July 23, 1843. His parents were de- 
voted Methodists, and dedicated their 
only child to God in baptism in infancy. 
While yet a child they moved to Bowling 
Green, where young Thomas grew up. 
At the age of fourteen or fifteen he was 
converted and joined the Methodist 
Church. He attended the schools of the 
town and later Warren College. While 
yet a youth he felt called of God to the 
ministry of the Word, but resisted until 
he was twenty-five years of age. In 1868 
he was licensed to preach and received 
into the traveling connection at Louis- 
ville, and was sent to the Campbellsville 
Circuit. He traveled tne Brownsville, 
North Bowling Green, Leitchfield, and 
Smith’s Grove works in the Louisville 
Conference, and then Gosport Station 
and the Gosport District in Indiana; then 
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back to Smithland Station, Horse Cave 
*• and Rockport Circuits, Cloverport, and 
Hawesville Station; then Trenton, Louis- 
^ ville, Bowling Green, Auburn, Gold City, 
Richardsville, and West Louisville Cir- 
cuits, and later the Lafayette Circuit, 
V while serving which his father died and 
he gave up the work to wind up his 
father’s business. He was never a ro- 
- .... bust man His health became feeble. 
> He was happily married June 5, 1867, to 
j Miss Susan A. Valentine, of Bowling 
Green, a woman every way worthy to be 
k an itinerant preacher’s wife. As a preach- 
er he was above the average, a success- 
ful revivalist. His name lingers in the 
. different fields where he traveled as “oint- 
‘ ment poured forth.” His faithful wife 
^preceded him to the glory land, and final- 
ly he fell on sleep January 14, 1908. —

John Clay Runyan was born July 1. j 
1845, in. Meigs county, Tennessee, and die< g ^ 
May 2, 1908. He was married to Miss\ 
Cordelia L. Roberts Mav 25. 1876. Th^rp-v. 



Cordeli^ L. Roberts May 25, 1876. There'* ^ 
were seven children born as the result o 
this happy union. Two are no more. Mn 
Runyan died some fifteen years ago. 
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Brother Runyan was received into full 
connection in the Holston Conference, 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, in 
the fall of 1873. He was a good preacher. 
With the exception of a few years in 
which he had a nominal appointment, he 
was regularly in the work as an itinerant 
preacher up to the fall of 1907, when he 
applied to the Conference for the super- 
annuate relation. He was buried at Pleas- 
ant Grove, Tenn., in the bounds of the 
Stony Point Circuit, on Monday, May 4, 
1908. The service was conducted by Rev. 
.T. E. Lowry and Rev. J. B. Carnes. We 
laid him beside his sainted wife to await 
the resurrection morning. Brother Run- 
yan had an appointment to preach the 
Sunday before he died. He fell with the 
gospel harness on. His death was rather 
sudden, coming after only two days of ill- 
ness. God bless the orphan children, and 
bring them at last to a happy and joyous 
reunion with father and mother in that 
home that knows no parting. I want to 
add here what one of our old local preach- 
ers had to say about him in a letter to 
me some time ago: “Our Brother Runyan 
so suddenly passed from labor to refresh- 
ments. We know that he was a good 
man and true in every sense of the word 
— true to his God, to his Church, to his 
family, to his Conference, and true to his 
Southern principles, from which he never 
wavered for a moment.” Brother Run- 
yan was a member in good standing of 
the Masonic fraternity. He never soiled 
his white apron. Brother Runyan trav- 
eled the following charges: Rye Cove Cir- 
cuit, 1871 to 1873; he was received into 
full connection and ordained a deacon at 
Abingdon, October, 1873, and was appoint-

Benjamin Hinton Johnson, son of 
James M. and Susan O. W. Johnson, was 
born November 14, 1847, at Holt’s Corner, 
Marshall county, Tenn. He was convert- 
ed and joined the Church in August, 1865. 
He was admitted on trial into the Ten- 
nessee Conference in October, 1875, at 
Fayetteville, Tenn., and immediately trans- 
ferred to the Northwest Texas Confer- 
ence, where he rendered efficient service 
for five years, being assigned to Comanche 
Station two years and to Graham Station 
three years. In October, 1880, he re- 
turned to the Tennessee Conference, and 
served the following charges: Dickson 
Circuit, four years; Santa Fe Circuit, 
two years; Lebanon Circuit, one year; 
Goodlettsville Circuit, four years; Doug- 
lass Circuit, three years; College Grove, 
two years; Sadlersville and Adams Sta- 
tion, two years; Big Creek Circuit, three 
years; Alexandria and Watertown, two 
years; Yellow Creek Circuit, two years; 
Asbury Circuit, one year; and was ap- 
pointed to the Fountain Head Circuit at 
the last session of the Conference, with 
the hope that the pure air and water of 
that healthful section would help him, 
for his friends had already learned that 
he had contracted malaria, which was 
taking a deep hold upon his delicate 
frame. But it was too late; the disease 
had imbedded itself too deeply to be erad- 
icated. He made a desperate fight. He 
determined to win, if possible. He kept 
up until the last Sunday in December, 



preaching twice that day. He retired at 
night feeling greatly depressed. The next 
day a physician was called in. Every- 
thing was done that loving hands could 
do. He grew gradually worse; and after 
fifty-three days of anxiety and suffering, 
he quietly slipped away from us and went 
home to God at about 2 : 15 p.m. February 
20, 1908, at his parsonage home in Port- 
land, Tenn. The funeral services were 
conducted in our church by the writer, 
assisted by the Revs. W. H. Doss and 
John A. McFerrin, of our Conference, and 
Rev. Mr. Huff, pastor of the Missionary 
Baptist Church of that town. His body 
was gently laid to rest in the village cem- 
etery to await the resurrection morn. 
While Brother Johnson was always effi- 
cient and popular, perhaps he never en- 
tered upon the work of any charge with 
as much determination and appreciation 
as his last; and although he had been 
with his people for only a few months, 
he had completely won their hearts and 
confidence. Brother Johnson was twice 
married. On December 22, 1868, he led 
to the altar Miss Mattie Sheffield, who 
left for the spirit world in 1884. From 
this union four children are still living. 
They are Mrs. Clara Drake, Mrs. Maud 
Buford, Ephraim, and Benjamin H., Jr., 
all of whom are consistent members of 
the Church. In 1885 he was married to 
Miss Julia Neblett, who was in every way 
suited to the delicate position she as- 
sumed. She was a true wife, and, being 
possessed of a large degree of common 
sense, tact, and religion, performed well 
her part as mother to the children of her 
husband. One would never have known 
but that the stepchildren were her own. 
They are perfectly devoted to her. From 
this last marriage three children — one 
manly boy and two beautiful girls — still 
survive. B. H. Johnson was a manly man. 
He held himself aloof from everything 
that was mean and low. He hated hypoc- 
risy and cant. He was always on the 
side of right, ready to courageously op- 
pose that which was wrong. In his young 
manhood days he spent some time in 
teaching; and by his upright life and 
courtly demeanor made a profound im- 
pression for good upon the boys and girls 
committed to his care, many of whom 
date their conversion from his influence. 
He was a devoted husband and almost an 
ideal father. He was never happier than 
when in the bosom of his own family. It 
was his delight to spend the evenings in 
conversation with his companion and 
children. His children loved him with a 
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devotion that was perfectly beautiful. 

It was a great pleasure to them to fol- 
low him about the place and to assist him 
in the work that he found to do. He 
was a faithful friend, ever loyal and true. 
He loved his brethren of the Tennes- 
see Conference intensely. He was well 
equipped for the itinerancy. Reared in 
a home of culture, a graduate of Cum- 
berland University, intelligent, energetic, 
and genial, unassuming, magnetic, sound- 
ly converted, a lover of the human fam- 
ily, and with a clear call to the minis- 
try, he could not but succeed in this no- 
ble work. He was a fine pastor. It was 
his pleasure to visit from house to house, 
and especially to visit the aged and in- 
firm, those that were shut in, and to talk 
to them about Christ and his power to 
save and to keep. He was a preacher of 
more than ordinary ability. His preach- 
ing was plain and pointed, clear and 
practical, scriptural and spiritual, devo- 
tional and evangelistic. In his younger 
days he was in great demand for revival 
meetings. During his pastorate on the 
Santa Fe Circuit scores of persons were 
converted and added to the Church in a 
revival wave that swept throughout that 
charge under his ministry. He loved the 
great fundamental doctrines of Metho- 
dism, and could present them as clearly 
and convincingly as any man I have ever 
heard. Had he been inclined to push him- 
self, he might easily have forged his way 
to the front and occupied some of our 
leading pulpits; but he had no aspiration 
along this line. To him the ideal charge 
was a circuit of four appointments, so ar- 
ranged as to permit him to do his pas- 
toral work during the day and his preach- 
ing on Sunday, and be with his family 
at night. “Blessed are the dead which 
die in the Lord.” He has gone from us. 
We shall see his face no more this side 
of the resurrection, but we hope to see 
him in the “land that is fairer than day.” 
Till then, farewell! — W. V. Jarratt. 

George S. Byrom passed from earth . 
to heaven at five o’clock in the after- 
noon on Thursday, May 14, 1908, from 
the Wesley Memorial Hospital, in At- 
lanta, Ga. He was born September 25, 
1839, in Franklin county, Tenn. Thomas 
and Agnes Faris Byrom were his parents. 
On February 24, 1870, he was happily 
married to Miss Sallie E. McElroy, daugh- 
ter of Rev. Andrew McElroy, of the Pres- 
byterian Church. Four children were 
born to them. Sister Byrom and their 
two daughters, Mrs. L. K. Smith, of Car- 



rollton, Ga., Mrs. R. E. Foster, of Turin, 
Ga., and their son, Professor George Lee 
Byrom, of Pocahontas, Va., survive him. 
One son, Early Marvin, died in his twelfth 
year. From early childhood Brother By- 
rom was religiously inclined. In his 
twelfth year he made a public profession 
of saving faith in Christ and assumed 
membership in the Church. Early in life 
he was conscious of his duty to preach 
the gospel of Christ, but he resisted the 
impression. He enlisted in the Confed- 
erate army and served faithfully until 
the last year of the war, when he was 
captured and paroled, and the final sur- 
render of the Confederate army occurred 
before he was exchanged. The practice 
of law was his chosen profession, for 
which he read and studied; but he finally 
yielded to his mature and irrepressible 
convictions, and was licensed to preach 
in 1869 under the administration of Rev. 
Fountain E. Pitts. He was admitted on 
trial into the traveling connection by the 
Tennessee Conference at Pulaski, Tenn., 
in October, 1870. His name remained on 
the roll of effective preachers and he re- 
ceived his appointments regularly until 
October, 1906, when, in consequence of 
failing health, he received the superan- 
nuate relation at his own request. Sub- 
sequently he made his home in Carroll- 
ton, Ga., that he might live near his 
daughters. Inspiring ideals of pure Kfe 
and noble character are found in the 
most unpretentious people. Brother By- 
rom was plain, positive, practical, and 
provident. In unalloyed honesty, in gen- 
uine humility, and in unaffected sim- 
plicity he was a model worthy of study 
and imitation. Without these qualities 
life is poor and perilous. The open mind, 
the guileless heart, the sincere purpose, 
the firm, intelligent conviction, the un- 
flinching courage, the artless methods, 
the clear, impartial judgment, the un- 
sophisticated truthfulness, the uniform 
cheerfulness, and the untiring faithful- 
ness by which he was characterized are 
neither negative nor uncertain elements 
in Christian life. Conscience with him 
was a divine court of the soul where all 
moral issues were investigated, tried, and 
settled according to the word of God as 
he understood it. He had due regard for 
all legitimate authority, and was exem- 
plary in his loyalty to God and men. His 
maxims had the highest moral signifi- 
cance, and his policy expressed the su- 
periority of righteous principles over per- 
sonal interests. He did not expect the 
end to justify the means, hence he did 
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not knowingly indorse doubtful methods 
and do evil that good might come. Where 
evils only were to be considered he made 
no choice, because he was looking for 
good only in every choice of life. He 
believed in the final triumph of every 
righteous cause. In every struggle 
against the powers of darkness he evinced 
the courage of a hero and the endurance 
of a good soldier. In temporary defeat 
patience and resignation were supported 
by an ever-increasing faith in permanent 
and triumphant victory. Whether it re- 
sulted in pleasure or pain, in prosperity 
or privation, in honor or humiliation, he 
did his duty as he understood it, and his 
life was a practical commentary on that 
resolute word. For thirty-six years his 
faithfulness and efficiency were demon- 
strated under the difficult and exacting 
requirements of our itinerant system. 
There was no break in his efforts, no 
cessation of his energy. The stars that 
shine steadily night after night may be 
more beneficial to this world than the 
glitter and glare of an occasional comet. 
Constancy may be a greater virtue than 
extraordinary brilliancy, and industry 
may surpass genius. “But wisdom is jus- 
tified of her children.” “Wisdom is the 
principal thing.” “The fear of the Lord 
is the beginning of wisdom.” Through 
prayer to “God that giveth to all men lib- 
erally” the supply is increased, and the 
winning of souls to Christ is the end. 
By this scriptural standard he was a 
wise man, for he brought many to Christ. 
He regarded punctuality as an important 
duty. Whether he was expected to dis- 
charge religious duties, exercise social 
functions, or meet business engagements, 
he was punctual if possible. His face ra- 
diant with love, his voice musical with 
cheer and happy with laughter, and his 
hand vigorous with the grasp of hearty 
fellowship — all indicated that he was an 
optimist by birth as well as practice. He 
saw some good in all men. Every vision 
had its hopeful and happy features. He 
saw in every cloud a silver lining. In 
every storm his refuge was in God, with 
a strong hold upon the hope that was set 
before him in the promises of God, which 
A hope he had as an anchor of his soul. A 
bright, happy, hopeful child of God he 
was, who never yielded to the dark fore- 
bodings of despondent men. In domestic 
life his character was peculiarly strong 
and beautiful. His tender heart and rev- 
erent spirit, his gentle bearing and con- 
scientious exercise of legitimate author- 
ity, his high regard for proper discipline 



and his keen sense of judicial fairness, 
his earnest desire for the best possible 
attainments and the sweetest fellowships 
of the home life, with the golden rule as 
his basis — all contributed to his efficiency 
as the paternal head. The writer cannot 
refrain from quoting a single testimonial 
from a private letter that was written by 
his devoted wife. She writes in part: 

“I am glad the Lord so honored me as 
to permit me to be his companion for a 
little more than thirty-eight years. I 
loved him, and it was hard to say good- 
by.” During his last illness he said to 
one of his physicians: “No man ever had 
a better wife than I have had. She has 
always stood by me, true and faithful, 
sharing every joy and helping to bear 
every burden.” His devotion to his chil- 
dren was sensible and practical, as well 
as beautiful. Their moral and religious 
character, their intellectual training, their 
fellowship with God, and their efficiency 
in Christian work were to him matters of 
prayerful and unceasing solicitude. Out- 
side the sacred precincts of the home he 
had many friends and magnified the of- 
fices of genuine friendship. No man was 
ever more responsive and accommodating 
when help was needed. To the young and 
inexperienced, to the weak and wayward, 
to the doubtful and discouraged, to the 
aged and infirm, he was specially kind. 
He had peculiar pleasure in preaching 
the gospel to the poor. Revivals result- 
ing in many conversions and in general 
good to the people who were reached by 
them were common in his ministry. Pa- 
tient resignation to the will of God in 
all things and in sickness and in health 
was one of his crowning graces and one 
that shone with unusual brilliancy in 
his latter days. A preacher with so many 
charming graces and with resources so 
abundant could hardly fail to be efficient 
and acceptable. On the twelfth day of 
last March, while working in his garden, 
he hurt his finger on a cornstalk. It was 
not considered serious until several days 
afterwards, when blood poisoning devel- 
oped. A physician was called, and later 
he was carried to the hospital, where he 
received every attention that physicians, 
nurses, and loving friends could render. 
The ordeal of most intense suffering 
through which he passed without a mur- 
mur continued seven weeks. To his wife, 
who was constantly at his bedside until 
the last two days, when she was unable 
to be there any longer, he said: “The 
Lord has blessed me wonderfully. He 
does not even permit me to have an un- 
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pleasant dream. My soul is filled with 
glory.” His daughter who witnessed his 
departure says: “He gently went to sleep 
to wake in a world of joy and peace.” 
He made many friends and was honored 
greatly in Carrollton, where he lived dur- 
ing his superannuation, and where his 
body sleeps. The funeral services were 
conducted at the Methodist church in 
Carrollton by the pastor, Rev. William 
Dunbar, assisted by other ministers. He 
used 2 Samuel iii. 38 as a text. In honor 
to him all the business houses were closed 
and a vast concourse of people attended 
the funeral. The Masonic Fraternity 
joined in the tribute to his memory, and 
performed their beautiful and impressive 
service at the grave. He was not with- 
out honor among strangers, where in the 
providence of God he spent his last days; 
nor was he without honor in his own 
country and among his own people. He 
was worthy of all the honors bestowed. 
We rejoice that he lived, and mourn his 
departure. He left a message of love with 
his wife for his brethren of the Tennes- 
see Conference which is hereby recorded. 
He left to his family and friends the lega- 
cy of a good name, which “is rather to be 
chosen than great riches.” He left to 
his Church a pure and stainless character, 
abundant in good works which he accom- 
plished. He left to the world the unim- 
peachable testimonials of a triumphant 
faith and an example worthy of imita- 
tion. “How blest the righteous when he 
dies!” — H. B. Reams. 

Geobge Washington Anderson, son of 
Jacob and Abigail Anderson, was born in 
Bedford county, Tenn., September 20, 
1829; and died in the faith, according to 
the teachings of Methodism, June 2, 1908, 
in Huntsville, Ala., at the home of his 
daughter, Mrs. S. E. Wasson, wife of 
Rev. S. E. Wasson. After his retirement 
he lived with his son, J. J. Anderson, in 
Nashville, visiting the other children 
whenever his strength would permit. A 
review of a life so full of good deeds and 
all aglow with faith and love must neces- 
sarily be the merest epitome. In his es- 
timation the greatest event of his life 
was his second or new birth, which oc- 
curred in Shiloh Church, Bedford Circuit, 
August 26, 1857; and here he united with 
the Church in 1858, during the pastorate 
of William H. Anthony and while William 
Doss was presiding elder. He obtained 
license to preach at Olivet Church in No- 
vember, 1858, during the administration 
of J. C. Putman, presiding elder, and Al- 



len Tribble, preacher in charge. In 1SG0 
he was recommended for the traveling 
connection, and on October 10 of the same 
year was admitted on trial into the Ten- 
nessee Annual Conference at Clarksville, 
Tenn., Bishop George F. Pierce presiding. 
At City Road Chapel, near Nashville, he 
was ordained a deacon by Bishop Joshua 
Soule May 19, 1864. At Tulip Street 
Church, Nashville, Tenn., he was or- 
dained an elder by Bishop H. H. Kava- , 
naugh October 8, 1865. Without a sug- 
gestion from any one outside of his own 
family, he applied for and obtained a 
superannuate relation from the Annual 
Conference convened at Clarksville in the 
fall of 1898. In a brief sketch like this 
not even a passing notice can be given 
the various charges which he filled so 
acceptably. His appointments were as 
follows: Manchester Circuit, Bedford Cir- 
cuit, Tullahoma Circuit, Lynchburg Cir- 
cuit, Hickory Creek Circuit, Manchester 
Station, Manchester and McMinnville Sta- 
tion, Unionville Circuit, presiding elder of 
McMinnville District, Stone’s River Cir- 
cuit, Guthrie Circuit, Pisgah Circuit, Lynn- 
ville and Olivet Station, Dickson Station, 
and South Street Station — a term of for- 
ty years as pastor. He was a close stu- 
dent of our Methodist literature, not in- 
clined to disputation, but ready at all 
times to give a reason for his faith. 
While earnest in his delivery, he was di- 
dactic, more desirous of winning souls 
than of applause. Being a gentleman by 
nature in his manner and deportment, his 
presence was a benison in every home 
that he visited. In the bosom of his fam- 
ily, with his wife and children about him, 
he maintained at all times the same gen- 
tleness of manner and sweetness of spirit. 
He not only loved his wife, but respected 
her. The different members of his fam- 
ily, during his period of superannuation, 
vied with each other in claiming the 
blessedness of his presence. The Saviour 
said: “Whom do men say that I the Son 
of man am?” The answer to this scrip- 
ture as it applies to the followers of 
Christ can only be given in all its en- 
tirety after death. Now that he has gone 
hence, whom do men say George W. An- 
derson was? Bishop Fitzgerald said: “He 
is the personation of the thirteenth chap- 
ter of 1 Corinthians. The record of his 
service in the Confederate army as a min- 
ister is thrilling. Blessings on the mem- 
ory of Brother Anderson, who kept step 
with the soldiers when they marched, 
preached to them the gospel of the grace 
of God, who ministered to the wounded; 
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and dying and buried the dead!” K. B. 
Reams says: “He was one of the purest 
men that I have ever known, a good ex- 
ample for character study, an all-round 
Christian, combining goodness and 
strength.” A voice from Dickson says: 
“For four years he was pastor of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, in 
this place, in which capacity he was 
greatly beloved, not only by the members 
of his church, but by the people generally. 
Some of the greatest religious work ever 
accomplished in Dickson was during his 
pastorate. His death is a source of sor- 
row not only to the people of this com- 
munity, but to many others whom he 
served so long and earnestly.” His son, 
J. J. Anderson, says: “Father was so 
thoroughly honest himself that he could 
not get it into his head that any one else 
was dishonest.” His children were a 
blessing and an honor to him. Those 
who survive are Rev. E. P. Anderson, pas- 
tor of McFerrin Memorial Church; Dr. 
W. B. and J. J. Anderson, of Nashville; 
Drs. R. M. and F. C. Anderson, of Okla- 
homa; Mrs. S. E. Wasson, of Huntsville; 
and Mrs. Bascom Abernathy, of Pulaski. 
After a service conducted by Rev. T. C. 
Ragsdale, Bishop O. P. Fitzgerald, and 
Rev. H. B. Reams, he was placed beside 
bis devoted wife in the Pulaski cemetery. 
— William M. Green. 

John Casto Keathley was born in 
White county, Tenn., April 13, 1874. His 
parents were Harrison H. and Nannie J. 
Keathley. He was converted and joined 
the M. E. Church, South, August 28, 
1887. He was married to Ida Justice, 
of Fairfield, Bedford county, Tenn., De- 
cember 24, 1895. He was admitted on trial 
into the Tennessee Conference October 
24, 1895, at Winchester, Tenn. He served 
the following charges: Rock Island Mis- 
sion, Woodbury Mission, Faulkner Sta- 
tion, Rockvale and Tarpley, Stone’s River 
Circuit, and Wartrace and Tullahoma. 
Because of failing health Brother Keath- 
ley, at the Conference at Springfield Oc- 
tober 19, 1907, applied for and was grant- 
ed a superannuate relation. On October 
3, 1908, he quietly departed this life 
from his home in Wartrace, Tenn., and 
was buried by the side of the only child 
ever born to his happy married life. The 
funeral services were conducted by his 
pastor, Rev. W. J. Walkup, and the Rev. 
G. A. Morgan, of Murfreesboro Station. 
All the work of our departed brother was 
in the bounds of the Murfreesboro Dis- 
trict, and in every charge are those who 



feel keenly a severe loss in his going. 
Far behind his nativity were godly prep- 
arations. His ancestors were truly pious 
and God-fearing people. Many preachers 
of the gospel were among them, and all 
of them men and women of prayer. His 
own father and mother dedicated their 
children to God as soon as they were 
born, and thus was our brother started 
toward the life of that goodness and use- 
fulness that plainly marked his beautiful 
life from the cradle to his grave. He 
very early in life manifested a desire to 
preach. He was one of about ten of his 
kindred to enter the ministry of the Meth- 
odist Church. Brother Keathley entered 
the ministry by the pattern or plan of 
the early preachers, and one is remind- 
ed of what Paul says of Timothy’s pre- 
vious preparedness, as follows: “I thank 
God, whom I serve from my forefathers 
with pure conscience, that without ceas- 
ing I have remembrance of thee in my 
prayers night and day; greatly desiring 
to see thee, being mindful of thy tears, 
that I may be filled with joy; when I 
call to remembrance the unfeigned faith 
that is in thee, which dwelt first in thy 
grandmother Lois, and thy mother Eunice ; 
and I am persuaded that in thee also.” 
He was a good preacher, and commanded 
the attention of his hearers wherever he 
preached. He knew how to use the gifts 
in his hands or within his reach; and 
because of this knowledge his usefulness 
was greatly multiplied, and numbers of 
lives moved toward God and heaven un- 
der his ministry. He was a true Chris- 
tian and thoroughly loyal to every duty 
and requirement of the Church. He was 
a manly man, and had the respect of all 
men. He was possessed with a keen in- 
sight into those things in life that go to- 
ward making home or a community Joy- 
ous and happy. While a successful 
preacher and true Christian, he was also 
a clean citizen and a courageous friend. 
The older people trusted him and the 
children loved him. He was not strong 
for quite a while before he died, but did 
not neglect his work in any particular. 
He was exceedingly anxious to do all a 
congregation would naturally expect of 
him, and hence exposed himself at times 
when he should have been housed. It 
was a sad hour when at last he was as- 
sured that he must give up his pulpit 
work and retire from his active ministry. 
He often said to the writer: “I want to 
live until I can get a home secured for 
my wife.” He lived only one year after 
he was assured by his physician of his 
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severe heart trouble. He was cheerful 
through it all, and often said: “It is all 
right; the future has no fears for me.” 

I saw him just a few weeks before his 
death, and his very last words to me 
were: “I now hope to be with you all at 
Conference; if I am not there, think of 
me.” For just a short while only before 
his expiring moments was he confined to 
his bed. On the night he died his friends 
felt that he was sleeping sweetly and 
would not require the usual medicine for 
rest; and all were rejoicing that his re- 
pose was so natural and restful, when 
there was discovered an ordinary nervous 
moving of the muscles of his body, but 
no particular struggle. When spoken to, 
he did not open his eyes from slumber, 
but ceased to breathe, his heart was still, 
his pure spirit had gone home. In the 
last weeks of his life he thought much 
about the preparation needed for his de- 
parture. He sang and prayed with the 
pathos and intelligence of one conscious 
of his early going. A favorite hymn he 
often sang while alone was, “I love thy 
kingdom. Lord, the house of thine abode.” 
He was heard to try to sing this old song 
a short while before death, but strength 
failed him and the words lingered upon 
his lips as he passed into the realms of 
bliss. He has left with this Conference 
a good name and a good record. Those 
of us who were closest to him feel keenly 
our loss. The Rev. W. B. Lowry, his 
uncle, and the Rev. S. M. Keathley, his 
brother, are members of this Conference. 
Other near relatives severely bereft are 
his wife, his mother, his sister, and his 
brothers. He is gone. The golden ladder 
came to his pillow as he lay waiting for 
his call, and, as was his habit in meet- 
ing duty, he at once went up to his God. 
His safe conduct was the God of heaven 
himself, and I am sure Brother Keathley 
is now weighing his treasures in. — W. J. 
Collier.

Buckner Harris was born November 
10, 1837 ; in Gallatin, Miss., and died Oc- 
tober 7, 1908, at his home in San An- 
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tonio, Texas. In 1846 he came with his 
parents to Texas, and settled in DeWitt 
county; but later he went to Gonzales, 
where he grew to manhood. He took ad- 
vantage of the best instruction w r hich the 
schools of his community afforded. He 
records with thankfulness that he had a 
teacher who was a competent Greek and 
> Latin scholar, and that by his direction 
he was enabled to acquire some famil- 
iarity with the Latin language and to 
read his Greek Testament. He was a 
close student to the end of his life, and 
he sometimes exhorted his young breth- 
ren to learn how to study. He was ad- 
mitted on trial into the Conference, then 
the Texas Conference, December 9, 1856, 
Bishop Paine presiding. In 1866 by re- 
adjustment of Conference lines he fell 
into the territory of the West Texas Con- 
ference, then known as the Rio Grande 
Conference. In his fifty-two years of 
service he filled important stations and 
districts in the Conference, and stood ab- 
solutely blameless in character. He was 
honored by his brethren in every way in 
which they could show their regard for 
him and his judgment. They sent him 
three times as their representative to the 
General Conference — in 1886, 1890, and 
1894. For more than a quarter of a cen- 
tury he was a member of the Board of 
Publication of the Texas Christian Advo- 
cate, and was always a strong supporter 
of that journal. He was not only the rep- 
resentative of his Conference at the first 
conventon that was held for the estab- 
lishment of a Methodist central educa- 
' tional institution in Texas, but he was 
the secretary of that convention. From 
the founding of Southwestern University, 
through the first twenty -five years of its 
history, he was a valuable member of its 
Board of Curators. He was a member 
and the President of the Board of Trus- 
tees of San Antonio Female College from 
its beginning in 1890 till the day of his 
death. He was the chairman of the com- 
mittee in charge of the San Antonio Res- 
cue Home from its opening in 1896 till the 
hour of his passing away. For fourteen 
years he had been the president of the 
Conference Board of Missions, and pre- 
. vious to that time he had been first treas- 
, urer and then vice president for twenty- 
four years. Notwithstanding the difficul- 
ties under which the frontier forced him 
to labor, because of his habits of diligent 
. study, he came to be regarded as one of 
our ablest pulpit men, with a broad grasp 
of gospel truth. Dr. G. B. Winton, who 
was closely associated with him for four 



years as a presiding elder in the same 
territory, says: “He was a wide and dis- 
criminating reader of books, a vigorous 
and progressive thinker, and a preacher 
of awakening and spiritual sermons.” 
Whether in history, philosophy, theology, 
or general literature, prose or poetry, he 
was one of the best read men in the 
Methodist ministry. He could see no 
reason for any preacher remaining in ig- 
norance, when the opportunity of read- 
ing the best books is open to every man. 
He once said: “The age is past when we 
can take up an ignorant man and author- 
ize him to preach the gospel.” Intelli- 
gence was to him essential to the proper 
presentation of the gospel of Jesus Christ. 
His genial, unassuming, gentle disposi- 
tion made him very popular with all 
classes of persons in every community 
where he was known. He was often 
spoken of as one of the best men who 
ever lived. His integrity was never ques- 
tioned in any act of his life. His kind, 
tender manner made him a great comfort 
to the bereaved and broken-hearted. The 
poor, hopeless, friendless girls who came 
into the Rescue Home found in him a 
father who could lead them back to hope 
and life. Thousands of people of all 
classes in Southwest Texas will feel a 
sense of personal loss at his going away. 
He was married in early life to Miss 
Georgia Gillespie, the youngest sister of 
Colonel C. C. Gillespie, who was for some 
years the editor of the Texas Christian 
Advocate. His wife died in San Antonio 
while he was pastor there. In 1872 he 
married Mrs. Mary C. Sutton. To them 
were born three children — Mrs. J. W. 
Moore, Dr. A. B. Harris, and Frank C. 
Harris — all of whom were present to min- 
ister to him in his last days. His second 
wife died October 16, 1906. He has en- 
tered into the eternal joys, and has left 
as a rich heritage to the Church a good 
name and a genuine Christian life. 

James Charles Russell was born of 
Christian parents in Marion, Ala., August 
4, 1845. His father, who was a Methodist 
preacher, died when the son was but six 
years of age, leaving him to the care of 
his mother, of whom he often spoke with 
great tenderness. Although but a boy 
when the Civil War broke out, he enlist- 
ed in the Confederate army and served 
throughout the four years of the war. At 
the close of the war he came to Texas 
with his mother, and lived for some years 
in Bast Texas, where his mother died 
His active ministerial life began in 1870,

when he united with the West Texas 
Conference, to which he gave efficient serv- 
ice for twenty-seven years. He served 
the following pastoral charges: Frio Cir- 
cuit, four years; Lagarto Circuit, two 
years; Rancho Circuit, two years; Flores- 
ville Station, three years; Beeville Sta- 
tion, four years; Utopia Circuit, one year; 
Uvalde Station, two years; Devine Cir- 
cuit, two years; Cotulla Circuit, three 
years; Waelder Circuit, three years; Sta- 
ples Circuit, one year. At the close of 
the latter year, November 3, 1906, im- 
pelled by the encroachment of disease, 
against which he had for several years 
made a courageous fight, he asked for a 
superannuate relation. Anticipating his 
early departure, he secured a home in the 
suburbs of San Antonio, to which he re- 
moved with his family, and endeavored 
to make such preparation as would leave 
them in some measure of comfort. Here, 
in his home, ministered to by his devoted 
wife and children, he passed away April 
17, 1908. Brother Russell was three 
times married, his surviving widow be- 
ing Miss Newberry, whom he married in 
Lagarto, Texas, April 10, 1884. He is 
survived by nine children — J. W. Russell, 
of Kennedy, Texas; Mrs. J. F. Rhodes 
and Mrs. J. R. Ware, of Barksdale, Tex- 
as; Mrs. William Brookes, of Waelder, 
Texas; R. W. Russell, Alanson, Dulcie, 
Louise, and Clifton, who reside with their 
mother in San Antonio. Brother Rus- 
sell’s ministry was an eminently active 
and useful one, and he possessed in an un- 
usual degree the qualities of sympathy, 
gentleness, and tact, that gave him access 
to the people. For the lack of educational 
advantages of which the war deprived 
him, he was compensated by a quick in- 
telligence, a knowledge of human nature, 
and habits of reading and study. His 
ministry to the young people was re- 
markably successful, few preachers pos- 
sessed in a greater degree the confidence 
of the young, and this confidence he 
turned to good account in enlisting them 
in the service of God and the Church. 
Brother Russell coveted no man’s silver 
or gold. He went cheerfully to hard cir- 
cuits, where the support was not suffi- 
cient for his family, and often supple- 
mented a meager salary by the labor of 
his hands. He served unselfishly and 
efficiently, and we are sure that his re- 
ward is great with the Father in heaven.

moved with his parents to Texas when ^ 
seven years old. He remained at home, Jf 
working on the farm and going to school, t 
until about sixteen years of age. He then * 
obtained a certificate, and taught and 
went to school until he was licensed to 
preach. He professed religion and joined 
the Church when quite young. He was 
a good boy. As a man, he was studious, 
and until his health failed he maintained 
his industrious habits. He was licensed 
to preach by the Pittsburg District Con- 
ference in June, 1900, and served two 
years in the East Texas Conference. 
When the Conferences were united, he be- 
came a member of the Texas Conference, 
and was apopinted to Cameron Circuit. 

He remained there about six months. 

His health then failed, and he was com- 
pelled to give up his work. He went into 
Western Texas and New Mexico, and re- 
turned in the fall apparently well. After 
serving Thorndale for one year, his 
health again began to fail. He trans- 
ferred to the West Texas Conference, and 
was appointed to Sterling City, where 
he remained two years. His health did 
not improve, and he was appointed to 
Stockdale, where he spent his last year 
on earth. He was not able to attend the 
Annual Conference at Yoakum, and was 
granted a superannuate relation. He was 
ordained deacon by Bishop Duncan, De- 
cember 6, 1903, and elder by Bishop Can- 
dler, December 1, 1907. He remained at 
Stockdale until January 17, 1908, when 
the messenger came, and he entered intc 
rest. Brother Burks was married July 
21, 1886, to Miss Minnie Hughes. She 
died December 6, 1900, leaving her hus- 
band and three little children. He was 
married a second time February 24, 1904, 
to Miss Bara Knight. To them also were 
born three children. Two of the children 
preceded their father to the promised 
land. He leaves a wife and four children 
to mourn their loss. Brother Burke was 
a good man, and full of the Holy Ghost 
and of faith. He was making rapid prog- 
ress, and continued to develop in spir- 
itual power and preaching ability to the 
end.

Thomas Lewis Mellen. — We, the Com- 
mittee on Memoirs, in the absence of defi- 
nite information of the life and labors of 
T. L. Mellen, draw largely from an article 
published in the Christian Advocate of 
October 9, by his friend A. F. Watkins. 
Thomas Lewis Mellen was born in Natch- 
ez, Miss., June 10, 1849. His father w'as 
of New England stock, and his mother of 
the old South. Inheriting the advantages 
— intellectual, moral, and social — of such 
parentage, and surrounded by the best tra- 
ditions of the old South, he grew to young 
manhood. His early educational advan- 
tages were limited, but he was a lifelong 
student of the Bible and Ufest books to 
be obtained. We are unable to say at 
what age T. L. Mellen united with the 
Methodist Church. At twenty years of age 



he began the study of law', and not long 
after attaining his majority was admitted 
to the bar in his native city. He w r as 
elected a member of the legislature. At 
the same time he was taking rank among 
the influential members of his Church, and 
was elected a delegate to the General Con- 
ference in 1888. In the summer of 1882 
he was licensed to preach, and in Decem- 
ber w r as appointed as a supply on King- 
ston Circuit. In 1883 he was assigned to 
city mission work in Natchez. Here he 
laid the foundations to w'hat is now the 
Pearl Street Church. In 1884 he contin- 
ued his mission work in Natchez as pastor 
of Wesley Chapel. He was presiding eld- 
er of Meridian District four years, and of 
Forest District four years. He was three 
years presiding elder of the Seashore Dis- 
trict, at the close of which he transferred 
to the Indian Mission Conference, and 
was stationed at Cordell, Okla., where he 
wrought well, adding a number of mem- 
bers to the Church. He bought lots and 
built a splendid parsonage, and cleared 
the church of a debt of $350 or $400. 
The next year he spent at Antlers. In No- 
vember, 1907, he was assigned to Holden- 
ville Station. Sunday morning, August 
23, he preached with great liberty. The 
afternoon was spent in visiting the sick 
and an aged friend. At the evening serv- 
ice he read the Scripture lesson and an- 
nounced the second hymn. While this 
was being sung he fell in the pulpit, dying 
on Monday morning, August 24, at 8 
o’clock. On the pulpit he was called to 
the presence of his Lord. In the very 
act of lifting up the cross he received the 
crown. He heard his Lord say, “Well 
done, good and faithful servant; thou hast 
been faithful over a few things, I will 
make thee ruler over many things.” — C. 
W. Myatt, J. E. Vick.

Evander A. Bailey. — When the history 
of the Northwest Texas Conference is 
written a conspicuous page must be given 
to Evander A. Bailey. Not because he 
claimed it, but because he earned it. No 
man has lived among us who, by his 
personal influence, has touched for good 
the lives of so many of our young preach- 
ers, and for that reason left a deeper im- 
press on the Conference as a whole. He 
was emphatically a young preacher’s 
friend. Wise and firm in counsel; ten- 
der and patient with the blunders of the 
boy preachers; quick to discern and apt 
to commend whatever there was of prom- 
ise; transparent^nd clean in his own 
sccial and official life; with no dubious 
motives, he not only commended high 
ideals, but was himself such an embodi- 
ment of that which is true and beautiful 
and good in a human character that he 
unconsciously inspired to better things 
every young preacher that came in con- 
tact with him. And now that he is gone, 
many of the boys, some of them whose 
hair is sprinkled with gray, mourn him 
as a departed father. His connection with 
the Northwest Texas Conference began 
in the fall of 1871. He was then in the 
meridian of his strength. Tall and 
straight as an Indian, with dark auburn 
hair and full beard, he was a marked 
man physically, and soon showed himself 
a man capable of leadership and worthy 
to be trusted by his brethren. From that 
hour to the day when he laid down his 
armor, no one ever intimated that E. A. 
Bailey had been untrue to any trust com- 
mitted to him. Of his early life we have 
very meager information. He was born 
in Marion District, South Carolina, No- 
vember 1, 1836. He attended McKenzie 
College, in Red River county, Texas, and 
graduated from that institution with the 
B.S. degree in 1858. In July, 1858, in 
Caddo Parish, La., he was converted and 
joined the Methodist Church. In 1859 he 
was licensed to preach, at Clarksville, Tex- 
as, under the administration of H. V. 
Hamilton, presiding elder. In 1860 he 
was married to Miss Anna Jane Thomp- 
son. To this union were born two sons, 
one of whom survives his father. In the 
fall of 1SC2 at Crockett, Texas, he was 



admitted on trial into the East Texas 
Conference and appointed to Canton Mis- 
sion. In the spring of 1864 he was ap- 
pointed chaplain of the Thirteenth Texas 
Volunteer Infantry, under Colonel Bates, 
in the Confederate army, and served in 
this capacity to the close of the Civil War. 
At the close of the war he located and 
engaged in teaching school. His first wife 
having died, he was again married, in 
1866, to Miss Mary E. Capers, who sur- 
vives him as his honored widow. To this 
latter union were born fourteen children, 
five of whom preceded him to heaven. 
The others still live and hold in grateful 
memory the virtues of their honored fa- 
ther. In November, 1871, he was read- 
mitted into the Northwest Texas Confer- 
ence at Corsicana, Texas, and ordained 
deacon by Bishop Marvin. In 1874, at 
Weatherford, Texas, he was ordained eld- 
er by Bishop McTyeire. He served suc- 
cessively the following charges: Cleburne 
Circuit, one year; Alvarado Circuit, two 
years; Comanche Circuit, two years; 
Hamilton Mission, one year; Caddo Grove 
Circuit, three years; Davilla Circuit, one 
year; Liberty Hill Circuit, one year; Corn 
Hili Circuit, two years; and Bosqueville 
Circuit, one year. In 1885 he was ap- 
pointed presiding elder of the Granbury 
District by Bishop McTyeire, and served 
it two years. He was then in succession 
on the Gatesville District four year; Cis- 
co District, three years; Weatherford Dis- 
trict, four years; Corsicana District, four 
years; and Dublin District, four years; 
rounding out at the Conference at Brown- 
wood, in 1906, thirty-five years of active 
service; twenty-one years continuously in 
the presiding eldership. In 1893 he was 
elected a delegate to the General Confer- 
ence which met in Memphis, Tenn., and 
served in that body with credit to him- 
self and the Conference that had honored 
him. Such a record is without a prece- 
dent in our Conference, and will doubt- 
less stand without a succession. Such 
a long and unbroken service in the pre- 
siding eldership gave him unusual oppor- 
tunities to influence appointments, but no 
one who knew him believes that he ever 
used these opportunities, either to feather 
his own nest or to afflict a brother preach- 
er. He was utterly incapable of doing 
either. As a preacher Brother Bailey be- 
longed to the old school, and was of unus- 
ual ability. He always took a good text 
with plenty of meat in it, and took plen- 
ty of time to feed the flock of Christ, 
giving to each his portion in due season. 
His preaching was nearly always a prac- 
tical illustration of the old rule in homi- 
letics: “Beginning very low. go slow; rise 
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higher, take fire; wax warm, and sit down 
in a storm.” He loved to dwell on the 
great themes of the gospel, and as he 
dwelt upon them, the unction of the Holy 
One was upon him and the light of the 
knowledge of the glory of God so beamed 
in his face that he was often literally 
transfigured before his congregation. Un- 
der his ministry sinners were convicted 
and converted, believers were edified, 
saints were comforted, and the Church of 
God built up. As a presiding elder he 
was diligent and unsparing of his phys- 
ical strength, painstaking and careful of 
the details of his work, affable in his 
manner and easy of approach by the hum- 
blest layman and the most timid boy 
preacher. He was wise and accurate in 
his judgment of men and measures, and 
the presiding bishop and his brethren of 
the cabinet always gave great considera- 
tion to his opinions. Absolutely free from 
all insincerity, he had no patience with 
any sort of hypocrisy, and his very pres- 
ence was a rebuke to any spirit of double- 
dealing. Of his private and personal re- 
ligious life it would be difficult to speak 
in extravagant terms. Having been thor- 
oughly and soundly converted in his 
young manhood, he had tested the veri- 
ties of Christian experience for half a 
century and was always ready to give a 
reason for the hope that was in him, and 
never hesitated to say, “We speak that 
we do know and testify that we have 
seen.” He was a literal embodiment of 
St. Paul’s ideal: “Let love be without dis- 
simulation, abhor that which is evil, 
cleave to that which is good. Be kindly 
affectioned one toward another, with 
brotherly love, in honor preferring one 
another.” His love to Christ was an ever- 
growing passion, and he loved his breth- 
ren of the ministry and the Methodist 
Church with undying devotion. As the 
shades of superannuation gathered about 
him and he realized that his days of ac- 
tive service were coming to a close, his 
sunshiny spirit suffered no eclipse. He 
would have rejoiced if strength had been 
given for further service, but accepted 
superannuation as he had accepted every 
other appointment at the hands of his 
brethren, with perfect confidence that it 
was the will of God. Having determined 
in his youth never to he a sour old man. 
his experience was radiant to the end. 
After one year on the superannuate list, 
he came up to the Conference at Amarillo 
and rendered account of himself with the 
same soldierly spirit that he had shown 
during forty-five years of active service. 
He little thought then that he was so 
near the end of his earthly journey. He 



contemplated living several years and 
spending the evening of life with his fam 
ily and friends, continuing in a quiet way 
his loved employ. After the close of the 
Conference lie went down to Dublin, the 
scene of his last charge, to spend a few 
days with his son and with the almost 
innumerable friends in that locality. On 
Saturday afternoon, December 7, he went 
over to the parsonage, which was occu- 
pied by his son in the gospel, Rev. R. B. 
Evans, to spend the night and the follow 
ing Sabbath. He was quite unwell, but 
spent a quiet night and said he felt much 
better in the morning. But paroxysms 
of pain, in the region of the heart, kept 
coming on at intervals, and Brother Ev 
ans, fearing that the matter was more J 
serious than Brother Bailey seemed to 
think, asked him if he had any message 
he would like to leave in case he did not 
get well. He said: “No; I would like to 
stay if it is God’s will, but I am ready 
to go at any time.” In the afternoon he 
felt better, and sat up and talked cheer- 
fully with his friends. *' At 6 : 30 o’clock he 
said he would lie down until Brother Ev- 
ans returned from the church. He said 
he was sleepy, and so the family retired 
from the room to let him take a nap. In 
a few moments they heard a groan, and 
coming into the room they found, lying 
on the bed, only the tenement of clay 
from which the ransomed spirit was gone. 
“Having served his own generation by 
the will of God he fell asleep.” There 
was nothing else for him to do. There 
were no regrets, no sad repinings, no hur 
ried preparations, for he had made prep- 
aration for that hour fifty years ago. Like 
as a tired child, at the evening hour, 
climbs into his mother’s lap and falls 
asleep, so this tired child of God said to 
his heavenly Father, “I’m sleepy now,” 
and confidently pillowed his head on the 
bosom of Him whom he intensely loved 
and had faithfully served, and feeling 
around him the answering pressure of lov 
ing arms, fell asleep to wake up in heav- 
en. On Tuesday they bore his body to 
Amarillo, and there, on Wednesday, De- 
cember 11, they laid to rest the body of 
as true a man, as faithful a friend, as val- 
iant a soldier of Jesus Christ as I have 
ever known. And we all know where to 
find him. May a covenant-keeping God 
bless his wife and surviving children, and 
bring them all at last to the home on 
high ! — John M. Barcus.

Daniel Morgan was born of devout 
Presbyterian parents in Colorado county, 
Texas, April 11, 1849. He was baptized 
in infancy by a Methodist preacher, and 
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at the age of twenty was converted and 
joined the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South. In 1870 he was licensed to preach 
by the Quarterly Conference of Columbus 
Circuit in the Texas Conference. Rev. A. 
L. P. Green was the preacher in charge, 
and Rev. J. W. Whipple was the presiding 
elder. On December 25, 1870, at Chapel 
Hill, Texas, he was admitted on trial into 
the Texas Conference. He was ordained 
deacon by Bishop Keener in 1872 at Bry- 
an, and ordained elder by Bishop Wight- 
man at Galveston, Texas, in 1877. In the 
Texas Conference he served the following 
charges: 1871, Trinity Circuit; 1872, Ca- 
ney Mission; 1873, Trinity Circuit; 1874, 
Navidad Circuit; 1875, Winchester Cir- 
cuit; 1876, Cedar Creek Circuit; 1878-9, 
Elgin Circuit; 1880, West Point Circuit; 
1881, Cedar Creek Circuit. In 1882 he 
was transferred to the Northwest Texas 
Conference, and served the following. 
1882-3, Senterfitt Mission; 1884, Runnells 
Mission; 1885-7, Center City Mission; 
1888-9, Bee House Circuit; 1890, Lampas- 
as Circuit; 1891, Lometa Mission; 1892. 
Zephyr Circuit. All of these charges he 
served with singular fidelity. Although 
for the most part his work was on mis- 
sions and circuits when the pay was mea- 
ger, he always went without a murmur. 
He counted himseif honored by the Lord 
and the Church in being given even an 
obscure place in which to work. He was 
all his life a field hand; a member of that 
heroic and unselfish band who, without 
any of the so-called honors of the Church, 
have been content to toil on, year after 
year, in the obscure corners of the Lord’s 
vineyard, looking not for their reward 
here, but for a crown up yonder. To this 
class of preachers more than to any other, 
Methodism owes her distinction as the 
Church by whose ministry the poor have 
the gospel preached unto them, and to 
this fidelity and zeal much of her marvel- 
ous success is due. On November 4, 1884, 
Brother Morgan was married to Miss Lula 
Weatherby. To this union were born ten 
children. Two of them were transferred 
in infancy to the Church triumphant. One 
daughter is married to Mr. Clyde Mills, 
of Schleiker county. The other children, 
with their mother, occupy the W. D. Hay- 
nie Superannuate Home at Georgetown. 
In 1893, on account of failing health, 
Brother Morgan was granted the relation 
of superannuate. In the fall of 1907 he 
moved with his family to Georgetown, in 
order to give the children proper school 
advantages. Soon after coming to George- 
town his health began rapidly to decline. 
In the latter part of February, at the ad- 
vice of his physician, he took a trip to 



West Texas to visit his daughter, in the 
hope that he might be able to rally his 
waning strength. But after about two 
weeks’ stay he was taken down, and on 
the 12th of March, 1908, passed peacefully 
to his reward. We brought his body home 
and buried it in the beautiful cemetery 
at Georgetown. Brother Morgan was a 
quiet, unobtrusive man. Gentle and con- 
siderate toward his wife and children, his 
home life was beautiful. His devotion to 
God and the Church was strong and unin- 
terrupted from the beginning to the close 
of his life. His attachment to his friends 
w r as genuine and lasting. He was sincere- 
ly trusted and loved by all who knew 
him. He was a good man, full of faith 
and the Holy Ghost, and much people was 
added unto the Lord. He believed implic- 
itly in the special providence of God, and 
passed away in the confident assurance 
that a covenant-keeping God would care 
for his widow and children, and bring 
them all at last to the home on high. 
When the time came for him to go, there 
was no necessity for special preparation. 
With St. Paul he could say, “I am now 
ready.” He had been ready for forty 
years. With calm confidence he bade 
good-by to his loved ones, pillowed his 
head on the bosom of his Lord and fell 
asleep to wake up in heaven . — John M. 
Bare us. 

Henry W. South is dead. This an- 
nouncement does not disturb the nerves 
of the Conference; for few of those now 
living here ever knew him. He outlived 
his own generation, and almost survived 
another. He was once a prominent man 
in Texas Methodism, and when he fell 
asleep a Prince in Israel passed into his 
reward. He was born in Hardin county, 
Kentucky, September 1, 1822; and died 
where he was born, on the 12th day of 
November, 1907. He was converted when 
a young man, and not long after entered 
the ministry of the Methodist Church. 
He was a partisan by nature, and during 
the stormy ecclesiastical strife of 1844 
his sympathies were intensely with the 
Southern wing of the Church. He came 
to Texas before the war and entered the 
work in the Texas Conference. He was 
transferred to the Northwest Texas Con- 
ference in 1867, and sent to the San Ga- 
briel Mission. At the close of that year 
he was granted a location. The next 
year he was readmitted into the travel- 
ing connection in the West Texas Confer- 
ence. In 1878 he was transferred to our 
Conference again, and in 1879 was granted 
a superannuate relation. A short time 
afterwards he returned to his native. 
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state, and remained in his childhood home 
until he passed away. He was married 
three times — first to Miss Nannie Rogers, 
who died without children in Kentucky 
before he came to Texas. His second 
wife was Miss Mary Connolly, who be- 
came the mother of one child. But moth- 
er and child both died soon after. Again 
he was married, to Mrs. Fannie Hayes, 
who died without children six years after 
their marriage. It is a matter of regret 
that we have so little data for a memoir 
of this man. He has left somewhere man- 
uscripts which will be of service to the 
historian when we can procure them. For 
the last two or three years he had not 
felt able to write to us. The last letter 
was dated in 1903. In that letter he spoke 
affectionately of his brethren and sent 
them his love and his blessing. He said 
■“he would soon pass the crystal gate and 
meet those who had gone before.” — Hor- 
ace Bishop. 

Geokge D. Wilson was born at Chinero, 
Nacogdoches county, Texas, in 1853. When 
a boy of twelve years of age he joined 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
and continued in its fellowship until 
death. He was licensed to preach August 
7, 1875, at a Quarterly Conference pre- 
sided over by Rev. J. R. Bellamy, held at 
Nacogdoches. He preached his first ser- 
mon on the 22d of the same month at 
Chinero, from Matthew xxv. 4-6. He was 
active in the local ranks until the con- 
vening of the East Texas Conference in 
the following November, when he was ad- 
mitted on trial. He was assigned to the 
Orange Circuit. On January 8 he landed 
at the town of Orange, the field of his 
first year’s labor. Rev. E. L. Armstrong 
was his presiding elder, and rendered the 
young pastor valuable assistance. During 
the year the writer assisted Brother Wil- 
son in a series of meetings which resulted 
in a great revival, and many souls were 
saved, among the number Miss Sidney S. 
Scott, to whom he was married on Sep- 
tember 16. From this union seven chil- 
dren were born, one of whom has passed 
to rest, and six remain — two boys and 
four girls — with their mother to mourn 
the loss they have sustained. His next 
work was the San Augustine Circuit, 
where he began his labors on the first 
Sabbath in January, 1877. He served this 
work two years and added to the Church 
one hundred and ten members, and re- 
ceived for the two years’ work $260. At 
the Conference held at Crockett in De- 
cember, 1877, he was ordained deacon by 
Bishop Wightman. We next find him on 
the Milam Circuit, which he served two 



years, 1878-9. The Conference convened 
at Palestine in 1878, and was presided 
over by Bishop McTyeire, who ordained 
Brother Wilson elder. During the two 
years he served the Milam Circuit he re- 
ceived into the Church one hundred and 
fifty persons, and his salary amounted to 
$471.65. His next work was the Pleasant 
Grove Circuit, which he served for two 
years, 1880-1. He was next assigned to 
the Melrose Circuit, which he served for - 
two years. He then served the Carthage 
and Concord Circuit one year, and was 
then sent to the Pine Hill Circuit. He re- 
ported this year one hundred and seventy- 
five additions to the Church and a salary 
of $468. This was his last appointment 
in the East Texas Conference. He was 
transferred to the Northwest Texas Con- 
ference in 1886, and appointed to the Ce- 
dar Island Circuit, which he served one 
year. He next served the Groesbeck Cir- 
cuit one year. He was then sent to Santa 
Anna Circuit two years, then to Ballinger 
one, Lampasas Mission two years, Killeen 
Circuit one year, Jonesboro two years, 4 
and Hurst Springs one year. He served 
the Meridian Mission part of a year, but 
on account of failing health gave up the 
work, and was supernumerary for one 
year. Then he was appointed to the Cot- 
ton Gin work, which he served for two v J 
years. The following works he served 
one year each: Santo, Millsap, Farmer, 
Eliasville, Peaster, and Aledo, which was 
his last appointment. Worn out by bad 
health and continuous labor, he was com- 
pelled to ask for a superannuate relation 
at our last Conference. Brother Wilson 3 
exemplified in his life those ennobling 
traits of character which designate the 
true Christian minister. He was truly a 
devout man, combining the elements of 
success. He was well informed and a 
good preacher. He was a lifelong suffer- 
er, being nagged by that insidious and 
distressing disease — dyspepsia — which dis- 
qualifies any person from accomplishing 
what he otherwise would accomplish. He • 
went from one work to another, on mea- 
ger salaries ranging from $84 to $600, 
without a murmur or a criticism, but per- 
sistently doing the will of the Master. 

None but a true hero could have endured . 
as he did. Up to the last, he was full of 0 
hope, with a desire to continue in the ac- 
tive work of the Lord. I was first asso- 
ciated with him at Orange, his first work. 

The great revival in which I led was the 
outcome of his earnest prayers and faith- 
ful work. I was deeply impressed with 
the consecration of Brother Wilson when 
he was a young man. It fell to my lot

to be thrown with him during his last 
days. A fe^ weeks before the end I was 
in Kennedale, where he lived. I called 
upon him to pray at the close of the serv- 
| ( ices which I conducted at the church, and 
I shall never forget that remarkable 
prayer, nor will I forget that afternoon 
.spent at his home with all his family 
present. There I led devotional services, 
and he joined with his children in sing- 
ing such soul-inspiring songs as lifted us 
up into the spiritual realms of divine 
grace. At our last meeting at my own 
home. I found him planning for the fu- 
ture, and he expressed a desire to get back 
into the regular work. He had gone down 
to Wallisville to assist his preacher-boy, 
ttev. P. S. Wilson, in a meeting, but God 
ordered otherwise, and instead of more 
work, more souls as seals to his ministry, 
the Master called him from labor to re- 
freshments, and on April 25, 1908, his 
soul ascended to “that house not made 
with hands, eternal in the heavens,” the 
final home of God’s redeemed. We bid 
him farewell, but not forever. The same 
faith that supported him supports us, and 
the grace which was sufficient for him we 
believe will lead us home. He leaves to 
bis posterity the legacy of a good name, 
which is above the price of silver or gold. 

. His bereft and devoted wife will ever 
fondly cherish the memory of a compan- 
ion who was so kind, true, and devoted; 
the children will exhibit in their charac- 
ters the virtues which embellished the 
character of their sainted father.

Thomas Johnson Newell. — The death 
of Rev. T. J. Newell was a very great sur- 
prise. At the last Conference, at Hum- 
boldt, Tenn., which adjourned November 
18, 1907, he was reappointed presiding eld- 
er of the Brownsville District. He re- 
turned to his residence in Brownsville, 
Tenn., immediately, full of hope and ex- 
pectancy, to plan for the year’s work. On 
Monday, November 25, after the annual 
meeting of the district stewards, he went, 
home at night feeling somewhat indis- 
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posed. Late in the night Mrs. Newell dis- 
covered that his breathing was difficult. 
An attempt to arouse him did not suc- 
ceed. A physician w r as called, but all at- 
tempts to relieve him proved ineffectual. 
About midnight or a little after of Mon- 
day, November 25, he quietly fell asleep 
to awake no more. He is supposed to 
,V have died of something like apoplexy. 

This sudden removal of a useful man was 
^ a great sorrow to his family and to his 
brethren. Thomas Johnson Newell, the 
« son of Colonel Camp Plummer and Mrs. 
Lucretia Newell, was born in Carroll 
county, Mississippi, April 30, 1851. His 
i parents were devout people, and his home 
a place of Christian culture. He was pre- 
pared for college in the common schools 
of the county, and was then sent to Emory 
-• and Henry College, Va., where he com- 
pleted his education. For some reason 
^ he was called away from college before he 
aad quite completed his senior year, but 
J such had been his life and proficiency in 
his studies that the institution conferred 
upon him the degree of Master of Arts 
'■ without examination. Although he es- 
caped the grosser vices that ruin many 
young men, and lived an honest, upright 
life, yet he did not make a public pro- 
fession of salvation until he was about 
twenty years of age. At Bluff Springs 
j church on Vaiden Circuit, on the 17th of 
August, 1870, he was born of the Spirit, 
and entered upon the new life. Almost 
contemporaneous with this work of the 
Spirit in his heart he felt a call to the 
- work of the ministry. And so he was li- 
censed to preach by the Quarterly Con- 
-t ference of said circuit the following year, 
the Rev. W. P. Barton being the presiding 
^ elder. He remained in the local ministry 
for some time, but preached frequently as 
opportunity offered. He was recommend- 
ed by the Quarterly Conference as a local 
preacher for deacon’s orders, and was 
' elected by the North Mississippi Annual 
Conference, November, 1875, at which 

* time he was also ordained a deacon by 
Bishop Paine. He was admitted on trial 

* into the traveling connection by the North 
Mississippi Conference, November 24, 

; 1876, at Sardis, Miss., and was appointed 

to Yaiden Circuit, which he served with 
great acceptability for two years. He 
r ' r was ordained elder by Bishop Kavanaugh 
at the Conference at Water Valley, Miss., 
l- -y November, 1879. He was stationed at 
L Macon, Miss., four years beginning No- 
u *> vember, 1878; was pastor at Grenada Sta- 
k tion the three years following; and was 
* „ then chosen President of the Grenada Col- 
legiate Institute, a high-class school for 



young ladies. In this capacity he was ac- 
tive and useful, and continued the rela- 
tion for about twelve years. This long 
term in school life was in many respects 
of great advantage to him, affording, as 
it did, such splendid opportunities for 
study and literary culture. In the year 
1894 there was an unexpected vacancy 
made in the pastorate at Paris, lenn., in 
the Memphis Conference. Bishop Gallo- 
way transferred the Rev. T. J. Newell to 
fill this important post. There were cir- 
cumstances attending the vacancy that 
made the situation somewhat embarrass- 
ing and difficult, but Brother Newell seems 
to have been the man chosen of the Lord 
for that particular time. He continued 
in charge for the full term of four years, 
and did for the cause of God in that city 
what few men could have done. The citi- 
zens of Paris of every rank and order held 
him in high esteem; and such was his 
affection, and that of his family, for the 
community that his remains were interred 
in the cemetery of that city. Having fin- 
ished his term at Paris, he was appointed 
to the pastorate at Brownsville, Tenn.,. 
where he continued four years with equal 
acceptability. At the end of Brother New- 
ell’s first year at Brownsville, in Novem- 
ber, 1898, while attending the Conference 
session at Paducah, Ky., he was notified by 
telegram that the large costly church at 
Brownsville, with its furniture, including 
a splendid pipe organ, was destroyed by 
fire. This was a great disaster. On his 
return home he found the congregation 
greatly depressed under their loss, and 
much perplexed as to the future. He at 
once began to inspire them with confi- 
dence and hope. The Jewish congregation 
very magnanimously tendered their syna- 
gogue as a place of worship, which was 
thankfully accepted and the regular serv- 
ices of the church resumed. Soon an ar- 
chitect had perfected plans for a splendid 
church, costing some $15,000, better in its 
appointments in some respects than the 
former; the building was soon begun, and 
when the Conference met in that city in 
November following, the entire structure, 
with a beautiful pipe organ, was com- 
pleted and ready for occupancy, and that 
too without debt. While the people were 
in accord with the enterprise and respond- 
ed in every way with unexampled liber- 
ality, yet had he not been a man of lead- 
ership and superior judgment*. this great 
work could never have been accomplished. 
Having finished the quadrennium at 
Brownsville, after one year of delightful 
service at Dyersburg, he was appointed 
to Broadway, Paducah, one of the most im- 
portant and difficult churches in the Con- 
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ference. His ministry in this church for 
four years was most useful and accepta- 
ble. He was then appointed presiding 
elder of the Brownsville District, where, 
as I have already stated, his career came 
so suddenly to an end November 25, 1907. 

It is fitting to say that Dr. Newell’s do- 
mestic relations were most delightful, 
and contributed not a little to his success 
as a minister. He was married to Mrs. 
Sallie Amelia Turner in May, 1875. Eight 
children blessed this union. This good 
woman was his constant helpmeet 
through all the years of his busy life. 
Her advice and counsel and her affection- 
ate direction of all the household affairs, 
made his home a place of peace and rest. 
Their children gave joy to their parents, 
and in return received abundance of bless- 
ings from their parents. Those of you 
who heard Dr. Newell preach are familiar 
with his style. His presence in the pulpit 
was manly and dignified. He spoke with 
deliberation and ease, sometimes rather 
declamatory, but always with distinctness. 
He had a clear conception of the great 
system of redemption, and his preaching 
was to edification, and joy, and comfort. 
He sometimes spoke with an incisiveness 
that made his congregation feel deeply 
the force of the truth that he preached. 
In all his dealings he was careful and 
guarded, and showed himself an example 
of truth and righteousness. He was a 
man worthy of honor and respect as a 
minister, and in every place where he 
lived or was known the people respected 
him in life and praised him when he was 
gone. At Grenada, Miss., where he re- 
sided so long, the Quarterly Conference 
said of him: “As a minister he was able 
and effective. He was no less a loving 
and helpful pastor than a fearless preach- 
er. He valued at proper measure his high 
calling, and by his life exemplified the 
message. As a citizen he w r as public- 
spirited, true to his convictions, and ready 
in every proper way to foster what he con- 
ceived to be for the good of his people. 
He was the leading force in much of the 
work in this city and surrounding coun- 
try, which is the basis of the high civic 
morality to which we have attained.” The 
summons was so sudden that he left no 
spoken evidence of his assurance in his 
last hour, but a life so abundant in faith 
and devotedness to God could have but 
one close-*-that of peace and triumph. — 
R. H. Mahon. 

Thomas G. Pettigrew, son of Dr. L. N. 
and Martha Saunders Pettigrew, was born 
in Adamsville, Tennessee, June 5, 1863. 
.and died at the home of his mother in the 



same town December 2, 1907. His father 
died when Thomas was but thirteen years - 
old, leaving him to struggle his way up- 
ward to manhood and to usefulness with- v 
out a father’s tender words and helpful 
hand. He was never of robust health, not 
being of stout build or muscular frame. 
This was much in his way all through his 
life, preventing him many times from un- 
dertaking what he would otherwise have 
felt able to do. He was converted in early 
life and joined the Methodist Church. It 
may be said that he was literally reared 
in the Church, his mother’s devotion evei 
holding before him a high ideal which she 
taught and lived. Thomas was married 
to Miss Georgia McFall November 6, 1887. 
This union proved a happy one, and from 
it came several children, only one of 
whom lived to pass to adult age. Travis, 
the son, lives now to comfort the heart- 
broken wife and mother. Brother Petti- 
grew was licensed to preach in the sum ' 
mer of 1886, Dr. W. C. Johnson being the 
presiding elder, and Rev. W. F. Barrier 
preacher in charge. The writer was pres- 
ent and a member of the Quarterly Con- 
ference when this license was granted at 
old Bethlehem Church on the Adamsville 
Circuit. After giving young Pettigrew the 
authority to preach, he was handed a Bi£ 
ble and told that he must preach that aft- 
ernoon, which he did quite well. From 
early boyhood he showed signs of gifts in 
the line of book study; especially he had 
a fondness for history. His preaching 
abounded with illustrations usually drawn 
from historic facts, such as were very 
useful to his hearers. He was deeply 
spiritual, and withal a fine revivalist. 
Some years ago when he was stationed 
at Bells, Tenn., a great revival swept 
over the town, he doing all the preaching, 
in which many were happily saved. This 
occurred more than once in different 
places. Brother Pettigrew often preached 
at the sessions of the District and Annual 
Conferences, frequently rising to sublime 
heights of splendid address. His mind 
might be said to be peculiar to itself, 
working its own way, but his thought was ' 
clear and his words were well chosen. He 
was admitted into the Conference at Paris, 
Tenn., in the autumn of 1888, and as- 
signed to Ramer Mission, which he filled 
so well that to this day his name is a 
household word in all that surrounding 
country. During his public ministry he 
filled missions, circuits, and stations with 
unusual acceptability. Even when his 
health was well-nigh gone the people said, 
“Send him back to us, for we know him.” 
It was significant that he preached his 
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' . ~ last sermon in the old home church at 
Adamsville, taking for his text the words, 
“I shall be satisfied when I awake with 
thy likeness.” From the pulpit this ser\- 
ant of God and the Church went to suffer 
7~a few days, and then to die bravely and 
well prepared. We laid him to rest be- 
side the sleeping dust of his devoted fa- 
ther in the beautiful cemetery at Adams- 
,V ville, in the presence of a great throng of 
sorrowing friends and relatives. The fu- 
j neral services were held by the pastor, 
Rev. W. H. Collins, assisted by G. W. 
and W. A. Banks and Rev. T. F. Saunders, 
all of whom had known him well. When 
the resurrection morn shall break upon us 
we shall see this our friend and brother.

, William E. Clark, son of John W. and 
Cintha Clark, entered upon the life eter- 
nal on Sunday, March 1, 1908. This young 
manhood that found its joy in the Lord, 
and delighted so much in his service, has 
• gone to receive the crown that awaits the 
truly faithful. Brother Clark was born 
_ „ near Sardis, Tenn., September 12, 1876; 
was married to Miss Mattie Stanfill, Sep- 
tember 20, 1900. Four children were born 
to them, two boys and two girls. He was 
a loving husband, and a kind and affec- 
tionate father. In early life he was con- 
verted; joined the Methodist Episcopal 
. Church, South, at Sardis, Tenn., March 
28, 1879; was licensed to preach at Hunt- 
y ingdon, Tenn., July, 1902, and was admit- 
ted on trial into the Memphis Confer- 
ence at Fulton, Ky., November, 1903. His 
^ first appointment was Middleburg Mis- 
i ; sion. The Lord was with him, and suc- 
cess crowned his efforts. He went to Con- 
ference at the close of this first year of 
, his ministry, November, 1904, with all 
claims paid in full, some in excess, and 
I . had received forty-seven members on pro- 
fession of faith. He was sent back to 
L serve the same charge; some little changes 
F * were made in the work, Scott’s Hill hav- 
r , ing been added, and it was now called 
f ' Scott’s Hill Mission. He worked faithful- 
ly the second year, and his report at the 
I.-V Annual Conference which convened at 
Mayfield, Ky., November, 1905. was in 
l many respects like the one made the year 
before — good revivals, a number of con- 
f 1 versions and additions to the Church, and 
r all claims paid in full. Brother Clark, 
P having stood an approved examination 
upon the prescribed course of study, was 
9 



elected and ordained a deacon in Novem- 
ber, 1905, and was returned to Scott’s 
Hill for the third year. His health be- 
gan to fail him soon afterwards, and in 
April, 1906, he reluctantly gave up his 
work, to which he was so much devoted. 
Fearing he had lung disease, he went to 
Colorado Springs for a few months, and 
from there to Denver, Col., where he spent 
several months, hoping to regain his 
health. He was disappointed in this hope, 
and his greatest fears now being con- 
firmed that there was no cure for him, he 
came back to Tennessee about twelve 
months before his death, to spend the few 
remaining days of his earthly pilgrimage 
with those who were nearest and dearest 
to him. Though never strong in body. 
Brother Clark was vigorous of spirit, serv- 
ing the Lord, and counted not his life dear 
unto himself, putting his mission to the 
lost world above everything else. Only 
about thirty-one years were allowed this 
young man on time’s side of the river, 
but what an eternity lies out before him! 
The voice that sang the songs of Zion to 
cheer earth’s pilgrims is now mingling 
its strains with the heavenly choir. The 
soul that was anchored in Jesus, that was 
satisfied with him and longed for his ap- 
proval, is now in his presence; and that is 
joy supreme, satisfaction full and eternal. 
The mind that was so diligent in its 
search after knowledge is now unencum- 
bered with the things of earth, and the 
limitations of the mortal are removed, so 
that before it lies the limitless, boundless 
possibilities of an eternity of research. He 
has left those who knew him the heritage 
of example in willing service. He often 
spoke of dying, and expressed himself 
as ready when God should say, “It is 
enough.” On being asked a few hours 
before his death if there was any anxie- 
ty about the future, he replied, “His 
grace sustains me.” How blessed and 
cheering the thought that to him “to live 
is Christ, and to die is gain!” — T. E. 
Foust. 

Henry Clay Gamble was born in Mc- 
Nairy county, Tenn., December 7, 1847. 
He was converted in young manhood and 
joined the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South. He was licensed to preach soon 
after his conversion, and was admitted on 
trial into the Memphis Conference in 1873. 
He was ordained deacon by Bishop Dog- 
gett at Paducah, Ky., November 21, 1875, 
and was ordained elder by Bishop Keener 
at Brownsville, Tenn., November 25, 1877. 
He served the following charges: Wades- 
boro Circuit, Benton Circuit, Birmingham 
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Circuit, Briensburg Circuit; and after 
spending about sixteen years on these four 
circuits, he located for a time. After a 
few years he was readmitted and served 
Trezevant Circuit two years, Lynnville 
Circuit two years, Trimble Circuit three 
years, and Mount Zion Circuit one year. 
While serving the last named charge, his 
health so completely failed that he was 
granted the superannuate relation in the 
fall of 1899, which relation he held until 
September 2, 1908, when he was called 
from labor and suffering to his eternal 
reward. During the past few years he 
was able to do some little work in pro- 
tracted meetings, and part of the time 
had a regular monthly appointment. He 
delighted in getting out and preaching in 
schoolhouses, and holding meetings in 
communities where there were no regular 
services held by the regular pastor. Broth- 
er Gamble was a strong, forceful, spirit- 
ual preacher. He read and studied the 
Bible much, and loved his “Father’s Let- 
ter,” as he sometimes called it. He 
preached the word. He loved his breth- 
ren. He loved his pastor, and seemed 
glad to render any possible assistance to 
him whenever called upon. He and his 
pastor held a meeting near his home a 
short time before his death, in which he 
did some able preaching and some efficient 
work. He rejoiced with the people of 
God, and praised the Lord that more than 
a score of souls professed salvation in 
that meeting. While he was planning to 
assist his pastor in another meeting, he 
was taken seriously ill with congestion, 
and, after seven days of suffering, in spite 
of all that physician, family, and friends 
could do, the messenger came and took 
him home. Brother Gamble was mar- 
ried to Miss Sarah Morefleld, of Olive, 
Marshall county, Ky., August 1, 1877. 
This union was blessed with four chil- 
dren, one of whom died quite young. The 
wife’ and three of the children are left 
to mourn their great loss, which we are 
sure is his eternal gain. His funeral serv- 
ices were participated in by Rev. H. B. 
Johnston, his presiding elder; Rev. W. F. 
Barrier, of the Newbern Circuit; Rev. B. 
F. Chastain, of the Cumberland Presbyte- 
rian Church; Rev. S. R. Hart, of the 
Obion Circuit; and his pastor, Rev. J. B. 
Winsett. The brethren of the Independ- 
ent Order of Odd Fellows took charge of 
the body and interred it in the Pierce 
Cemetery near Trimble, Tenn., in the 
presence of a host of friends. Our sym- 



pathy goes out to the bereaved family. ►

may they with their loved one be raised 
to immortal glory, and be received into 
the everlasting kingdom of light and i 
peace.

i Joseph Richard Griffith was born in 
f Richmond, Va., November 14, 1837, and 
died at Ashland, Va., on Sunday, January 
26, 1908. The funeral services were con- 
ducted on Monday afternoon by Rev. Er- 

1 
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nest Stevens pastor of Duncan Memorial 
Church, at Ashland, assisted by Rev. E. 
H. Rawlings, presiding elder of the Rich- 
mond District, and Rev. Joseph N. La- 
tham, pastor of Centenary Church-, Rich- 
mond; and his body, borne by the loving 
hands of his brother ministers, M. S. Co- 
lonna, R. H. Potts, George W. Jones, W. 
F. Hayes, E. K. Odell, and H. C. Gregory, 
was conveyed to Richmond and laid away 
in the Shockoe Hill Cemetery, to await 
the resurrection morn. While he was 
yet an infant both of his parents died, 
and he was taken by his grandmother, 
Mrs. Elizabeth Hundley, of King and 
Queen county, Va., who nurtured and 
reared him with great tenderness and 
love, supplying in large measure for his 
childhood days that thoughtfulness and 
care which only a mother can fully be-' 
stow. This venerable woman was a de- 
voted Christian, and she did not fail to 
impress upon heT little grandson the im- 
portance of personal religion. In his six- 
teenth year he gave his heart to God, and 
joined old Shepherd’s Church, where he 
became first a scholar and then a teacher 
in the Sunday school, under the super- 
intendency of Rev. John W. Shackford, 
for whom he entertained a lifelong devo- 
tion. At a very early age this orphan boy 
evinced remarkable sprightliness of mind, 
and was given such opportunity for edu- 
cation as the private schools of that vi- 
cinity afforded. He attended for one year 
the school conducted in Richmond City 
by Rev. P. F. August, late of the Virginia 
Conference, and afterwards was sent to 
Fleetwood Academy, in King and Queen 
county, Va., a classical school of high 
grade, where he was prepared for college. 
When about twenty years of age he en- 
tered Randolph-Macon College, near Boyd 
ton, Va., and studied with special refer- 
ence to entrance into the minist’-y, unto 
which he felt that God had called him. 
In 1859, while still at college, he was li- 
censed to preach. In 1860, having gradu- 
ated in several schools of the Randolph- 
Macon curriculum, he returned to King 
and Queen county, and opened for boys 
and young men a school known as Walker- 
ton Academy. Here he labored with great 
diligence for three years, frequently in- 
terrupted and hindered by the excitement 
and distress of the Civil War, from which 
that section of the state so seriously suf- 
fered. During this period he often filled 
the pulpits of the Methodist churches in 
, that community, preaching with great ear- 
nestness and fervor. In February, 1862, 
at Orange Grove, the home of Rev. John 
W. Shackford, the officiating minister, he 
was married to Miss Mary Temple Evans, 
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a niece of Mrs. Shackford and grand- 
daughter of Rev. Hezekiah McLelland, 
who for many years was a member of the 
Virginia Conference. She made him a 
faithful wife and devoted helpmate in his 
work, and, after eleven years of loving 
companionship, died in Oxford, N. C., No- 
vember, 1873, leaving him with three lit- 
tle children — two daughters and a son. 
In 1863, after the close of Walkerton Acad- 
emy, he was elected President of Carolina 
Female College, located in Anson county, 
N. C., where he conducted a successful 
school until the year 1866, when he united 
with the South Carolina Conference, with- 
in whose bounds he was then residing. 
He was appointed for the next two years 
to the presidency of Davenport Female 
College, at Lenoir, N. C., but in 1868 he 
resigned that position and thenceforth 
gave himself wholly to the work of the 
Methodist itinerancy. He was stationed 
for the next two years at Marion, N. C., 
but in 1870 this portion of the territory 
of the South Carolina Conference was 
transferred to the North Carolina Confer- 
ence, carrying the resident pastors with 
it, and Brother Griffith thus became a 
member of the latter Conference. He was 
twice ordained by Bishop Pierce, receiv- 
ing deacon’s orders in Broad Street 
Church, Richmond, Va., in 1863, and eld- 
er’s orders in Greensboro, N. C., in 1870. 
His first appointment in his new Confer- 
ence was Goldsboro Station, where he 
served two years. His other fields of la- 
bor were as follows: Granville Circuit, 
three years; Warren Circuit, four years; 
Toisnot Circuit, one year; Warren Circuit 
(second time), two years; Ridgeway, one 
year; Person Circuit, two years; Chapel 
Hill (seat of the University of North Car- 
olina), one year (1886-7). In November, 
1887, moved by a great desire to return to 
his native state, he was transferred to the 
Virginia Conference and appointed to the 
Rappahannock Circuit, where he labored 
for two years. His remaining charges 
came in the following order: Amelia, 

1889-91; Hanover, 1891-2; Chesterfield, 
1892-3; Pungoteague, 1893-7; Onley, 1897- 
1900; Norfolk Circuit, 1900-1; Newsom’s 
1901-3; West Dinwiddie, 1903-5. Then 
came the end of his itinerant activity. At 
the Conference in Danville, November, 
1905, on account of shattered health and 
feebleness extreme, he was granted a 
superannuate relation, which was contin- 
ued until his death. At the close of his 
pastorate on the Greenesville Circuit, in 
December, 1875, Brother Griffith was mar- 
ried to Miss Mary S. Blackwell, of Oxford, 
N. C., a beautiful and attractive young 
lady, who now came to share with him 



the toils and vicissitudes of the itinerant 
vocation. She was spared to be his dear 
companion and comforter throughout the 
prime of his strong manhood, amidst the - 
declining years of his activity, and to be 
with him at last when the sun of his life 
went down. She and the five children of < 
this later marriage — four daughters and 
one son — and one daughter of the former 
marriage, remain to bear the loss that 
death has made in the taking of our broth- * 
er and comrade away. Not only in our 
Virginia Conference, but in the wide fields 
of two great commonwealths, where he la- 
bored so earnestly for more than forty 
years to extend the kingdom of Christ, 
there are many whose hearts have been 
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made sad by his departure, and whose 
sincere sympathy goes tenderly out to his , 
loved ones on their deep sorrow. Brother 
Griffith was of ar ardent, impulsive na- 
ture; and sometimes, led on by his in- 
tense convictions of the rectitude of his 
course and the certainty of success, he 
would almost rush into situations where 
more cautious men would hesitate to fol- 
low. In no sphere of his activity was this 
trai more manifest than in his conduct of 
revival services. In his preacl.ng he re- 
garded the conversion of souls as a fore- 
gone conclusion — well-nigh as sure of the 
event as if it had already happened. He 
had strong faith in the saving power of 
gospel truth, and he confidently expected 
it to take visible effect upon his hearers; 
and yet, like Martin Luther and other 
great men of this temperament, he suf- 
fered at times with great depression. He 
was so confident of success in his efforts 
that failure in any case affected him with 
deep and genuine distress. At such times 
his heart longed for and quickly respond- 
ed to the sincere sympathy and encour- 
agement of his friends. He often preached 
with singular eloquence, unction, and 
spiritual power; and a great number of 
souls, both in North Carolina and Vir- 
ginia, were converted under his ministry. 
One of his own household writes of him 
in these tender and beautiful words: “He 
loved the work and the Methodist Church, 
and delighted to have the ministers in his 
home. He seemed especially fond of the 
aged and infirm preachers. He suffered 
a great deal in his last sickness, but died 
very peacefully, seeming unconscious — but 
I am sure his trust was unfaltering — and 
he left us on a Sabbath morn, the day he 
had met so many earthly congregations.” 
And so it was: the tired heart stood still 
at last, and our brother went up from the 
frail and toil-w’orn tabernacle of earth to 
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dwell in the “house not made with hands, 
eternal in the heavens .” — Joseph W. 
Shackford. 

William Edward Allen, son of Thomas 
W. G. and Emerline Allen, was born Sep- 
tember 30, 1835, in Suffolk, Va., and died 
at Wakefield, Va., March 13, 1908. Of his 
early life and conversion we haye this 
account from his own pen: “The first 
twenty years of my life w'ere spent in my 
native town and county adjacent. During 
a large part of this time my social sur- 
roundings gave me decided religious ad- 
vantages. I cannot recollect the period in 
my history when my feelings and convic- 
tions did not contribute a strong current 
that bore me in the direction of the cross. 
The prayers, counsel, and life of a conse- 
crated mother added largely to the cur- 
rent of influences that led me to Jesus. 
Her precious memory, therefore, lingers 
still about me, sweeter than the odors 
emitted by the flowers of spring. Finally, 
under the preaching of Rev. Thomas 
Crowder, I concluded fully to yield to the 
claims of the gospel, and in my fourteenth 
year found peace in believing.” Three 
years after his conversion, in 1851, he 
joined the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, in Suffolk, Va. Soon after joining 
the Church, he felt called of God to the 
work of the ministry. In November, 
1858, he was licensed to preach by the 
fourth Quarterly Conference of Gatesville 
Circuit, North Carolina. The following 
year he was employed by the presiding 
elder, Rev. W. H. Christian, and sent to 
the Mecklenburg Circuit. In 1859 he was 
received on trial into the Virginia An- 
nual Conference, and appointed as junior 
preacher to Prince Edward Circuit, with 
Rev. D. J. Slaughter. For the year 1860-1 
he was sent to the Chesterfield Circuit, 
and served thereafter during his long 
and fruitful ministry the following 
charges: Northampton, N. C.; Bertie, N. 
C.; Southampton; Second Street, Ports- 
mouth; Surry, Isle of Wight, South Nor- 
folk, Chuckatuck, West Hanover, Heaths- 
ville, Lunenburg, Ettrick, Greenesville, 
Amherst, Newsom’s, Fox Hill, Wakefield, 
Whaleyville and Somerton, Windsor, Boy- 
kins. Several of these charges he served 
a second time. At the session of the Con- 
ference held in Charlottesville, November, 
1903, he asked for and was given the su- 
perannuate relation. He then retired to 
his home in Wakefield, Va., where, accord- 
ing to his strength and opportunity, he 
labored for the Master until called to his 
reward. Brother Allen was married three 
times, first to Miss Pattie L. Gregory, of 
Edenton, N. C., April 17, 1861. who died 



suddenly of congestive chill in 1862, leav- 
ing one daughter. December 23, 1863, he 
was married to Miss Nannie T. Holleman, 
of Isle of Wight county, who bore him 
three sons, all of whom survive.. While 
on the Surry Circuit he was married the 
third time to Miss Julia A. Briggs, March 
24, 1875. One son was the fruit of this 
marriage. His widow and all of his chil- 
dren — one daughter and four sons — sur- 
vive him. To them he leaves the memory 
of an affectionate, tender, and faithful 
husband and father, and the heritage of 
a consecrated and useful life spent in 
preaching the gospel of Christ. These 
brief statements give some of the salient 
facts in the life of William Edward Allen, 
but eternity only can unfold the results 
of his long, useful, and devoted labors for 
the spread of the kingdom of God. Suc- 
cess followed his labors in every charge. 
Bright, genial, loving, tender, diligent, 
earnest, and faithful, he won his way to 
all hearts. While firm and decided in 
his convictions, he did not antagonize, but 
drew by the cords of love. He was a great 
favorite with children. They loved to 
gather about him and listen to his affec- 
tionate words of admonition and counsel. 
A more universally beloved preacher, by 
all the people, in and out of the Church, 
in all the charges he served, I never knew. 
Other denominations honored and loved 
him, and gladly sought his services in 
their pulpits. Brother Allen had great 
success in winning souls. Revivals fol- 
lowed his labors on every charge. He was 
a good preacher, a magnetic dispenser of 
the Word of Life, an all-round Methodist 
itinerant preacher, doing well all the work 
assigned him. Throughout Eastern Vir- 
ginia and North Carolina the name of 
William E. Allen is like precious ointment 
poured forth. After his superannuation, 
Brother Allen retired to his home in 
Wakefield, Va., but he was not idle. He 
spent his last days in useful and active 
labor — teaching in the Sunday school, 
preaching when his services were needed, 
filling the pulpit of other denominations, 
visiting the sick, comforting the dis- 
tressed, praying with and cheering the 
dying, burying the dead — taking a deep 
•interest in the welfare of the town in 
which he lived, ready for every good word 
and work, doing in his last days some 
of the best work of his long and useful 
life. Conducting the burial services of 
a friend in the rain, he took cold, and 
this, combined with other physical in- 
firmities, soon caused the “silver cord to 
be loosed” and the “golden bowl to be 
broken,” and on Friday, March 13, 1908, 
his happy spirit returned to the God who 
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gave it. He was buried at Wakefield, Va., 
on Sunday, March 15, 1908, and his fu- 
neral services were conducted by Rev. R. 

S. Baughan and Rev. Charles H. Green, of 
the Virginia Conference, in the Methodist 
church, where he had so long labored. 
In 1900 Brother Allen wrote for the 
“Twentieth Century Edition of Sketches 
and Portraits of the Virginia Conference” 
words which will fitly close this brief 
memoir: “In glancing back over thesv. 
eventful decades, in which gladness and 
sadness have been so divinely blended, 

I can say with a degree of joy that words 
will not convey, 

“ ‘Here I’ll raise mine Ebenezer, 

Hither by Thy help I’m come; 

And I hope by Thy good pleasure, 
Safely to arrive at home.’ 

My future career may be brief or extend- 
ed, my years ahead few or many. I crave 
that throughout the sunset slope I may 
ever have it in my heart to sing, 

“ ‘Gladly will I toil and suffer, 

Only let me walk with Thee.’ ” 

For forty-nine years, as an itinerant min- 
ister, gladly did he “toil and suffer,” 
walking with God and doing his will ; and 
he “is not,” for God has taken him. He 
has “safely arrived at home.” — J. C. Reed. 

Daniel Bateman Austin, son of Wil- 
liam and Sallie Forbes Austin, was born 
on Roanoke Island, December 6, 1845. On 
this historic soil, famous as the first Eng- 
lish settlement in America and as the 
birthplace of Virginia Dare, the first child 
of English parentage born on the Ameri- 
can Continent, Brother Austin passed the 
days of his infancy and youth. In 1863, 
at the age of eighteen, he joined the Con- 
federate army, was captured by the Fed- 
eral forces a few months afterwards, and 
held a prisoner to the close of the war. 
Returning to his native soil, when the 
war was over, he engaged for a time in 
fishing and farming for a livelihood. He 
was married May 31, 1866, to Miss Sallie 
Forbes, with whom he happily lived for 
many years, to the time of her death. The 
issue of this marriage was two sons and 
a daughter, who still survive. In 1868 , 
under the preaching of Rev. B. H. Jarvis, 
a local Methodist preacher of considera- 
ble note, Brother Austin gave his heart to 
God, was happily converted and united 
himself to the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South. Here he filled with credit 
to himself and benefit to the Church the 
honorable position of trustee, steward, 
Sunday-school superintendent, exhorter, 
and local preacher. In 1878 Brother Aus- 



tin entered the United States Life-saving 
Service as a surfman; but by his great 
merit and proficiency in this noble but >, \ 
hazardous calling he soon won his way 
to the honorable position of captaincy, 
and was placed in charge of one of the 
life-saving stations on the North Carolina 
coast. He devoted thirteen years of his 
life to this work, and many of his expe- 
riences during this period were very 
thrilling. He w r as held in highest esti- 
mation by the authorities at Washington 
for his skill and bravery and for his fidel- 
ity to duty under the most trying cir- 
cumstances of hardship and danger, and 
he could have held on to his honorable 
and remunerative position for an indefi- 
nite period. But God had other work for 
Brother Austin; and at the divine call he 
gave up his lucrative position in the 
United States Life saving Service for the 
greater work of preaching the gospel in 
a larger field and of saving souls. At the 
session of the Virginia Annual Confer- 
ence held in Petersburg, November, 1891, 
he was admitted on trial to the traveling 
connection, and was appointed as junior 
preacher to Granby Street and Hunters- 
ville, Norfolk, Va. He served this charge * 
for three years, and ivas then stationed 
at East Suffolk and Magnolia, which 
charge he also served for a term of three 
years. He was then sent to Ebenezer for 
two years. During his second year at Eb- 
enezer he suffered a great loss in the 
death of his wife, and was left with three 
children to care for. At the Conference 
held in Petersburg, November, 1899, he 
was appointed junior preacher to Central, 
Central Mission, and Brighton, Ports- 
mouth, Va,, but was removed after a 
short time and sent to the South Bruns- 
wick Circuit to meet a pressing need that 
had arisen on that charge. While on this 
circuit he met with and married Miss Nan- 
nie Mason Stainback, who through the 
succeeding years to the time of his death 
was of great benefit to him in his minis- 
terial work, and who stil survives. From 
South Brunswick he was sent to Wesley, 
Haygood Memorial for four years; Cot- 
tage Place, one year; and last of all, to 
Southampton Circuit. Here, on the 30th 
of October, 1908, near the close of his 
second year on the charge, he finished the 
work given him of the Lord, and entered 
upon his rest. We come now to consider 
the man himself. In personal appearance 
Brother Austin presented a striking figure. 
Standing over six feet in height, ruddy 
of complexion, symmetrical in all his pro- 
portions, and without au ounce of super- 
fluous flesh, he was a spleudid type of 
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physical manhood — well qualified in this 
particular to endure the hardships of the 
Methodist itinerant life. But far better 
than his physical qualification were those 
of his mind and his heart. He was not 
an educated man, in the college and uni- 
versity sense of the word, but by the con- 
stant study of men and of books he edu- 
cated himself, and gained a store of 
knowledge most useful in his high and 
holy calling. And he was a wise man, 
knowing just when and where and how 
to apply the knowledge which he had ac- 
quired to the best advantage in the Mas- 
ter’s kingdom. He was a judicious and 
safe man, to whom could be intrusted the 
solving of difficult problems and the set- 
tling of delicate questions in the Church, 
and on occasions he was selected to do 
this work because of those qualifications. 
But beyond this, Daniel Bateman Austin 
was a good man. He knew the Lord. 
He could say from out of a pure heart, 
made clean by the “blood of the Lamb,” 
“Abba Father!” “My Lord and my God!” 
He had received the gospel, “not in word 
only, but in power and in the Holy Ghost, 
and with much assurance.” And “Christ 
dwelt in his heart by faith.” If I am par- 
doned a personal allusion, as his presid- 
ing elder, I would pay this tribute to his 
memory: that my association with him 
was to me a benediction and a blessing 
in spiritual uplift and a closer walk with 
God. Brother Austin made no verbal 
claim to entire sanctification or perfected 
love. He was a modest man and sounded 
no trumpets before him, but day by day 
that was the life which he lived — a life 
of prayer, a life of praise, a life of con- 
stant communion with God. And Brother 
Austin died just as he had prayed to die 
— not by wasting and long-lingering dis- 
ease, but in the forefront of the battle, 
clad in the harness of his holy warfare 
and with the sword of the Spirit in his 
hand. Like Moses, “his eye was not dim, 
nor his natural force abated.” And when 
the sudden bolt descended upon him, he 
Avas as strong and as vigorous in mind 
and body as when, years before, he had 
stood at the altar of God to consecrate his 
splendid manhood to the service of God 
as an itinerant Methodist preacher. So 
he wished to die, and so he was honored 
of God. On the 30th day of October, as 
the last rays of the setting sun were gild- 
ing the forest tops, he was stricken with 
apoplexy, and fell on the street at Court- 
land, Va. When found, a few minutes 
afterwards, the vital spark had been 
quenched and the soul of our brother had 
gone up to God. His remains were 
brought to Norfolk, and, after funeral 



services conducted from Queen Street 
Church, were laid away in Elmwood Cem- 
etery, there to await the resurrection call 
and the assembling of the saints. “He 
fought a good fight, he finished his course, 
he kept the faith. Henceforth there is 
laid up for him a crown of righteousness, 
which the Lord, the righteous Judge, will 
give him at that day.” — K. M. Chandler. 

Benjamin Franklin Smith, the son of 
Downing and Sarah Smith, was born in 
Greene county, Va., September 4, 1848. 
His parents were devout Methodists, and 
they trained their son in the “nurture and 
admonition of the Lord.” While he was 
yet a youth, he was converted and joined 
the Methodist Church. Having given him- 
self to the Lord, he was not content to be 
idle. He was soon made a class leader, 
and then an exhorter. Later he was li- 
censed as a local preacher. He used to 
say that one of his earliest memories was 
that of his mother reading her Bible. 
Perhaps it was this that begot in the son 
such a love for the old Book. He de- 
lighted in its sacred pages, and even in 
his last illness, when he was too feeble 
to read, he kept it by him and, affection- 
ately turning its leaves, spoke of it as the 
“precious Book.” In 1875 Brother Smith 
entered Randolph-Macon College to pre- 
pare himself for the itinerant ministry, 
but owing to ill health he did not return 
the next session. He did not, however, 
cease to preach as opportunity offered. 
In 1879 he was married to Miss Willie A. 
Dunn, of Albemarle county. He could 
have chosen no fitter comrade, no wiser 
counselor, no more devoted helper. She 
and their four children — three daughters 
and one son — live to lament his death. 
In March, 1887, at Leesburg, Va., Brother 
Smith was ordained deacon by Bishop 
Keener, and in the same year he was re- 
ceived on trial into the Virginia Confer- 
ence. Brother Smith was not counted a 
brilliant preacher, but he was not without 
his strong points in the pulpit. He made 
diligent use of the talents committed to 
him, and what he lacked in the graces 
and charms of oratory was in a measure 
atoned for by his knowledge of the Scrip- 
tures and his intense earnestness in the 
presentation of the truth. Of his genu- 
ine piety there could be no doubt. From 
a somewhat intimate association of four 
years, I can bear witness to the fact that 
he walked with God. His religion was no 
small part of his everyday life; it was the 
chief thing with him. In the make-up of 
his character there Avas a large element 
of heroic self-abnegation. He did not 
pause on the threshold of any contem-

was apparent in his loyalty to our Meth- 
odist ideals. During his twenty years in 
the Conference he served some of the 
most toilsome and least remunerative of 
our charges. In fact, his appointments 
were almost always to minor missions or 
weak circuits, where the labor was large 
and the pay, in dollars and cents at least, 
was so small that it was at times a prob- 
lem to keep wife and little ones above ac- 
tual want. And yet, year by year, with 
cheerfulness and without complaint, he ac- 
cepted these assignments to service, and 
in every field he did his best. Such a 
man, no matter what may be the world’s 
estimate of him, has surely won the Mas- 
ter’s plaudit of “Well done”; for the just 
measure of a man is not his human great- 
ness, nor the might of his achievements, 
but his loyalty to truth and his unswerv- 
ing devotion to duty in the sphere, wide 
or narrow, in which Providence has placed 
him. As Campbell Morgan well says: 
“There is something infinitely greater 
than doing a great thing for God, and 
that infinitely greater thing is to be where 
God wants you to be and to do what God 
wants you to do.” Paul says, “We are 
workers together with God”; and the man 
who under God toils at the base of the 
building, amid rude surroundings, whose 
task is to weave unhewn stones into the 
foundations, may be forgot amid the ap- 
plause that greets the skilled worker who 
fashions the uppermost stories into crea- 
tions of artistic splendor, but with the 
Master-biulder it is not skill, but fidelity, 
that counts, and it counts as much at the 
bottom as at the capstone. It is this 
faithfulness that we claim for the subject 
of this memoir. What matters it to him. 
now that the day’s work is done, whether 
he won the praise of men or not? “The 
Master praises; what are men?” Brother 
Smith’s last hours were full of quiet 
peace. There were no disturbing doubts. 
At sunset the sky was clear, every cloud 
had vanished. As a tired child, he went 
to sleep in the arms of Infinite Love. 
While devoted wife and loving children 
watched and wept about him, he smiled a 
good-by and went home to God, on March 
17, 1908.— W. W. Lear.

Thomas Stringfield Edwards, son of 
Brittain and Nancy Edwards, was born 
near La Fayette, Walker county, Georgia, 
in 1853, and died in Milner, Georgia, Au- J 
gust 20, 1908. He was baptized in infan- / 
cy; joined the Methodist Episcopal • t 
Church, South, in 1865; was converted in 
1866, and having fallen away, was re- f. 
claimed in 1872. He was licensed to 
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preach in 1878, and was ordained deacon 
. by Bishop Pierce at Dalton in 1883. He 
was admitted on trial into the North 
- Georgia Conference at Trinity Church, 
Atlanta, December, 1884, and was or- 
dained elder by Bishop McTyeire in Mari- 
etta, Ga., 1887. As a local preacher 
Brother Edwards served the Floyd Spring 
' charge in 1884, as supply. Joining the 
Conference in December of that year, he 
served the following charges in the North 
Georgia Conference: Sweetwater, 1885; 
Clarkesville, 1886-7; Subligna, 1888; 
Cleveland, 1889; Dawsonville, 1890; Jug 
V - Tavern, 1891; North Rome, 1892-3; Cobb 
Circuit, 1894; Hogansville Circuit, 1895-6; 

* West Point Circuit, 1897-9; Flovilla, 1900; 
East Putnam, 1901-2. His health having 

r ~r J failed, he was superannuated at the Con- 
ference of 1902. As a superannuate he 
served the Mansfield charge in 1904. He 
was made effective at the Conference of 
I 1904, and served the Zebulon Circuit, 
1905; Cave Spring, 1906-7; and Milan Cir- 
, cuit up to August 26 last, when he ceased 
— s at once to labor and to live. The educa- 
tional advantages of Brother Edwards 
- 1 were limited, but he had a good mind, 
much of what we call common sense, 
and a will to work. He had a good voice, 
could sing well, and preached the old- 
. time gospel in its purity, and with power. 
No charge was ever allowed to suffer in 
his hands. He knew his own limitations, 
and was content to serve in such fields as 
were assigned him without murmuring, 
happy that he was allowed a place to 
work in his Master’s vineyard. Humble 
-s in the best sense of the word, he was nev- 
ertheless independent in spirit, claiming 
always the respect due to a real man. He 
was without envy, and his conversation 
> was seasoned with charity, no malice ever 
' *■ being allowed a place in his heart. Reli- 
gion with Brother Edwards was a reality, 
F *7 and his experience was definite. He knew 
when he was converted, he knew when he 

* lost his religion, and when he found it 
again. At his last appointment at Or 

. ±. chard ville, about a week before he died. 

he got happy after preaching, and pro- 
x phetically sang the “Preacher’s Farewell.” 
He was not confined to his bed before he 
died, but was permitted to work up to the 
f very end of his earthly pilgrimage. In 
the morning of the day he went away he 
wrote his presiding elder about the camp 
meeting to begin that week in his charge. 
^ saying he was afraid he would not be able 
to attend, as his old trouble had returned ; 
but, if possible, he would go one day. But 
he said he wanted it run on evangelical 
lines. “I may slip away, but if I do, it 



is all right,” he added. The night before 
he died he told his wife and daughter he 
wanted to talk with them about his af- 
fairs, saying he was not alarmed, but 
thought it best to talk while he could, as 
he might go at any time. He gave direc- 
tions as to which of the children was to 
have his watch, and what he wanted done 
with his horse, what suit he wanted to 
be buried in, and other matters, and said 
he wanted his funeral conducted by his 
presiding elder, Dr. J. H. Eakes, and the 
writer, they being Conference classmates 
and friends. Late in the afternoon of the 
next day he asked his wife and daughter 
to go out on the porch and sit a while. 
As he walked to the door he spoke of how 
beautiful everything looked. Taking his 
seat in an armchair, he threw his feet 
across the balustrade, straightened his 
back in his chair, groaned, and by the 
time his wife could reach his side, he 
breathed his last. The funeral was at- 
tended by quite a number of his brother 
ministers, the services being conducted by 
Dr. J. H. Eakes, assisted by Dr. J. T. 
Daves, W. H. Speer, and the writer. A 
large congregation of sorrowing friends 
gathered at the church and followed his 
remains to the village cemetery at Milner, 
where his body was laid away to await 
the resurrection morn. On August 10, 
1876, Brother Edwards was united in mar- 
riage to Miss Matilda Harris, of Walker 
county, Georgia. She and her five daugh- 
ters and one son are left to mourn their 
great loss. A good man has fallen. 
"Blessed are the dead which die in the 
Lord.” — /S. B. Ledbetter. 

Francis Gardner Golden, son of 
Wright Golden, was born July 18, 1864, 
in Harolson county, Georgia, and died in 
Newnan, Georgia, November 2, 1908. At 
sixteen years of age, when plowing in the 
field, he was converted to God. It was 
on Saturday when this great event in his 
life occurred. He pushed his plow into 
the ground and went into the house and 
told his mother; after which, he repaired 
to the church and offered himself a can- 
didate for membership in the Congrega- 
tional Methodist Church. With a limited 
opportunity for an education, he had to 
work his way through school, and by close 
application he was fitted to teach, finally 
becoming a popular and successful teach- 
er. On December 8, 1889, he was happily 
married to Miss Exie Vineyard, of Coweta 
county, Georgia, who survives him, to- 
gether with three children. He came to 
our Church in 1890 a local preacher, and 
in 1892 was admitted on trial in the North 
Georgia Conference. His first charge was 
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Blairs ville Mission, which he served in 
1893; then North Coweta Mission, 1894-7; 
Dallas Circuit, 1898; Newborn Circuit. 
1899; Duluth, 1900; Austell, 1901; Center 
Mission, 1902-3; Baldwin, 1904. During 
the summer of 1904 his health failed, forc- 
ing him to surrender his charge.

While superannuated he 
lived at Whitesburg and then at Newnan, 
at times pursuing the vocation of teacher, 
when not disabled by his affliction.

The funeral services were conducted at 
the First Methodist Church by R. J. Big- 
ham, on which occasion laymen as well 
as ministers paid loving tribute to his 
memory.. He was an able preacher of the 
gospel, and was much beloved by his own 
people as well as members of other 
Churches. In middle life this soldier of 
the cross laid aside his armor to join the 
saints in light. May He who tempers the 
wind to the shorn lamb lighten the shad- 
ows that fall upon his loved ones left be- 
hind.

Francis Goodman Hughes was born in 
Habersham county, Ga., February IS, 
1833. When he was a small boy the fam- 
ily moved to Blairsville, Union county, 
where he was brought up. June 10, 1850, 
he was married to Miss Amanda F. Good- 
rum. In 1859 he was admitted to the bar 
with good prospects as a young lawyer. 
The war came, and he entered the ranks 
a private. He had been licensed a local 
preacher in 1860. His life commended 
him to officers and men, and he was made 
a chaplain, first in S. J. Smith’s Legion, 
and then in the Sixty-fifth Regiment, to 
the close of the w r ar. His command saw 
much hard service in Tennessee and Ken-

Robert R. Johnson. — On the last day 
of the last session of the Georgia Confer- 
ence at Americus, Ga,, Robert R. Johnson 
was admitted on trial into the traveling 
connection. His first appointment was 
Villa Rica, next Lexington, then Putnam, 
and successively as follows: McDonough, 
Griffin City Mission, Jonesboro, Laurence- 
ville. Canton, Thomaston, Fulton, North 
Rome, Powder Springs, Canton (a second 
term), Morgan, Calhoun, Social Circle, 
Chickamauga, La Fayette. At the Confer- 
ence of 1905 he was placed upon the hon- 
ored roll of superannuates, and continued 
in this relation until 1908, when from his 
home in Rockmart, Ga., April 13, he en- 
tered into his eternal rest. He was or- 
dained deacon by Bishop Paine, and ad- 
mitted into full connection at Griffin in 
1868, and elder by Bishop Pierce in 1870. 
He was born in Warren county, Ga., Feb- 
ruary 7, 1839; was converted and joined 
the Church at fifteen years of age. His 
call to preach was clear and definite, and 
after a fierce struggle he gave up pro- 
fessional aspirations and was licensed to 
preach in 1865. In 1875 he was happily 
married to Miss Mary West, of Tallahas- 
see, Fla., who with two daughters and one 
son survives him. Of the elements that 
went to make up the man, perhaps the 
most marked was his conscientious devo- 
tion to duty. In every place and under 
all circumstances he demonstrated what 
General Lee once said: “Duty is the sub- 
limest word in our language.” And he 
discharged it with a cheerful persistence 
which lifted it above even a seeming load 
or an empty task. To dare to do right 
against opposing conditions marks the 
lofty spirit. To stand alone with the ban- 
ner of courage and conviction floating 
above the brow of lofty purpose, while 
the confronting multitude clamors for un- 
righteous concessions, declares the man 
of principle who may be trusted in every 
issue. Such was Brother Johnson. He 
was brave as a soldier in battle, shedding 
his life-blood for his country, and giving 
part of his body as a token of his patriotic 
self-sacrifice. He was braver as a soldier 
of the cross, waging war against all forms 



of sin, and for forty years as a crested 
knight, pointing his lance to the charge. 
He loved the pulpit, and filled it often 
with power, always with impressiveness. 
Single-handed he conquered for the Mas- 
ter, and withdrew from the front lines 
only when his strength failed him and the 
Great Captain crowned him with the lau- 
rel-wreath of reward. He loved his breth- 
ren of the Conference with unaffected de- 
votion. To answer the roll-call was a gen- 
uine joy. Last year, when he could not 
join the annual gathering, he was sad 
almost to weeping. The loving hand of 
one who had walked the paths of life with 
him for thirty-three years penned the 
words that follow: “His was a life of 
much sorrow and suffering, but. through 
it all his faith in the God whom he loved 
and served never failed, but grew strong- 
er and more beautiful as the years passed. 
He was confined to his bed six months 
before the end came. His sufferings were 
at times intense, but he bore them all with 
Christian patience and fortitude. He was 
ready and only waiting for the Master’s 
call; and when it came, the gentle spirit 
gladly left the house of clay for the happy 
home beyond .” — John W. Heidt. 

James Ray McCleskey. — Within a few 
days of completing his thirty-first year 
as an itinerant preacher, on the 12th of 
November, James R. McCleskey laid his 
armor by and entered into rest. He died 
in the parsonage of Little River Circuit, 
at Washington, Ga., among the brethren 
whom he had last served, and was buried 
there. He was happily married May 31, 
1880, to Miss Eulolia Swearingen, who 
with two sons and two daughters survives 
him. January 25, 1845, in Jackson coun- 
ty, Ga., is the record of his birth. A cadet 
lieutenant in the corps of the old Georgia 
Military Academy in 1864, he marched 
with the retreating Confederate forces 
from Marietta to Savannah. In 1866 he 
was graduated from the University of 
Georgia, and choosing the noble profes- 
sion of the law, he entered upon the prac- 
tice in Americus, Ga. But the call of 
God was upon him. “Woe is unto me if 
I preach not the gospel,” rang through his 
awakened soul, and conferring not with 
flesh and blood, he knocked at the door 
of the South Georgia Conference, and in 
1877 he was admitted on trial. His ap- 
pointments were as follows: 1878, Mar- 
vin Circuit; 1879-80, Bainbridge; 1881-2, 
Valdosta; 1883-5, Sandersville; 1886-8, 
Waynesboro; 1889-90, Savannah. On ac- 
count of failing health he was advised 
to seek a more bracing climate, and in 
December, 1890, he was transferred to the 
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North Georgia Conference, serving in 
1891-2 Grace Church, Atlanta; Barnesville, 
1893; Forsyth Circuit, 1894-6; Decatur, 
1897-8; Carrollton, 1899-1900; Asbury, 
Augusta, 1901-2; Covington, 1903; Eaton- 
ton, 1904; Social Circle, 1905-6; Oconee, 
Athens, 1907; Little River, 1908. He was 
ordained deacon by Bishop Doggett, De- 
cember, 1879, and elder by Bishop Pierce 
1881. He was reared in a home of piety; 
his father was a local preacher of great 
usefulness and efficiency, his mother a 
lady of wide reading and deep devotion, 
and they brought to the hearthstone the 
spirit of prayer and the refinements of 
genuine culture. In their house the ark 
of God rested, and there went forth from 
the consecrated circle our lamented broth- 
er to “adorn the doctrine of Christ by 
well-ordered walk and godly conversa- 
tion.” He entered the ministry with a 
strong sense of the sacredness of the 
work, and ever felt the conviction that 
he could be efficient only as he was 
strengthened by the Spirit of God. The 
pulpit was not to him merely a place for 
religious utterance, but a throne of power 
whence messages of life should fall on 
the ears of dying men. No light and 
vapid themes nor irrelevant products of 
human learning came from his conse- 
crated lips. He spoke the words of truth 
and soberness with eager earnestness, and 
many were taught the way to God by him. 
Guileless and unsuspecting, he confided 
in his fellow-man. Pure in speech and 
modest almost to a fault, there was no 
stain upon his tongue; and in honor he 
preferred another. Gentle in nature and 
refined in spirit, he was everywhere the 
golden-hearted Christian gentleman. As- 
sociation with him was a delightful priv- 
ilege, and bore the fruit of nobler purpose. 
Brave yet shrinking, of quiet dignity yet 
affectionate and friendly, he drew friends 
to him with chords of love which never 
can be broken. His family life was but a 
reflection of the home in which he was 
brought up. Tender and loving to wife 
and children, though his manly form has 
gone from them, his heart is still with 
them and throbs in their lives. The end 
of such a man may easily be reckoned — 
to give up his loved employ taxed him 
sorely. He struggled in prayer for grace 
sufficient. At last it came in a wondrous 
triumph, and he was enabled to say: “I 
have what I call the full assurance of 
faith and hope. I quote Scripture, and 
sing with myself and for myself.” Now 
faith with him is sight, and hope enters 
within the veil where songs of praise shall 
never die . — John W. Heidt.

Welcomed 
into the home of pious parents, he was 
dedicated to God by baptism while an in- 
fant. At twelve years of age he came into 
the consciousness of his acceptance with 
God, took the vows of allegiance to Christ, 
and had his name entered upon the roll 
of Philadelphia Church, in Henry coun- 
ty. This committal of himself to God 
was final, and as he increased in stature 
he grew in favor with God and men. 
When twenty-three years of age he was 
licensed to preach. After giving himself 
to the work of a local preacher for some 
years, he decided to go fully into the 
work of the pastorate, to which his heart 
had always led him; so in 1898 he came 
up to the North Georgia Conference ask- 
ing for admittance. Not being fully pre- 
pared, he was not disheartened by failure 
at this time to pass his examination; but 
asked to be used where he might find 
place as a supply. This relation he sus- 
tained for some years, always going with 
glad heart to the work to which he was 
assigned, and coming up to Conference 
with full reports, and with courage to at- 
tempt the examination again and yet 
again. And it was one of the happiest 
hours of his life when with radiant face 
he received the announcement, three 
years ago, that he was admitted on trial 
into the North Georgia Conference. The 
record of his pastorates is as follows: 
He supplied Fairview Mission one year, 
1899; junior preacher at Fairmount two 
years, 1900-1; Emerson and Paulding 
Mission, two years, 1902-3; the Murray 
Circuit three years, 1904-6; Subligna Cir- 
cuit, 1907 and part of 1908. And it was 
from Subligna, on the 1st day of May, 
1908, that he was released from suffering 
and his weary body there laid to rest. 
Brother S. B. Ledbetter, who was his pre- 
siding elder a part of his ministry, and 
knew him well, writes of him: “A more 
thoroughly consecrated and religious man 
I never knew. On the charges he served 
no man could have succeeded better. His 
work was of the highest order. Though 
not a great preacher, he was so pure and 1 
sunny in his life he could do as he willed 
with his people. He had his mission col- 
lections in such shape before he died this 
year, though early, his wife was able to 
have it all in cash by the District Confer- 
ence in May, and this on a work that 
rarely, if ever, paid out. According to 
his ability, no man did better work.” In 
the fall of the year 1901, at Fairmount, 
Ga., he was married to Miss Laura P. 
Watts, who, with one child, survives him. 
His home life was beautiful. Here ha 
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was always bright and cheerful, never out 
of humor, the center of love and the 
source of comfort and strength. The lit- 
tie children were drawn to him and loved 
him, and he ever had a bright smile and 
kind word for them. He delighted in 
visiting the aged and the sick; his sing- 
, ing and his fervent prayers brought cheer 
‘ and comfort to them. His ministry was a 
benediction to all his people. And there 
V in the midst of those he loved and served, 
suddenly stricken with dread meningitis, 
V he lay for three weeks in suffering un- 
told. But in his lucid moments no word 
^ of complaint fell from his lips, but re- 
joicing in spirit, he praised the Lord for 
his goodness, and at the last quietly fell 
on sleep. This is an imperfect sketch of 
a blameless, self-sacrificing, useful life. 
r Pure, faithful, efficient, he met the de- 
mands upon him. Uncomplainingly, 

• cheerfully, gladly he undertook the work 
to which he was appointed. Faithfully 
he discharged the duties of an itinerant 
Methodist preacher, and he has gone to 
his certain reward . — Charles H. Branch.

Chables M. Anderson was born in For- 
syth county, N. C., January 31, 1829, and 
died in Morganton, N. C., March 28, 1908. 
Brother Anderson was converted in For- 
syth county, at sixteen years of age, and 
joined the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, at Antioch Church, under the min- 
istry of Rev. J. D. Lumsden. He was ap- 
pointed class leader when quite young, 
and served the Church faithfully as class 
leader, Sunday-school superintendent, ex- 
horter, and local preacher until 1852, 
when, at Louisburg he was admitted on 
trial into the North Carolina Conference. 
He was ordained deacon in 1854 by Bishop 
Early, and by the same bishop ordained 
elder in 1856. The following are in part 
the appointments served by him : Kenans- 
ville Circuit, Bladen Circuit, Kenansville 
Circuit again, South Fork Circuit, New- 
ton Circuit, Hickory Circuit, Morganton 
Circuit, and Greenville Station. At the 
end of his second year on this charge, in 
1885, he was superannuated, which rela 
tion he sustained until his death. In 
1858, Brother Anderson was married to 
Miss Mary Eliza Eccles, daughter of Mr. 
Henry Eccles, of Clemmonsville, N. C., 
w r ho shared with him the experiences of 
an itinerant life until December 18, 1906, 
when she passed from labor to reward. 
Having a clear call to the Master’s work, 
Brother Anderson early in life turned his 
energies toward a preparation of head, as 
well as of heart, and at the common 
schools of that day, and Union Institute, 
in Randolph county, N. C., known later 
as Trinity College, he laid the foundation 
of what proved to be a long life of use- 
fulness in God’s service. Brother Ander- 
son was a very humble and modest man. 
He was satisfied to be estimated at his 
true worth; hence he always went cheer- 
fully to the work to which he was as- 
signed, and you never heard him com- 
plaining that he was not appreciated. 
Although a modest man, he had strong 
convictions and had the “courage of his 
convictions.” Being persuaded that he 
was correct in his views, he dared to 
maintain them anywhere and in any pres- 
ence. He was a good financier. His 
daughter said of him: “Though he trav- 
eled very large circuits when the pay was 
almost nothing, yet I never knew him to 
leave an appointment in debt. At times 
it would take some of his most valuable 
books to meet his obligations, but he met 
them without a murmur.” After his su- 
perannuation in 1885, Brother Anderson 
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lived in Morganton, N. C., where the wri- 
ter was intimately associated with him; 
was with him when his wife breathed her 
last; was with him in his last hours; can 
testify that his home life and devotion 
to his family was beautiful; his religious 
experience was clear and steadfast; his 
character pure and strong; his influence 
wholesome and kindly. “Those who knew 
him best loved him most.” One who 
knew him well said of him: “To be in his 
presence was to be in an atmosphere of 
purity and power.” He was specially 
gifted in prayer. His petitions were al- 
ways full of earnestness and faith. It 
seemed that he was actually talking with 
God face to face, and it seemed clear that 
there were often direct answers to his 
prayers, so much so that many, in times 
of trouble and affliction, sought his help, 
expecting his prayers to be answered. A 
few weeks before his death, the postmas- 
ter in Morganton received a letter from 
a person in a distant town, who was in 
trouble, saying that the writer had heard 
of a msn in Morganton whose prayers 
were always answered, and asking him 
to deliver the letter to that man. The 
letter was at once delivered to Brother 
Anderson. Even the evil-doers acknowl- 
edged that they were afraid of his 
prayers. For twenty-five years or more 
Brother Anderson had been in feeble 
health and at times was a great sufferer, 
but he bore his afflictions with heroic 
fortitude and quiet submission, till God 
said, “It is enough”; then, without a 
struggle, like an infant falling into sweet 
slumber, he “fell on sleep.” We shall 
miss him, but let us cherish his memory 
and emulate his godly example.— W. F. 
Womble. 

Leonidas Wakefield Crawford was 
born in Rowan county, N. C., April 5, 
1842, and died in Asheville, N. C., Febru- 
ary 21, 1908. His boyhood was spent on 
a farm and attending the public school 
in Salisbury. After spending six months 
in Olin Academy, he enlisted in the Con- 
federate army and was commissioned sec- 
ond lieutenant in the Forty-second North 
Carolina Regiment. He took part in many 
hard-fought battles, and in every case dis- 
played that dauntless courage which was 
a marked characteristic in all his life 
work. It was after he had charged with- 
in the breastworks of the enemy that he 
was taken prisoner, where he was held 
until after the war had closed. Returning 
home, he spent two years in Olin Acade- 
my, and then two years in the University 
of Virginia, and graduated in English and 
Moral Philosophy. He was admitted on 



trial into the North Carolina Conference 
in 1868, and the forty years of his splen- 
did and fruitful ministry were spent in 
pastoral work, as professor in college, as 
editor and presiding elder in the places 
and at the times indicated as follows; 
Hillsboro, pastor, four years; Salisbury, 
lour years; Fayetteville, four years; sec- 
ond term in Salisbury, one year; Greens- 
boro, four years; Newbern, four years; 
Greensboro, second term, one year — at the 
end of which he was elected professor of 
Biblical Literature in Trinity College, 
which place he filled four years; Reids- 
ville, as pastor, two years; editor of the 
Xorth Carolina Christian Advocate five 
years. While editor he organized Spring 
Garden Street Church, which he served 
four years. Reidsville, second term, three 
years; in 1907, presiding elder of the 
Asheville District. He entered upon this 
work with his usual zeal, and in a very 
short time won the confidence and love 
of the people; but the severe climate in 
midwinter was too much for his delicate 
physical condition. He contracted a deep 
cold, which developed into pneumonia, 
which resulted in his death. Attention 
is called to the scope and variety of Dr. 
Crawford’s work as preacher, pastor, pro- 
fessor, editor, and presiding elder, in all 
of which he achieved marked success. 
He was a scholar of fine attainments and 
a lifelong student. He thought broadly 
and accurately. He knew books and knew 
how to use them. His preaching was al- 
ways thoughtful, spiritual, earnestly prac- 
tical and fruitful, often beautiful and al- 
ways interesting. As pastor, he had few 
if any equals. He thoroughly identified 
himself with his people. Their burdens 
and sorrows were his, he entered heartily 
into their joys, was a favorite with all 
classes, and welcome into all homes. He 
was influential in a circle far wider than 
that of his own flock. He took a deep in- 
terest in the affairs of the public and es 
pecially the genera] interests of the 
Church and education. For a long time 
he was a potent factor in the manage- 
ment of Greensboro Female College, was 
a warm friend and supporter of the State 
Normal, and was at the time of his death 
a trustee of three of our Conference 
schools. He wrns also chairman of the 
Board of Directors of the Carnegie Li- 
brary in Greensboro. He was very active 
and efficient in the work of the Confer 
ence, whether on the Conference floor or 
in the work of committees. He was for 
a long time a member of the Board of 
Education ; then was chairman of the Sun- 
day-school Board, and was the treasurer 
of the Conference Trustees, and to him 
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was committed the entire management of 
the fund, which he managed with great 
skill. He was a ready and willing worker, 
and addressed himself to whatever task 
" was assigned to him, however small, with 
conscientious devotion and singleness of 
X. aim. Dr. Crawford was eminently a gen- 
tleman. He understood well all the pro- 
/ prieties, whether in the social circle or 
in the ministry, and was a model in all 
these things. He was kind-hearted, sin- 
cere, and sympathetic, a wise counselor 
and a valuable friend. Dr. Crawford’s 
A home life was perfect. He was the com- 
panion, friend, and constant lover of his 
wife, the true son of Abraham in that he 
commanded his children and his house- 
hold after him. He was the friend and 
companion of his children, and held their 
unbounded esteem and love. As a tree is 
known by its fruits, so do the excellen- 
cies and high standing of his children 
' bring to light many of the otherwise unre- 
vealed forces of his life. In all the exac- 
— ' tions of his busy life, he was never di- 
verted from his devotions. He prayed 
much, studied the Bible deeply and medi- 
tated thereon. His conversation was al- 
ways seasoned with grace and was elevat- 
ing. His Christian experience was clear 
and decisive. He knew the Master’s voice 
and loved to follow it, and gladly conse- 
crated all his powers to his Lord’s work. 
v All in all. Dr. Crawford w r as one of our 
best equipped, most successful great men. 
He was a great force for good in the 
world. He will be greatly missed among 
us. He died with the harness on, in the 
fullness of his strength. There was no 
opportunity for last words and dying tes- 
timony; there was need of none. He 
died as he had lived, in close fellowship 
-4 * with Him whom he had so long trusted 
f and followed. We will cherish and re- 
-• vere his memory, will follow his godly 
example, and hope to join him in the 
Church triumphant. Our hearts go out 
in sincere sympathy to the stricken com- 
t panion who has long been so very effi- 
* cient in many departments of Christian 
work, and to the children so~ sorely be- 
reaved. We suffer with them, for in his 
death we are all bereaved, but we sorrow 
- v not as those who have no hope. We shall 
see him again. — D. Atkins.

Maxwell Humphrey Hoyle was born 
at Belwood, Cleveland county, N. C., June 
» 10, 1841, and died at his home in Char- 

lotte, N. C., March 24, 1908. He was con- 
i'"' > verted and joined the Methodist Church 
► at Bethlehem Camp Ground in Gaston 
county, N. C., in the fall of 1852. License 
' M to exhort was granted him in 1867. and 



he was licensed to preach the same year. 
He was admitted on trial into the South 
Carolina Conference at Morganton, N. C., 
December 11, 1867, at which time he was 
appointed junior preacher with Rev. J. S. 
Nelson to the York Circuit, which em- 
braced the entire county of York. He 
was appointed to the Dallas Circuit in 
1868. During the years 1869-70 he served 
Fair Forest Circuit. It was during this 
pastorate that he married Miss Mary Lee. 
of Union, S. C., who, with one son and 
three daughters, survives him. From 
1870 to 1907 his appointments were as 
follows: 1871, North Charlotte Circuit; 
1872, Alexander Circuit; 1873-4, Whiteville 
Circuit; 1875, Lilesville Circuit; 1876-7, 
Monroe Circuit; 1878-81, Clear Creek Cir- 
cuit; 1882-5, Pleasant Grove Circuit; 1886, 
Matthews Station; 1887-8, Person Circuit; 
1889-90, Lincolnton Circuit; 1891-4, Ruth- 
erf ordton Circuit; 1895-6, Newton Circuit; 
1897, Mooresville Station; 1898-1901, Da- 
vidson Circuit; 1902, Lowell Circuit; 
1903-5, Weddington Circuit; 1906-7, Mat- 
thews Station. The writer has often 
heard from a number of these charges ot" 
the faithfulness of this servant of God, 
and of his remarkable courage in every 
conflict with our common enemy. Dur- 
ing the four years of the Civil War he 
fought as a brave soldier in the Thirty- 
fourth North Carolina Regiment, Pender’s 
Brigade, A. P. Hill’s Division, and was in 
nineteen hard-fought battles. Duty was 
his watchword. He was a minute man, a 
man of dauntless courage, and fought un- 
der the flag of his Saviour for forty years 
with equal bravery to that which charac- 
terized his service for his country. He 
was blessed by nature with a fine, sturdy 
physique and good health. During the en- 
tire forty years of his ministry he never 
took a vacation. After obtaining a good 
common school education he spent some- 
time at Rutherford College. He was a 
student, a thinker, and a man of mani- 
fest individuality — a splendid type of the- 
self-educated man. In his latter years 
he was an enthusiastic Veteran, a good 
Mason, a noble citizen, a splendid preach- 
er, an unusually tender, loving husband 
and father, and a pure, ripe Christian.. 
His fine sense of humor made him an ac- 
quisition to any social circle and a source 
of constant cheer around his own hearth- 
stone. His faith was sublime. One inci- 
dent from among many will suffice to 
show this. At one time when his eldest 
daughter was packing her trunk to go 
to Greensboro Female College, knowing 
her father did not have the money, she 
ceased preparation, and said, “Father, it’s 
no use to pack when we have not the- 
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money”; to which he replied, “Daughter, 

I have asked the Lord about it.” The 
next day he came into the house singing 
and praising the Lord for his goodness, 
and said, “Daughter, I have the money.” 
Thus through his life he was ever borne 
onward and upward on the wings of his 
great faith. As his health failed his en- 
ergy ripened into beautiful patience. The 
day before he passed away he said to his 
physician: “Well, Doctor, I guess I have 
hitched my horse at the last station on 
the circuit, haven’t I?” And to his wire 
and children he said: “I shall soon see 
Him face to face. Now let thy servant de- 
part in peace.” It was my privilege to he 
with Brother Hoyle frequently during his 
last illness, and from this association I 
give to his brethren and friends the as- 
surance that to this dauntless servant of 
God there was no “moaning at the bar.” 
when he “put out to sea,” but with an 
unfaltering faith in God, whose grace had 
sustained him through the various expe- 
riences of a duty-filled life, he passed into 
the home beyond to meet his Lord “face 
to face.” “Thanks be to God who giveth 
us the victory through our Lord Jesu* 
Christ.” On the afternoon of the 25th of 
March, in the presence of a large number 
of friends, an appropriate and impressive 
funeral service was held in Tryon Street 
Church, in Charlotte, N. C., in which the 
Revs. Frank Siler, E. L. Bain, Harold Tur- 
ner, J. W. Wheeler, and the writer took 
part, and the body was laid to rest in 
Elmwood Cemetery. — H. K. Boyer.

George W. Hall was born in Randolph 
county, Ala., November 30, 1866, and “fell 
on sleep” at his home in Lineville, Ala., 
March 2, 1908. He was converted and 
joined the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, at Pleasant Hill, in the Daviston 
Circuit, at the age of fifteen ' years, and 
at once became an active Christian, and 
so continued to the close of his useful 
life. He was licensed to preach and ad- 
mitted on trial into the North Alabama 
Conference in 1894, and served successive- 
ly the Graham, Wedowee, Penton, Hack- 
neyville, and Fredonia circuits, in the La 
Fayette District. On account of failing 
health in 1904, he asked for a transfer 
to the Indian Mission Conference, and 
was appointed to the Hastings Circuit, 
which he served in 1905. Failing to re- 
gain his health, he asked for the super- 
annuate relation at the following session 
of Conference. In 1907 he was transferred 
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back to his home Conference and grunted 
the superannuate relation. He lingered 1 
with us but a few brief months after wej 
received his transfer, and then went upj 
to join the Church triumphant. He was 
ours — he is ours still in the memory of 
his pure life and faithful labors. He was 1 
married to Miss Dora Jenkins, of Clay 
county, Alabama, in 1888. His wife died 
in Oklahoma in 1906, and left him with 
six helpless children who are now the 
wards of the Church which he loved so 
devotedly and served so faithfully. Broth- 
er Hall was not what the world would I" 
call a brilliant man, but he was a man 
of more than ordinary intellectual endow- 
ment, and by close application he became JA 
an intelligent, logical, scriptural preach- V" 
er, in spite of the fact that he was de- 1 
prived of early educational advantages. V 
As a pastor he was methodical, painstak- 
ing, and diligent, looking after every in- 
terest of the Church in detail. He was 1 
universally popular in every charge that 4 
lie ever served, because of his clean, man- 
ly, Christian life and devoted care of the 
“flock over which the Holy Ghost had 
made him overseer.” While he took good 
care of all the material interests, never 
allowing them to suffer, he impressed his 
people with the idea that he sought them 
and not theirs. This was one of the se- 
crets of his success and popularity in his 
work as a Christian minister. — R. W. An- 
derson. 



George Worth Hamilton was born in 
Giles county, Tenn., December 23, 1846, 
and came to Alabama when a boy. In 
early life he professed faith in Christ and 
united with the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South. He joined the Confed- 
erate army while still a boy, and came 
home in the spring of 1865, at the age 
of twenty and with a very limited educa- 
tion. He made a crop and sold it and his 
horse and went to school. After having 
educated himself he followed teaching for 
several years. Brother Hamilton was li- 
censed to preach September 4, 1869. His 
license is signed by John B. Stevenson, 
presiding elder, and T. G. Paine, secreta- 
ry. He was ordained a deacon by Bishop 
Marvin in Talladega, Ala., November 23, 
1873, and was ordained an elder by Bish- 
op McTyeire in Decatur, Ala., December 
17, 1876. According to the best data we 
have he joined the North Alabama Con- 
ference in the fall of 1874, and was sent 
to the Cypress Circuit, where he remained 
one year. In 1876-7 he served the Oak- 
land Circuit; in 1878, the Franklin Cir- 
cuit; in 1879-80, the Shoals Circuit; in 
1891-4, the Meridianville Circuit; in 1885, 
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the Vianna Circuit; 1886-7, the Somerville 
Circuit; in 1888-9, the Elkmont Circuit; 
in 1890-2, the Gordo Circuit; in 1893-4, the 
Piedmont Circuit; in 1895-6, the Daviston 
Circuit; in 1897-9, the Athens Circuit; in 
1900, the Hartselle Circuit; in 1901 he 
was supernumerary; 1902-3, he served the 
Moulton Circuit; in 1904, the Wilsonville 
Circuit; in 1905, the Roanoke Circuit; in 
1906-7, the Rockford Circuit. Brother 
Hamilton’s health began to fail about four 
years ago, and at times he was not able 
to preach, and many times he preached 
when he was not able. At the last session 
of the Annual Conference he took the 
superannuate relation. Soon after Con- 
ference he moved to Alexander City and 
occupied the John E. Walker Superannu- 
ate Home. His health was rapidly fail- 
ing, and on Sunday afternoon at 2 o’clock, 
February 9, 1908, he entered into rest. 
He had known for months that the end 
was not far away, and he was ready. The 
tired soldier, no longer able to go out to 
battle, laid down the cross and took up the 
crown. The gospel that he had long and 
faithfully preached, and the Christ he had 
held up to others, sustained and comforted 
him. Brother Hamilton preached for 
nearly forty years, and was an itinerant 
preacher for thirty-three years. He was 
a good, clear, strong, earnest preacher. 
He knew, loved, and preached the doc- 
trines of the Methodist Church. Some 
of the circuits he served were hard ones 
and did not pay enough to support him 
and his family, and he drew on his pri- 
vate means that he might give the Church 
good service. He cheerfully went to his 
appointments and did his work well. He 
was not only faithful, but he was suc- 
cessful. His ministry was blessed to the 
edification of saints and the salvation of 
sinners. Brother Hamilton was a good 
business man. If he had gone out into 
the world as a business man he would 
have succeeded beyond the ordinary. 
Above all, he was a good man. He loved 
God with a pure heart fervently. That 
his Lord said to him, “Well done, good 
and faithful servant, enter thou into the 
joy of thy Lord,” there is no doubt. 
Brother Hamilton was married to Miss 
Mattie Thomas, December 5, 1877. To 
this union nine children were born, six 
of whom, with their mother, survive him. 
— Q. E. Driskill. 

William Croghan Hearn was born in 
Tuscaloosa, Ala., January 23, 1829. At 
the age of seventeen he volunteered for 
the war with Mexico and served as a 
brave young soldier with the American 
forces through that struggle. In 1849 he 



enlisted as a soldier of the cross, giving 
God his heart and joining the Methodist 
Church. In 1850 he was married to Lucy 
Peterson, a worthy, noble woman, who 
was his helpmeet and companion for fifty 
years. In 1854 he was licensed to. preach, 
and was admitted into the Alabama Con- 
ference at its session in Talladega. Dr. 
Hearn came from preaching stock. His 
father’s brother, Ebenezer Hearn, came 
as a missionary to Alabama when it was 
a roadless forest filled with wild beasts, 
savage red men, and here and there a 
settlement of pioneers. To no one man, 
possibly, does Alabama Methodism owe 
more than to this heroic spirit, Ebenezer 
Hearn. Admitted into the Conference, 
W. C. Hearn did faithful service on cir- 
cuits until the great Civil War, when he 
entered the Confederate army as a chap- 
lain. So strong were his convictions and 
so martial was the spirit within him, that 
the chaplain became a captain and later 
a lieutenant colonel. It was not his dis- 
position to boast of his bravery, but one 
thing is certain, he never shirked duty, 
shunned the enemy, nor avoided a fight. 
The war closing, he returned to his min- 
istry. He served successively Demopolis 
and Dayton, Ala., Columbus, Miss., Pine 
Bluff and Little Rock, Ark., Denver, Col. 
Returning to Alabama, he was the pastor 
of First Church, Birmingham; then of 
Huntsville and Talladega. In 1885, his 
health having become permanently im- 
paired, he took the superannuate relation, 
making his home in Talladega, where he 
remained till his death, March 22, 1908. 
There were born to Dr. and Mrs. Hearn 
seven children. The whole family, except 
one son — W. D. Hearn, of Pine Bluff, Ark. 
— has passed over the river. There were 
many beautiful traits in Dr. Hearn’s 
character. He loved little children, and 
they loved him. He was a warm friend, 
and for a friend he was ready to make 
any sacrifice. He had a special fondness 
for young men. This love for young men 
led him into their military companies and 
fraternal organizations, and he was their 
chaplain in all of these orders. The young 
men respected him, and his presence and 
prayers had a restraining, helpful influ- 
ence over them. He was optimistic in 
his visions of the future. While he saw 
many evils, yet his faith in man and God 
made him believe that right would tri- 
umph. He would not permit himself to 
grow old. He liked to say, “I am seventy- 
nine years young.” In his last illness, 
which was of several weeks’ duration, he 
expressed himself as “willing to live, but 
ready to die.” In his delirium, shortly 
before the end, he lived over some of the 
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stirring events of his long life. He was 
in the midst of the battle, in the shock of 
the conflict. His orders to his men were 
given and then, the victory w r on, he was 
ministering to the wounded and dying. 
Then the scene would change. He was 
once more the ambassador of Christ, once 
more he was persuading men at the camp- 
meeting. Under the brush arbor, he 
preached and sang and shouted. He saw 
the altar crowded with penitents, — he 
made room • for others’ coming. The 
watchers at his side could not keep him 
in bed. In spite of them, he would leap 
up and throw himself on his knees and 
cry aloud in prayer for the salvation of 
men. And thus he came down to die! 
Dr. Hearn was very human, impulsive, 
emotional, quick to speak, hasty to act, 
full of temper. His life was not free 
from mistakes. His nature seems to have 
been very much like that of the Apostle 
Peter. But the Master was patient with 
Peter, and the result is known. The Lord 
was also patient with this militant spirit. 
Granite is difficult to carve, but it is 
capable of a high degree of polish. God’s 
grace gave Dr. Hearn the victory. The 
ripening, the mellowing, the perfecting 
of his character, in his last few months, 
was beautiful. This veteran of two wars, 
this hero of the cross, has met and con- 
quered the last enemy. God giveth his 
beloved sleep. His body rests beside that 
of his devoted wife in Talladega cemetery. 
Honored be his memory. — L. C. Brans- 
eomh. 

Edgab Wiley Jones was born April 29, 
1840; married to Miss Annie Manning, 
November, 1872; and died February 11, 
1908. He was licensed to preach in 1870, 
entered the Conference in 1871, and served 
the following appointments: Lineville 

Circuit, 1872-3; Louina, 1874-5; Daviston, 
1876; Weaver’s Station, 1877; Lineville, 
1877-9; Hackneyville, 1880-3; Hartselle 
Circuit, 1884; Trinity, 1885; Florence Dis- 
trict, 1886-90; Birmingham Circuit, 1891; 
Somerville, 1892-3; Camp Hill, 1894; War- 
rior and Blount Springs, 1895; Blounts- 
ville and Hanceville, 1896; Mount Pinson 
and Remlap, 1897; Ashville, 1898. At the 
close of this year he took a superannuate 
relation. He was ordained deacon by 
Bishop Doggett, November 24, 1872; or- 
dained elder by Bishop McTyeire, Decem- 
ber 17, 1876. For ten years he was a 
superannuated preacher, preaching when 
he could and lecturing often, assisting in 
revivals, filling the pulpit of any of the 
pastors, at their request, when they were 
absent. He was a true man; he would not 
do a little thing of the vile sort; he loved 



the higher and nobler things and labored 
to attain thereunto. Dr. Jones was a man 
of very strong convictions, clear-cut in 
expressing and courageous in supporting 
them; no man need ever doubt where he 
stood, for he expressed himself with that 
boldness that is characteristic of true 
courage. He stood unmoved and not dis- 
turbed by the denunciation of his enemies. 
He went through the four years from 
1861 to 1865, that awful period of carnage 
and war, as brave a soldier as ever wore 
the gray. As his courage was beautiful 
in the defense of his country, it was glo- 
rious in the support of his Lord. Those 
that read his article on “The Eighteenth 
Alabama Regiment,” in The Jones Valley 
Times, will remember many notable inci- 
dents referred to therein of bloody battles, 
great suffering, and self-denial endured. 
He established The Jones Valley Times 
in June, 1904. In this new field, at the 
time he entered it, there seemed to be a 
demand for just such a man, and in a 
very few issues of the paper the people 
found that that man had come upon the 
arena in the person of Dr. Jones. In 
this editorial field he proved himself of 
great worth; he probed into the very cen- 
ter of political corruption, official crooked- 
ness, and governmental taint, and pub- 
lished it to the world; and while his ene- 
mies laughed at his bold, strong utter- 
ances, they must admit that his paper did 
great good in the prohibition fight in 
Jefferson county, as well as on other lines 
of reform movement. But I suppose the 
most beautiful part of his character was 
found in those intimate, yea, those sacred 
relationships of husband and father. He 
loved his home. His wife was dearer than 
all others. His children were the joy of 
his heart. In the death of his son I sup- 
pose he met one of the severest trials of 
his life. I doubt if he was ever recon- 
ciled to it entirely. His high estimate 
of womanhood, and that degree of cour- 
tesy and honor that is called forth from 
every noble man, marked him as one 
whose heart and intellect had been 
touched and fashioned after that of his 
divine Lord and Master. To those who 
were looking for the noble and good in 
man they found in Dr. E. W. Jones, a 
man of noble worth. But his work is 
done, his battles fought, and he has been 
called to receive his reward. As he was 
descending into the valley of death, 
speaking to one of his former pastors, he 
said: “All is right; I will soon be at rest.” 
“Let me die the death of the righteous, 
and let my last end be like his.” — W. O. 
Horton. 
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Lucien K. Knowles, son of James and 
Elizabeth Knowles, was born in ShelDy 
county, A’a., October 8, 1883, and died 
June 7, 1908. At a very early age he 
allied himself with the Methodist Episco- 
*•'* pal Church, South, being converted under 
the ministry of Rev. C. L. Herring. His 
conversion was so pronounced, and was 
manifested by such zealous and loyal serv- 
i ice, that it soon became evident to his 
r colaborers that a larger field would be 
“ necessary to allow full scope to his tal- 
. T ents, and his insatiable desire to be con- 
tinually about his Master’s business. 
JLs These ambitions and desires were grati- 
< fied when he was licensed to preach. At 
this time he realized that in order to ob- 
tain the fullest results of his life’s work 
additional education was necessary; he 
therefore spent two years in pur colleges 
at Greensboro and Birmingham with 
great benefit to himself. In July, 1903, 
he was happily married to Miss Dora 
U, Chadburne, thereby gaining a true help- 

• meet and a new ally in the service of the 
__ ( Lord. Brother Knowles was admitted on 

trial in 1904. He served only two 
charges, Hargrove Station and Cottondale 
r Circuit, but he served them faithfully 
\ and well. His last charge was Cottondale 
“ Circuit, and it was here the writer found 
him when he came on the Tuscaloosa 
- District. He was nigh unto death at this 
time, and hardly able to leave his bed; 
but with Spartan fortitude and heroism 
from above, he managed to preach on two 
or three occasions while on this work. 
In this connection I wish to state that 
i never have I witnessed greater devotion 
J nor more loyal support than these good 

* people of Cottondale extended Brother 
Knowles in his affliction, standing right 
by his side and “holding up his hands,” 
until he was forced to ask to be relieved 
from the work. After being relieved he 
was, at the last session of Conference, 
placed on the honor roll of our superan- 
nuates. We often discussed his condition 
and future prospects, and it was very 
cheering to hear him emphatically assert 
his faith in God, never wavering but 
resting securely in his promises. Only 
one dark cloud obscured his mental vi- 
sion, and that was the future of his wife 
and child without his provision and pro- 
tection. This cloud was banished when I 
assured him that the Church would take 
care of them. In a ministry extending 
over a period of thirty-four years, I have 

O' never known a young man with rarer 
% qualities of head and heart, nor one who 
'k possessed more of the elements that go 
to make up a successful minister of the 
gospel. In the passing of this young life 









we have a leson that all should profit by. 
His life was but a short span, but he has 
crowded into this brief space such an ar- 
ray of good deeds and loving service, 
faithfully performed, that the influence 
of his beautiful life will march on down 
the ages, adding to the stars in his crown 
of glory to the end of time. — •/. S. Glas- 
gow. 



George Jackson Mason was born in 
Caswell county, N. C., July 21, 1816. In 
his boyhood his parents moved to Smith 
county, Tenn.; in the year 1838, to Shelby 
county, Ala., where he died in the year 
1908. On August 7, 1839, he was married 
to Celia A. Williams. They lived happily 
together for more than half a century. 
From this union two children were reared 
— I. D. Mason, who for many years was 
an honored member of this Conference, 
but whose decease preceded that of his 
father by several years; and Mrs. Wood, 
with whom he spent the last years of his 
life. Brother Mason was licensed to ex- 
hort in the year 1842, and was licensed to 
preach in the year 1850. He joined the 
Alabama Conference at Talladega in the 
year 1854. During his active ministry he 
served the following charges: Ashville 
Circuit, 1855; Hanover Mission, 1856; 
Coosa River Mission, 1857; White Plains 
Circuit, 1858; Scottsville Circuit, 1859; 
Big Sandy Circuit, 1860; Jones Valley 
Circuit, 1861; Oak Mountain, 1862-3; Mon- 
tevallo Circuit. 1864-5; Oak Mountain Cir- 
cuit, 1866; Socapatoy and Chandler 
Springs, 1867-9; Chandler Springs, 1870-1. 
With the exception of the later part of the 
year 1866, when his health failed and he 
had to give up his work, he spent seven- 
teen consecutive years in the itinerant 
service. At the close of the year 1871 he 
was disabled because of throat trouble so 
that he was placed in the superannuate 
relation. In this relation he remained to 
the end of his life. The Mason family 
was of Welsh ancestry. His father, David 
Grooms Mason, was a carpenter and a 
weaver, at which trade he served an ap- 
prenticeship. From the records we have, 
it appears that about four months’ school- 
ing was the limit of his educational ad- 
vantages. But by hard study at home he 
acquired a liberal English education. In 
physique he stood out as a mighty giant 
in the forest of men. He was tall, erect, 
muscular — just such a one as withstands 
the ravages of disease for many decades. 
Except for his throat, he was robust of 
body to a very old age. At a camp meet- 
ing* at Camp Springs, N. C., at the age 
of nineteen, he was converted to Christ. 
The jov of the Lord was his strength in 
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life’s duties. In the declining years of 
his life he had an abiding peace in the 
presence of Christ. He was his rejoicing 
in his affliction. While not able to remain 
in the active ministry but a few years, yet 
he was ever faithful to his Lord and his 
Church. In 1838 he joined Good Hope 
Church by certificate, where his name 
has ever remained as a member in good 
standing. The impress of his character 
has been left upon the community where 
he spent most of his life. In this year, 
1908, he “fell on sleep.” His life was one 
of faith in God through our Lord Jesus 
Christ, and of service in his cause. — G. T. 
Harris.

William Sibert May was horn in Vir- 
ginia, April 3, 1829, and died March 22, 
1908. He was converted in 1848; joined 
the Church in 1850; was licensed to ex- 
hort in 1851, and to preach in 1852. He 
was admitted on trial in the Western Vir- 
ginia Conference in September, 1856; was 
ordained deacon by Bishop Early in Sep- 
tember, 1856, and elder by the same bish- 
op in September, 1860; transferred to the 
North Texas Conference in 1874. He 
served through the war in the Confeder- 
ate army. He was married three times: 
the first time, to Miss Elizabeth Bosh; 
the second time, to Mrs. Louisa Smith, of 
Kentucky; the third time, to Mrs. Jennie 
McDougal, w r ho survives him. Brother 
May took the superannuate relation at the 
Conference held at Dallas in 1903. He 
was a man of marked intelligence and 
strong ability. He preached twenty-one 
years in Virginia and traveled and 
preached thirty-four years in Texas. Thus 
fifty-five years were spent in preaching 
the gospel of Jesus Christ to sinful men. 
Brother May traveled as preacher in 
charge for some years, and was presiding 
elder in the Virginia Conference twelve 
years. He had McKinney Circuit his first 
years in Texas, then Allen Circuit and 
Weston charge, then Rhome for three 
years. He was presiding elder of the 
Bowie District for four years; served 
as pastor of the Aubrey charge thirty- 
two years ago. He died in that tov/n 
among the people whom he had loved and 
served for thirty-two long years. Brother 
, May was a good man, a good neighbor, 
a good, law-abiding citizen. We have but 
few like him. He has led as many sin- 
ners to Jesus Christ as almost any other 
man. Truly a great and strong man has 
fallen. He was sick for about three 
months and a half, and suffered much. 
He had the attention that his good wife 
and neighbors could give him at all times 
during his sickness, besides the best med- 
ical attention that could be had. Brother 
J. W. Tincher and myself talked to 
Brother May in his last hours with ref- 
erence to his welfare in the future. He 



stated that the gospel he preached to oth- 
ers saved him in the last days of his life. 

I have been his pastor for the past two 
years, and I can say that a good, useful 
man has gone to his reward on high. He 
was my friend for years, and I feel poor- 
er by his having left me in this world. 
May his mantle fall on some neighbor 
boy that will magnify the God of Brother 
May. May heaven stoop to smile upcm 
Sister May as the years come and go. 
May she grow in grace until, like as a 
shock of corn is ripe for the earthly 
garner, she may be gathered to the heav- 
enly garner above. As to Brother May’s 
standing among his neighbors, the peo- 
ple loved and respected him in his old 
age; and in attestation of this fact there 
was a large concourse of people at his 
funeral. The Home Mission Society deco- 
rated the church beautifully. Preachers 
present at the funeral were Dr. T. R. 
Pierce, Dr. T. H. Morris, Brother W. D. 
Mountcastle, Brother Smith, Brother 
Bunchanan, and Brother J. W. Tincher. 
These were the pallbearers, and all took 
part in the service, which was very im- 
pressive. Then the I. O. O. F. took charge 
of the body and buried it at Belew Ceme- 
tery. “Servant of God, well done; rest 
from thy loved employ.” — W. B. Bayless. 

James A. Wyatt was born in Decatur 
county, Tenn., October 13, 1850; was con- 
verted under the ministry of Rev. R. R. 
Nelson, at old Nebo, Decaturville Cir- 
cuit, Sunday, August 5 3, 1871; gave his 
name for membership, and was received 
later by baptism into the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, South, in the spring of 
1873; .was educated in the old-time coun- 
try schools; entered Vanderbilt Universi- 
ty in 1875; his health broke down by the 
first of May following, and he had to go 
home, and never returned to college. On 
February 8, 1872, he was married to Miss 
Martha L. Smith, of Perry county, Tenn., ■ 
with whom he lived very happily until her 
death, which occurred January 28, 1874. 
He was licensed to preach July 20, 1874; 
came to Texas in April, 1878, and in No- 
vember, 1879, was admitted on trial by 
the North Texas Conference at Sherman. 
Texas; ordained deacon by Bishop Mc- 
Tyeire, November 9, 1879; ordained elder 
by the same bishop, November 16, 1884. 
He was married the second time to Miss 
Fannie A. Gains, of Red River county. 
Texas. She was a faithful and true 
companion. To this last union were born 
three children, two boys and one girl, 
all still living. Brother Wyatt has been 
faithful and true, beginning, his ministry 
on the Annona Mission in 1*879, and clos- 
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j. ing his ministry on the Brookston and 
l High charge — having to give up his work 
in September of this year, on account of 
_ failing health — making twenty-nine years 
i of faithful work. We never had a more 
_ faithful man in our Conference, working 
~ from the beginning to the last, building 
churches and parsonages, looking after all 
"‘i the interests of the Church committed to 
his care, loving and tender to all he came 
' ; in contact with. On giving up his work 
he came to Paris for medical treatment, 
stopped at the home of an old friend, and 
ihoned me immediately to come and carry 
him to the doctor’s office, which 1 did ev- 
ery day for one week, he all the tim 
growing weaker until he had to give up; 
then he told me to bring the doctor, say- 
ing he wanted to live, not that he was 
v, afraid to die. but wanted to live for the 
1 sake of his children. He often spoke of 
f _ his faith in God, and his readiness and 
willingness to die if it was the will of 
God. One morning, when it seemed that 
* the end was near, he said that he wanted 
to send his brethren of the Conference 
his dying message, which was substan- 
tially as follows; “Tell my brethren that 
. the gospel I have preached for twenty- 
nine years will do to die by,” saying that 
L_ it had been his comfort and stay all 
through the years of his itinerant life. 
Seeing that nothing could be done for his 
’ relief, his relatives and friends, at his 
. request, removed him to Annona, where 
he died on November 11, 1908. A goodlv 
number of his ministerial brethren and 
I ^ \ a host of relatives and friends followed 
his remains to the cemetery and laid him 
by the side of his companion, to await the 
resurrection morning. Thus one of our 
V _ very best men has gone ; but, brethren, we 
- '~j‘ * know where to find him. — J. F. Shenvood.

Edwin L. Beard was born in Cedar 
Hill, North Carolina, in 1831. In 1858 
he settled in Arkansas near the present 
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town of Lonoke. He lived there some 
twenty-five years before he became an 
itinerant preacher, an industrious and 
thrifty farmer highly respected by his 
neighbors, a man of spotless integrity of 
character, often made justice of the 
peace and for eight years county aud pro- 
bate judge. No one knows when he 
joined the Church, but he was a Chris- 
tian all these years and a licensed preach- 
er for a long time, active and useful be- 
yond many. In 1882 he was admitted on 
trial in the traveling connection by the 
Little Rock Conference and appointed to 
the New Edinburg Circuit. He was ap- 
pointed in 1883-4 to Toledo Circuit, 1885 
to Flat Bayou, in r886-7 to Selma, in 
1888-9 to Wallaceburg, in 1890-1 to Cam- 
den Circuit, in 1892-3 to Washington, in 
1894 to Clark, in 1895-6 to Holly Springs, 
in 1897-8 to Alexandria, in 1899-01 to 
Kingsland, in 1902-3 to Sherrill, in 1904 
to Hickory Plains. In 1905 he was placed 
on the superannuate list. He died Feb- 
ruary 9, 1908. He was fifty-one years of 
age when admitted on trial, and he ap- 
peared to be in very feeble health, sal- 
low, emaciated, and walking on crutch- 
es. The general impression was that he 
could do but a very few years’ work. 
But he steadily improved in health and 
was effective for twenty-three years. 
And when he was superannuated it was 
not because of personal disability, bur 
because an aged and severely afflicted 
wife demanded his constant personal at- 
tention. His vigor continued to the last, 
and his death was a sui*prise to all his 
friends. He was a Christian of the no- 
blest type, a saintly man, an Israelite in- 
deed without guile, a living impersona- 
tion of the fifteenth Psalm. He was not 
only free from evil-speaking and evil-do- 
ing, but also abundant in good works. 
He was energetic, industrious, studious, 
prayerful, thoughtful. His intellect was 
vigorous and clear. He had a clear un- 
derstanding of the word of God. He was 
well versed in theology and practical 
philosophy. He was a fine preacher, con- 
vincing, instructive, persuasive.

His work abides. He was the wisest and 
most efficient worker in the temperance 
reform we had among us. He was an 
all-round man. — J. H. Rig gin.

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D. F. C. Timmons was born April 1, 
1847, in Corinth, Heard county, Georgia. 
He was the youngest of seven sons. His 
parents were Rev. William and Mary But- 
ler Timmons. From a child he knew the 
Holy Scriptures, and in his boyhood read 
the best books. When but a boy he was 
convicted of sin, and, yielding to his con- 
viction, sought Christ and was soundly 
converted, and joined the Church of 
which he was ever a faithful member. 
He joined the North Georgia Conference, 
on trial, in 1875. After a few years of 
labor in his native state, as teacher and 
preacher, in 1886 he was transferred to 
the Texas Conference, and stationed at 
Shearn Memorial Church, Houston. In 
1888 he was transferred to the East Tex- 
as Conference, and sent to Tyler. He 
filled the following appointments with 
efficiency and acceptability: Tyler, Pales- 
tine, Marshall, Texarkana, and Pittsburg. 
In May, 1903, while serving Pittsburg 
Station, he was stricken with paralysis, 
and his labors as an itinerant preacher 
ceased; and at the ensuing Annual Con- 
ference he was granted a superannuate 
relation, which he sustained until his 
death, which occurred August 16, 1908. 
Brother Timmons was loved by the mem- 
bers of the pastoral charges where he 
served, and enjoyed the love, confidence, 
and respect of his ministerial brethren. 
As a gentleman he was a model. As a 
minister he was devout, painstaking, and 
always interesting. He was a student, 
and the people enjoyed the full benefit of 
his abundant labors in the realm of 
learning and the great field of literature. 
He was delighted to serve others. He 
was profoundly respectful to those in au- 
thority, genial and affable to his equals, 
and considerate and careful of the feel- 
ings of his younger brethren. Brother 
Timmons was a gentleman of the highest 
type, and every one was at ease in his 
presence. He was a model in his home 
as husband and father. His was a faith- 
ful ministry. The hundreds who were 
converted under his ministry, and the 
thousands who have been under his pas- 
toral care will ever hold him in grateful 
remembrance. We miss him here, and 
the brethren mourn his absence, but we 
are satisfied that his sorrows ceased when 
his sufferings ended on earth, and that 
God has wiped all tears from his eyes. 
The Conference extends to his wife and 
children loving sympathy and brotherly 
condolence in the loss that they have sus- 
tained. — L. M. Fowler. 
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John Pierce Skinner was born in But- 
ler county, Ala,, May 8, 1848; was con- 
verted when eight years old, and at once 
joined the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South. He was considered from his youth 
up a good man. He was called early in 
life to the ministry; was licensed to 
preach by the Quarterly Conference of 
the Pleasant Hill Circuit, Wetumpka Dis- 
trict, Alabama Conference, August 6, 1868 
— Rev. D. M. Hudson, presiding elder. He 
was ordained deacon by Bishop Pierce at 
Corsicana, Texas, in November, 1875; was 
ordained elder by Bishop Key at Bren- 
ham, Texas, September 18, 1886. He was 
admitted on trial into the Texas Confer- 
ence at Austin in November, 1891. He 
served the following charges: Lexington, 
four years; Bellville, four years; Cold 
Springs, one year; Millican, four years; 
Pyburn Mission, one year; Wheelock, two 
years; Travis, one year, and was returned 
in 1907 for the second year, but was un- 
able to render any service, having been 
taken seriously ill on his return home 
from Conference. Brother Skinner served 
two years in the Confederate army. He 
was a good soldier, citizen, husband, 
neighbor, and a faithful local and trav- 
eling preacher. The last six months of 
his life were months of great suffering, 
but he bore it bravely, never complain- 
ing. His last words before going to the 
better world, his heavenly home, were, 
‘The light is breaking.”

Junius Joseph Neville. — May the first, 
1837, December the twenty-fifth, 1907: 
these dates mark the limits of the earth- 
ly life of Junius Joseph Neville, son of 
Henry William and Annie Maria Jackson 
Neville. His maternal grandfather, Wil- 
liam Jackson, was one of the first Metho- 
dist class leaders of the “Old Blue Meet- 
ing House,” Cumberland street. Charles- 
ton, afterwards known as Cumberland 
Church. Brother Neville was reared in 
Charleston, the city of his birth, in a de- 
vout Methodist home, and from his ear- 
liest years knew and loved the doctrines 
of Methodism. Having had the advan- 
tage of sitting at the feet of Bishops Ca- 
pers, Andrew, and Wightman, and Revs. 
Bond English, W. A. Gamewell, and Da- 
vid Derrick, it is not surprising that he 
had a grasp upon the doctrines and a 
profound experience of the truths which 
are emphasized by that Church to the 
service of which his life was dedicated. 
At the age of twelve years he united with 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
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South Carolina 

under the ministry of Dr. John T. Wight- 
man. When the War Between the States 
began, he entered the active service in 
his country’s defense, and fought valiant- 
ly until the conflict was ended. Hearing 
the call to preach, he was not disobedient 
to the heavenly ' vision. In 1874 he re- 
ceived his license from Trinity Church, 
Charleston, S. C., and that same year was 
admitted into the South Carolina Confer- 
ence of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South. He served the following charges:

Thornberry Perrit Phillips, one of 
“the Old Guard” of the South Carolina 
Conference, fell on sleep on February 3, 
1908, at his home in Greer, S. C. There 
was no warning sickness, no token of de- 
cay. He rose from the midday meal, 
walked out to the front porch of his home, 
stopped, silently sank to the floor, and 
after brief unconsciousness was gone from 
earth, gone to the home of the blessed! 
Thank God he was ready. Let us remem- 
ber this sudden summons to one of the 
most faithful amongst us, and so live that 




In 1875, Blackstock Circuit and Mission; 
1876, Anderson Circuit; 1877-9, Walhalla 
and Seneca; 1881-3, Aiken and Langley; 
1886-7, a second term of service at Wal- 
halla and Seneca; 1888, Pacolet Circuit. 
From 1883 to 1886 he was superannuated, 
and again from the close of the year 1888 
until his translation. He left an abiding 
impress upon every charge which he 
served. On Christmas day he heard the 
Master say, “It is enough; come up high- 
er.” On the 16th of November, 1859, he 
was married to Miss Jane M. Sharp, a 
native of North Carolina, who through 
all the years was his faithful and devoted 
helpmeet, and who joined him, ten days 
ago, on the better shore. Brother Neville 
was a man of Christly spirit, faithful in 
every relationship of life. His active 
ministry, though short, was long enough 
for him to win the warmest friends for 
himself, and to lead men to the Friend 
and Saviour of sinners. Even during his 
years of superannuation, his charming 
spirit, genuine piety, and persuasive ear- 
nestness enabled him to bring forth fruit 
in his feebleness and suffering. Brother 
Neville was a good preacher, preparing 
carefully for the pulpit and delivering his 
message with a tender earnestness. As a 
pastor he was w’ise and faithful, and his 
saintliness of character reenforced all his 
labor. Modest and quiet, firm and true, 
he combined the strength of a strong man 
with the gentleness of womanhood. His 
life was a benediction to all with whom 
he came in touch. We have a rich herit- 
age in the memory of his faithful and 
blameless life, a life devoted to Christ, 
whom he loved with a great love. That 
love kept him to the end, and now he sees 
Him whom his soul craved long to see. 
He has left us, but we know where to find 
him. Let us follow on; and when our 
change shall come, we shall meet our 
friend and brother in the paradise of God. 
On the afternoon of December the 26th his 
body was carried by loving friends and 
laid in its last resting place in Silver 
Brook Cemetery, Anderson, S. C., to await 
the resurrection. — P. B. Wells. 



we may be ready when called — be it in f 
a moment or after weeks of wearying suf- 
fering. Brother Phillips was born in 
Greenville county, S. C., July 14, 1845. 
His opportunities for education were few 
— only a few months in youth, and after 
he was called to preach the grown man 
sought needed preparation a little while 
longer. He joined the Church in early 
years, and was an earnest seeker after 
the salvation of his soul. But a call to 
preach accompanied all these efforts, and - 
as he felt he could not undertake such 
high service so unprepared, there was no 
satisfying evidence of acceptance. At last, 
in 1872, he yielded to the call, determined 
to, do God’s will, whatever it might be, 
and was given the witness of the Spirit to 
his salvation. He was licensed to preach \ 
in 1874, and in December of that year was , 
appointed by Bishop Marvin to supply 
Pickens Mission. In December, 1875, he 
was received on trial into the South Car- 
olina Conference and was returned to 
the same charge. For twenty-two years 
he served faithfully and successfully the 
charges to which he was sent — never hesi- 
tating. never complaining, but promptly ' 
and gladly obeying the voice of the 
Church of God. From December, 1897, he 
was superannuated. In this most trying 
relation the same sweet, submissive, 
cheerful spirit marked his life. While 
he had the joy of success in every charge, 
his labors on Pickens Mission were most 
honored of the Spirit, about one hundred 
persons being converted there. Brother 
Phillips was a Christian gentleman, cour- 
teous in manner, kind of heart, consider- 
ate of all men, high or low. He had “com- 
mon sense,” and knew how to help men — 
when in silence to sympathize or in ten- 
der words to comfort or warn. He was 
scrupulously exact in business obligations, 
and would as soon have fallen into any 
gross sin as to contract debt witnout a 
probability of paying it. He was clean 
in life and in lip. No unclean word passed 
from his tongue, nor was his ear lent to 
the unclean words of others. He walked 
in his integrity, and walked with God. 
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He was diligent, laboring steadily to ren- 
c der all the service of a Methodist preach- 
u er. Naturally he won and held friends, 
naturally he led many to Christ. His 
preaching was orthodox, sensible, prac- 
tical, always earnest, often with power 
from on high. He knew Methodist doc- 
trine, and could explain and defend it. 
He believed God, he loved Jesus, he rev- 
erenced the Holy Spirit. As a pastor, he 
was impartial, faithful, sympathetic. 
t ’ Such a ministry could not fail; his min- 
1 istry had large success. On March 30, 
1863, he married Miss Susan Willimon, 
of Greenville county. But one child — a 
sweet daughter — was given them, and she 
soon went back to heaven. The bereaved 
parents adopted an orphan girl, and were 
father and mother to her, and she was a 
true daughter to them. One by one the 
• Methodist preachers of the older type are 
taken from us. It is a great loss. But 
we cannot keep them. Heaven wants 
them, and we must submit. Farewell, 
dear brother, farewell! Thy Master has 
said to thee as he told others in the long 
ago, “Thou hast been faithful, . . . enter 
into the joy of thy Lord.” — J. O. Willson. 

> William Brownlow Gibson. — Only 
twice in all the history of the Soutn 
Carolina Conference have we been called 
on at a Conference memorial occasion to 
\ mourn the decease of nine of our breth- 
ren. It was so at Newberry six years 
ago when we deplored the death of ten of 
our brethren; and it is so at the present 
session of this body. From the youthful 
Gibson, just on the threshold of his hope- 
ful ministry, to the venerable Chreitzberg, 
- the oldest and ripest member of our Con- 
ference — the one dying early in the year 
and the other late — we have suffered loss 
from all the different grades of our mem- 
bership; the young and inexperienced, 
those in middle life and in the midst of 
active and useful labors, and those in 
feeble old age. We are unusually and sad- 
ly bereaved, and take this occasion for- 
mally to say so. Rev. William Brown- 
low, son of the Rev. T. F. Gibson, of the 
> South Carolina Conference, and of his 
wife, Anna S., was born in North Caroli- 
na, September 7, 1881, and died in great 
peace in Lancaster county, S. C., February 
6, 1908. His afflicted father wrote me at 
the time of his death that his son gave his 
heart to God at eight years of age, and 
that he was ever after true to the God of 
his father and mother — the God of his 
r early choice. He was an obedient and du- 
tiful son. His educational advantages 
were good. He attended the Presbyterian 
I College at Clinton for two years, and was 



one year at the South Carolina University 
— a student of law. When about ready 
to be admitted to the bar he felt called to 
preach, and at once obeyed the Divine 
voice. He never afterwards doubted this 
call, nor hesitated to go when the Church 
said “Go.” He was licensed to preach 
July, 1906, and was admitted on trial into 
the South Carolina Conference in Novem- 
ber of the same year. His first appoint- 
ment (Laurel Street, Rock Hill District) 
was the only one he served. On account 
of the rapid failure of his health, imme- 
diately succeeding the last Conference, he 
was never able to reach the appointment 
(Providence Circuit) to which he was as- 
signed. He was happily and suitably 
married to Miss Minnie Plyler, of Lancas- 
ter county — a granddaughter of the cele- 
brated Conrad Plyler — on October 1, 1907, 
whom he left sadly bereaved but sweetly 
and beautifully resigned just four months 
and six days later. His sickness was a 
lingering one of several weeks, during 
which he spoke to his father and to his 
wife words that are now remembered as 
a sweet solace to their sorrow. But dying 
words were not and are not needed to 
comfort them. His harmless and blame- 
less life is the best legacy he has left them 
or could have left them. Though my ac- 
quaintance with our dear young brother 
was necessarily quite brief, I knew him 
long enough and well enough to esteem 
him very highly and to have a warmly 
sympathetic interest in him and his 
youthful wife, and in the ministry and 
mission upon which they were entering 
so hopefully. He died young, but not too 
young. Our heavenly Father knows best, 
and does right. Glory be to his holy 
name! — A. Weber. 

James Jenkins Workman was born in 
the town of Camden, S. C., in the year 
1841. On his mother’s side he was a 
grandson of Rev. James Jenkins, one of 
the pioneers of South Carolina Metho- 
dism. In his boyhood he had the advan- 
tages of good schools in Camden, and his 
academic education was completed at the 
South Carolina Military Academy. Early 
in life he yielded to profound religious 
impressions and soon realized that God 
was calling him to become a herald of the 
cross. He was licensed to preach and was 
admitted on trial into the South Caroli- 
na Conference in December, 1860, at the 
age of twenty. For thirty years he was 
a traveling preacher. Loyally and faith- 
fully he discharged the duties of the itin- 
erant’s life, preaching and ministering the 
comforts and consolations of the gospel 
in the various charges to which he was 
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appointed. Some of his fields of labor 
presented many difficulties, but he saw 
in them the opportunities of service and 
the best years of his life were devoted to 
the self-sacrificing activities of the gospel 
ministry. What pen, what mortal tongue, 
can adequately express the significance of 
such a life of service. We can tell the 
number of the years, and that means 
much; but w’hat of the lives that have 
been made better, the hearts that have 
been comforted, the homes that have 
been blessed with prayer, the seeds of 
truth that have fallen in good ground and 
borne fruit in the after years. In his 
marriage he was greatly blessed. His 
wife was Miss Mary Sullivan, of Green- 
ville county. Her saintly character and 
wise counsels made her a sweet and po- 
tent force for good at her husband’s side. 
She is now sustained by the grace and 
love of her Lord, to whose will she meek- 
ly bows. Three children blessed their 
home, and one of the sons. Rev. J. M. 
Workman, is an earnest and efficient mem- 
ber of the Little Rock Conference of our 
Church. In 1890 increasing infirmities 
necessitated our brother’s retirement from 
the active service, and for a few years 
after superannuation he made his home 
in Arkansas with his son. But the last 
thirteen years of his life were spent at 
Camden in the home of Mrs. W. E. De 
Loache, his only daughter. During these 
years his devotion to his Church was un- 
flagging, and every evidence of her growth 
gave him the keenest joy. Though his 
physical infirmities in later years unfitted 
him for the work of the pulpit, he found 
many opportunities of serving his Lord, 
He spoke frequently and affectionately to 
men concerning the things of the spirit, 
and many of those lowly ones whom 
others might have neglected realized that 
he cared for their souls. He was a dili- 
gent and careful reader of good books all 
his life, and delighted chiefly in the pro- 
foundest works on philosophy and reli- 
gion, history and biography. This indi- 
cates that he ranked among the choicest 
of spirits. But to him the Bible was the 
foundation of mental and moral vigor, 
and the great truths of revelation he made 
the daily food of his soul. It was his 
habit to rise early in order to read long 
and ponder quietly the pages of holy writ, 
and each day he committed to memory 
some of these wonderful words of life. 
With the aid of the various translations 
he sought deeper and clearer insight into 
its treasures of love and light. Such was 
the life and the man. One Sunday in 
the early spring of the year now closing, 
after attending the morning service at 



Lyttleton Street Church and returning 
to his home near Camden, he began to 
feel drowsy and feverish. Next day he 
was worse, and as the days passed he be- 
came rapidly weaker. Every attention 
that love and skili could render was giv- 
en him, but in a little more than a week, 
on the 24th of March, his spirit took its 
flight. I stood beside him when he 
breathed his last. That was a Christian’s 
deathbed. How true to him were the 
words repeated there by his saintly wire: 



‘Jesus can make a dying bed 
As soft as downy pillows are.’ 
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Next day we buried him in the beautiful 
Quaker cemetery at Camden beside the 
graves of his only brother and his grand- 
father, James Jenkins. These soldiers of 
the cross are not alone in that sacred and 



peaceful place. Bivouacked around them 
are others of the same holy war: Samuel 
Wragg Capers, E. J. Meynardie, A. J. 
Stokes, and A. B. Earle sleep there. To- 
gether they await the resurrection morn- 
ing. — G. G. Herbert. 




William Washington Jones was a rare 
genius. Of all the characters I have 
known in the South Carolina Conference 
for the last fifty-one years, he stands out 
alone — conspicuously alone. From what- 
ever point of view in our retrospect he is 
considered, we will find none other like 
him. His physical contour, his mental 
mold, his weird imagination, his style of 
conversation, his general bearing — in a 
word, his entire tout ensemble was abso- 
lutely unique. Devoted to his family, yet 
his affection for them at times seemed 
to an outside observer to be almost pain- 
fully undemonstrative. And so with his 
attachments to his brethren. Genuine, 
and always trustworthy, his best friends 
were liable to mistake his wonted reserve 
for lack of fraternal sympathy and broth- 
erly love. His preaching, like all else 
appertaining to him, was totally unlike 
the preaching of other men. He was a 
man of two books — the Bible and nature. 
From these two opulent sources he ob- 
tained the subject-matter of his pulpit 
ministrations. In the preparation of his 
sermons, or in his indifference to their 
preparation, he utterly ignored all the 
rules and cut-and-dried plans as laid down 
in the books and trusted (a fearful risk) 
to the coming of the divine afflatus and 
the inspiration of his surroundings for 
the success of the message; and while his 
sermons at times were failures, speaking 
after the estimate of men, they were at 
other times overwhelming in their effects 
upon his congregations. I now recall sev- 
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} «ral of his sermons of this latter class. 
One of these was preached at Pine Grove 
camp meeting in Marlboro county when 
he was in his prime. His subject was the 
i prodigal son, and I have never witnessed 
f a more marked effect produced by a ser- 
; mon from any man. Another of these 
sermons was on the passage, “The angel 
of the Lord encampeth around the good 
and just, and delivereth them.” Yet an- 
i' other of these remarkable deliverances 
\ was from the text, “And the darkness he 
" called night.” In each of these discourses 
\ as a word-painter he proved himself a 
master. In the last of the three, particu- 
larly, many of his illustrations, and nota- 
bly his final application of the text, were 
» so original, so startling, and so oppressive 
i that when he closed the congregation 

I seemed relieved of a mental tension mai 
could not have been longer borne. The 
accomplished Judge Archibald Shaw, who 
always heard Brother Jones when he 
could, pronounced this the greatest ser- 
mon he had ever heard. As already as- 
sumed, there has been but one W. W. 

> Jones, and any attempt to imitate him, 
in manner or matter, will prove a morti- 
fying failure. He was a man of extraor- 
dinary independence of spirit. When he 
had delivered his message to a congre- 
gation, whether the effort had been a suc- 
cess or a failure in the estimation of his 
hearers, he seemed utterly oblivious of 
what might be thought of him or the ser- 
mon. And so of the acts of his everyday 
life. He thought for himself, and acted 
in accordance with his own judgment — 
attaching little importance to the approv- 
al or non-approval of his fellow-men. (A 
I commendable spirit when kept within 
| conservative limits; but when allowed to 
| transcend certain bounds, it becomes hurt- 
| ful to a preacher’s influence for good.) I 
I. omit from this memorial tribute all ref- 
erence as to where Brother Jones was 
born or when, or to the numerous fields 
in which he toiled. These are matters of 
small moment when compared with what 
lv we make of life’s opportunities. Brother 
Jones served well his generation by the 
' will of God, and fell on sleep, gently and 
' sweetly, at his home in Waterloo on 
March 7, 1908, in the eighty-fourth year 
of his age. Knowing him as we knew' 
him, we confidently expect to find him 
in heaven, and to be charmed by the re- 
cital, in his own peculiar style, of what 
-‘he has seen and heard and enjoyed since 
| we saw him last. Amen. — W. C. Power. 

John Maxcy Collins, was born in Flor- 
, ence county, S. C., in 1879, and died in 
t Charleston, S. C., March 18, 1908. He 



was left fatherless at an early age. Thrust 
out into the world to provide for himself, 
his was a varied experience. His educa- 
tion began in the rude country school- 
house in a thinly settled rural district. 
Denied many opportunities for improve- 
ment, he gave himself diligently to his 
studies. Through the influence of a godly 
layman, Dr. Pearce, and after careful 
study of the Methodist Discipline, he 
united with our Church. In early man- 
hood came the call to preach the gospel, 
which meant for him a call for prepara- 
tion. With indomitable determination 
and persistent study he prepared himself 
for college. In 1905 he entered the South 
Carolina College, having won a normal 
scholarships in that institution. His dep- 
rivations, the hardships he endured, the 
difficulties he encountered and mastered, 
the friendships he won, “make a story 
which reads like a perpetual miracle.” 
Scorning all props and crutches, he de- 
termined under the providence of God to 
build hi-* own character. Faithful to his 
studies, true to his principles, we find 
this raw country boy developing and un- 
folding like the petals of a rose in the 
genial sunshine. Only recently one of 
his professors and strongest friends de- 
clared in all of his experience he had nev- 
er seen such a wonderful development in 
a young man. He was licensed to preach 
in 1904 by the Florence District Confer- 
ence. While in college he rendered ef- 
fective service in the Green Street Mis- 
sion. His vacations were spent in evan- 
gelistic work. Wherever he went souls 
were touched and saved. He was called 
to the Black Swamp Circuit in May, 1907, 
to fill out the unexpired term of Rev. J. 
B. Campbell, who died in March. The 
same year he was recommended to the 
Annual Conference for admission on trial 
by the Charleston District Conference. 
He was admitted on trial at our last An- 
nual Conference, which met at Gaffney, 
and received an appointment to Hender- 
sonville Circuit. He was to have been mar- 
ried in December last, but death came and 
his betrothed was taken. Broken-hearted 
and disappointed, he turned his face to 
his work, to find the only balm for his 
shattered hopes in earnest toil for the 
Master. He volunteered for the foreign 
field, and was preparing for this service 
when he was called to the eternal home. 
The blessed Father above has made death, 
like everything else, to be beautiful in 
its time. And when a young man has 
tested his powers here and found them 
true and then enters into the larger inher- 
itance above, the transition cannot but be 
beautiful. Living had prepared John 
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Maxcy Collins for death. As a preacher 
he was studious and positive. He was a 
true student of God’s word, and was never 
so happy as when telling and exposing to 
others its truth and power. His career 
though short, according to the calendar, 
will live on in the grateful memories of 
those who witnessed his heroic struggles. 
His life stands as a monument of what 
a poor boy with few opportunities can 
achieve. Fearing the approach of death, 
he left his effects to aid some poor strug- 
gling boy like himself in the battle of 
life. Dying, he has bequeathed to us the 
priceless legacy of a life of faithfulness 
and entire consecration to the Master. —

John Edward Beard. — Just about sun- 
set, in the town of Honea Path, S. C., of 
September 7, 1908, I stood at the bedside 
of a dying friend. Among other things 
he said: “I want you to write my memoir 
at Conference. You know me. Tell my 
brethren I loved them to the last. And 
now I want to say that I am trusting in 
Jesus only. Nothing I have done or suf- 
fered, or tried to do — only Jesus.” Then 
he bade us all good-by, charging all to 
meet him in heaven. Seven hours later, 
the Reverend John Edward Beard entered 
into the rest eternal! We had not a man 
more pious and prayerful, more true and 
trustful, more loving and laborious, more 
conscientious, humble, and faithful, than 
Brother Beard. Pie walked with God and 
to him carried all things, believing, yea, 
knowing, that the Father of mercies would 
help. Pie loved men, especially good men, 
and to brother ministers he gave his 
whole heart. He was a tireless workman 
for his Lord. In city and country, dur- 
ing revivals and at all times, in health 
and sickness, he labored unceasingly. Al- 
most to the point of self-depreciation ho 
was humble. In all life and duty he was 
faithful. What more could mortal man 
be and do? Would that these things 
might truly be said of us all — in the day 
when men shall remember our departure! 
Brother Beard was born in Columbia, S. 

C. , on July 17, 1856. He was trained in 
the way he should go, and in early years 
he showed marked traits of piety and 
joined the Church of his fathers. At the 
age of twenty, he was converted during 
a meeting in Marion Street Church (Co- 
lumbia), conducted by his pastor, Rev. W. 

D. Kirkland, and Dr. George Pearce. 
Soon after, he was called to preach. Pre- 
paring for this holy vocation, he studied 
for some years at Wofford College and 
Vanderbilt University. He was admitted 
into the South Carolina Conference in 



1881, and was appointed junior preacher 
on the Bennettsville Circuit, Rev. John 
W. Murray being in charge. The next 
year he was sent to Charleston City Mis- 
sion — a new work. There, as ever after, 

God honored his ministry. He began in 
an open field. After three years’ service, ■ * 
he left Cumberland Station a thriving 
charge, a tasteful church building, and 
two hundred and twenty-one members. 

Sent then to Belmont Circuit, he found 
four hundred and sixty-three members, 
and he left five hundred and sixty — one , 
year’s work. Darlington Station, his t 
fourth appointment, had one hundred and 
ten membrs, and at the end of the year 
he left one hundred and forty-one mem- 5 
bers and a parsonage. These first years 
were followed by others of success — J 
sometimes more, sometimes less, but al-* , 
ways marked success in winning souls 
and upbuilding his charge. At his last 
appointment. Black Swamp Circuit, de- i 
spite sickness and suffering, he labored 
with tokens of the usual success, until 
pain and weakness demanded his sorest C 
trial — the giving up of his loved employ. 
This endured, and there followed a few j 
months of struggle against disease, then 
he went to the realm where is no sick- 
ness. In 1882 he married Miss Nannie 
Easterling, of Marlboro county, S. C. 
Eight children were the fruit of this T 
union, one of whom was waiting for him 
in the home above. Let us remember the 
others, and the widowed heart. Brother 
Beard was a strong, impressive, orthodox, 
eloquent preacher. His sermons were 
carefully prepared, well planned, well ex- 
pressed, full of sound, fresh thought, and 
were delivered with power from above. 

He was always effective in preaching, y 
often very eloquent — particularly in dis- 
cussing missions or in revivals. As a 
pastor he was unwearying. Rich and poor 
received his ceaseless service. Necessa- 
rily the seals to his ministry were many 
— hundreds, perhaps thousands. It could 
not be otherwise. A man of holy life, of 
childlike faith, of unceasing prayer and 
labor, could not fail. Such was he, and y 
he did not fail. He has entered in 
through the gates into the city, his hands 
have plucked the fruit of the tree of life, 
his feet have walked the streets of gold, \ 
his ears have heard the Master’s “Well ' 
done,” his voice has joined “the songs of 
Moses, the servant of God, and the song 
of the Lamb, saying, Great and marvelous 
are thy works, Lord God Almighty; just 
ard true are thy ways, thou King of 
saints.” Shall we in our day enter into , , 
all this joy? God grant it. — J . 0. Willson. 
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George Robert Shaffer was born in 
Edgefield county, S. C., January 23, 1853, 
r and died in the Methodist parsonage at 
Swansea, S. C., September 10, 1908. He 
w r as of German extraction, and was 
brought up on the farm, where he was 
taught those lessons of industry, frugali- 
ty, and economy "which served him so 
well in the work of the itinerancy. Broth- 
er Shaffer was not converted until he had 
reached the full vigor of young manhood. 
He was converted while all alone in a 
quiet retreat on his father’s plantation, 
where he had purposely gone to com 
mune with God. Here he sought and 
>■-' “found the pearl of great price.” This 
spot w r as ever afterwards to him “the 
/ secret place of the Most High.” Here, 
like Jacob at Jabbok, he wrestled with 
•v God, “and prevailed,” and, like Jacob, re- 
' ceived the new name. Soon after his con 
version he felt that he was called to the 
. Christian ministry, and after some mis- 
givings, by reason of his own conscious 
* limitations, he entered upon that work 
which he faithfully pursued until he was 
called up higher. He entered the South 
Carolina Conference in November, 1888. 
On February 14, 1889, he was married to 
Miss Kate Pawnee Neeley, who, with six 
) children — four boys and two girls — sur- 

> vives him. During the time of our de- 
parted brother’s public ministry — a min- 

> istry which covered a period of the fifth 
part of a century — he was a man of one 
work. He was an evangelist of no ordi- 
nary skill, a faithful pastor, and withal 
a competent administrator of Church af- 
fairs. He was careful about small things, 
and never supposed that the minor de- 

, tails of life were too small to demand 
his attention — especially so if the inter- 
I ests of the Church were involved. Broth- 
er Shaffer was a strong, earnest preacher. 
... He was true to the doctrines and polity 
of his Church — a faithful expounder of 
’ the word of God; he won many souls for 
the Master. He was not ambitious for 
worldly honor; he never sought after 
fame, nor courted public applause. He 
was an humble, modest servant of his 
t Church, a man whose chief ambition was 
to bring men to the knoweldge of Jesus 
1 Christ. I was intimately associated with 
Brother Shaffer for two years; and dur- 
ing that time I learned to know him 
|J well, and to love and honor him as I 
k knew him. He never deceived you, and 
p when in his company you always felt that 
; you were associated with a good man. 
I He was true to his holy calling to the 
last. He kept the pledge of his ordina- 
f tion vows, and his credentials will be re- 
I turned to the archives of his Church with- 



out the slightest stain of reproach or dis- 
honor — as spotless as they were when 
committed to his keeping. His death was 
both sudden and unexpected; his last ill- 
ness was brief and almost painless. He 
himself was not expecting to depart so 
quickly when the summons came. He left 
no last words — none were needed. There 
was no hasty, excited preparation for the 
long journey into the great Beyond,— not 
a word, not a sign. His preparation for 
the long journey into that bourne whence 
no traveler returns covered the period of 
his whole Christian life and ministry. 
When the life here came to an end, a 
better life awaited him on the other side. 
At best, life and death are close kin, and 
only a narrow span separates them. Faith 
gives wings to the soul for its mystic 
exit into the invisible hereafter. 

“Life, ’tis said, is but a vapor, 

Fleeting like the evening shadows; 
Blooming in the early morning, 

Like the early morning flowers. 

“Blooming now, to-morrow fading, 
Fading as the withered branches, 
Touched by hoar frosts and freezes. 

Fade and die — maybe forever. 

“But the human soul, immortal. 

Vigil of two worlds, immortal — 

Like the God who gave it being, 

Seeks a place beyond the shadows. 

“Seeks a rest beyond the river, 

‘Beyond the frost chain and the fever; 
Beyond the ever and the never, 

In the land of the hereafter.’ 

“Rest in peace, departed brother, 

For the warfare now is over; 

Thou hast won the victor’s laurel, 

And the victor’s crown immortal! 

“Never more shall pain or parting 
Touch thy peaceful rest — and neither 
Tramping steeds nor marching squadrons. 
Shall disturb thy peaceful slumbers. 
‘Rest in peace, departed brother, 

In the land beyond the river.’ ” 

Brother Shaffer served the following 
charges: Lexington Circuit, junior preach- 
er, with Rev. J. W. Neeley, 1888-9! Reid- 
ville, 1889-90; Westminster, 1890-1; Pick- 
ens, 1892-3; Princeton, 1894-5; Verdery, 
1896-9; Mullins, 1900-1; Prosperity, 1902- 
3; Whitmire, 1903-4; Hampton, 1904-7 • 
Swansea. 1907-8. He died in the parson- 
age at Swansea, and at his post— died 
with the armor on, “still red with recent 
fight.” He had just completed the last 
of his protracted meetings, and came 
home for needed rest, and found it — the 
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rest that remains for the people of God. 
He was buried at Denmark, S. C. May 
the grace of God be the stay and comfort 
of the widow and of the children! — H. W. 
Bays. 



Abel McKee Chreitzberg. — The Nestor 
of the South Carolina Conference, “the 
old man eloquent,” is no more! Dr. 
Chreitzberg was born in the city of 
Charleston, S. C., December 17, 1820. His 
parents were of German and of Irish ex- 
traction. They were devout people of the 
Methodist faith; and within the sacred 
precincts of old Cumberland Street 
Church the rare boy had his earliest re- 
ligious training. He was given educa- 
tional advantages that were unusual for 
that day; and to the last he was a stu- 
dent, reading widely and to profit. He 
had command of a piquant and graceful 
style, and wrote much for the Church 
papers; while his “Early Methodism in 
the Carolinas” will ever be valued as a 
book worthy of his industry and skill. 
In January, 1839, Dr. Chreitzberg, just 
passed his eighteenth year, was admitted 
into the South Carolina Conference. The 
same year he was married to Miss Anna 
E. Manno, of Charleston. It was bqt the 
beginning of a long and unparalleled ca- 
reer among us, as the brave young itiner- 
ant and his gentle wife went to their first 
circuit, Cokesbury. It may be well, espe- 
cially for the benefit of our younger 
brethren, to note the variety of his work 
within the bounds of an ever-active itin- 
erancy. He served Marion Circuit, in 
1840; Orangeburg, in 1841, and again in 
1864; Cooper River, in 1842; Beaufort 
Mission, in 1843; Chesterfield, in 1844; 
Barnwell, 1845-6, and again in 1854; Wil- 
mington Station, 1847-8; Georgetown Sta- 
tion, 1849-50; Black Swamp, 1851-2; Wal- 
terboro, 1853; Black River Mission, 1855; 
Anderson, 1856; Cokesbury (second time), 

• 1857. Then begins his long district work 
of twenty-three years — one quadrennium, 
1858-61, on Marion District; three years 
on the Orangeburg District, 1865-7 ; a 
quadrennium on the Charleston District, 
1868-71; on the Sumter District, 1874-7; 
Columbia District, 1880-3; Rock Hill Dis- 
trict, 1888-91 — twenty-three years of most 
efficient service in that important office. 
During the intervals of his work as pre- 
siding elder, Dr. Chreitzberg served Bethel 
Station in 1862, and again in 1872; St. 
George Circuit in 1863, and again in 1886; 
Darlington Station in 1873; Newberry, 
1878; Washington Street (Columbia), 
1879; Batesburg, 1884-5; St. Matthew’s, 
1887; Cumberland (Charleston), 1892. At 
the close of this year, at seventy-two years 



of age, and with a record of fifty-four 
years of unbroken itinerant labors behind 
him, Dr. Chreitzberg was placed upon the- 
honor roll of the superannuates. He had 
been an honored and trusted leader among 
us for nearly all of that time — a skillful 
financier; editor for ten years of our 
minutes; delegate to the General Confer- 
ence; the historian of our Methodism; the 
eloquent preacher for great occasions. 
For nearly sixteen years longer Dr. - 
Chreitzberg continued a member of our 
body. He still preached at times with 
great power, and with an unction and 
pathos beyond that of his earlier minis- 
try. Nor was his pen idle. He still de- 
lighted to keep in vital touch with all the 
busy matters of Church and State, and 
wrote much for our own Advocate, espe- 
cially, quite to the last. About a year 
before his death Dr. Chreitzberg had a 
fall that disabled him, and thenceforth 
confined him to his rolling-chair. Yet his 
mind was unclouded, and his spirit all 
the sweeter for the touch of time and 
chastening. Tuesday, October 20, he was 
taken suddenly ill with acute indigestion, 
and at 10 o’clock the following morning 
he passed away. At his own request he 
was buried in Washington Street Church- 
yard, Columbia, near the grave of the 
sainted Bishop William Capers. He had 
reached the ripe age of nearly eighty-eight 
years, and lacked but three months of 
rounding out seventy years of itinerant 
life. He leaves a widow (nee Miss Hat- 
tie E. Kilgore), whom he married in 
1873. There are also surviving him: Dr. 
H. T. Chreitzberg, of the Western North 
Carolina Conference, a son by the first 
marriage; and Messrs. Charles, Arthur, 
and Herbert Chreitzberg, and a daugh- 
tea, Mrs. George S. King, children by the 
second marriage. These are the bare de- 
tails of this long and useful life. Dr. 
Chreitzberg is forever intertwined with 
our glorious history. He was in his long 
career in turn son and brother and father 
of our Conference. He was one of our 
brightest ornaments. Our own Wofford 
College honored herself in the recogni- 
tion of his attainments, and of his power 
in pulpit and with pen, nor has any one 
worn more gracefully or worthily her doc- 
torate of divinity. Dr. Chreitzberg was a 
man of retiring disposition, and one must 
know him well to love him as he deserved. 
He was modest as to his Christian expe- 
rience; but by every token he loved God 
and the blood-bought Church of Christ; 
he served the Master and his brethren 
with all his powers; he ripened most 
beautifully for heaven. One of his “boys’* 
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is glad to lay upon his honored tomb this 
-r simple wreath of heartfelt appreciation. — 
•/. L. Stokes.

Francis Marion Peterson, the third son 
of Dr. Francis Marion Peterson and his 
wile, Amanda F. Shivers, was born in 
a. Greensboro, Alabama, October 29, 1854, 
and fell on sleep March 3, 1908, at his 
# home in Montevallo, Alabama. Reared in 
a Christian home of refinement and cul- 
ture, with all the advantages that come 
^ from such sources, he was soundly con- 
verted at the age of fourteen, and joined 
the Methodist Church at Greensboro, June 
14, 1868. He was educated in the schools 
f ^ of this city, and graduated from the 
Southern University with the degree of 
i _ Master of Arts, in June, 1873. Almost at 
the same time, on July 2, 1873, he was 
licensed to preach by the Quarterly Con- 
’ f ference of Greensboro Station. Taking a 
post-graduate course in his alma mater . 
"*T he received the degree of Bachelor of 
Divinity at the Commencement of 1874. 

> ' Consecrating himself wholly to the work 
of his Lord, he was admited on trial into 
i « ' r the traveling connection at the session 
of the Alabama Conference held in Ope- 
lika. December, 1874. In 1875 he served 
^ Citronelle Circuit; in 1876, the Mobile 
City Mission; in 1877 he was appointed 
assistant preacher of the Franklin Street 
Church, Mobile, Dr. Edward Wadsworth 
being the preacher in charge. In this 
position, young as he was, he served with 
marked ability and efficiency in pulpit 
and pastorate, until the middle of October 
of the same year, when the pressing de- 
mands of the then struggling Southern 
University called him to retire from the 
^ work of the pastorate, which he loved 
and for which he was so w r ell fitted, and 



the remainder of his life was largely, al- 
most entirely, devoted to the cause of 
education, as sub-professor, and after- 
wards as Professor of Ancient Languages 
in the Southern University, and as Pres- 
ident of the Alabama Girls’ Industrial 
School at Montevallo. In connection with 
the work of the Southern University, he 
was for four years, 1880-4, preacher in 
charge of Greensboro Station; from June 
to December, 1892, pastor of the Gains- 
ville Circuit; and from June to Decem- 
ber, 1893, and again from April to De- 
cember, 1896, presiding elder of Greens- 
boro District. He was ordained deacon 
at Greensboro, Alabama, December 10, 
1876, and elder at Tuskegee, Alabama, De- 
cember 21, 1879 — both ordinations at the 
hands of the venerable Bishop Paine. In 
every position, whether as pastor or pre- 
siding elder, as college professor or presi- 
dent, he measured up fully to all its re- 
sponsibilities, and his life was crowned 
with the trophies won in all these varied 
fields. In his pastorates conversions at- 
tended his ministry, and all the depart- 
ments of church life and enterprise were 
looked after and built up. The work of 
the pastorate in our Conference suffered 
great loss when he was called from it, 
but who shall say that the Church was 
not the gainer when he devoted his tal- 
ents to the work of education? The 
Southern University owes its existence 
to-day as much to F. M. Peterson as to 
any other man or influence in its history, 
and that history cannot be written with- 
out giving him large space in its record. 
When he first came to it, it was passing 
through perhaps the darkest period of 
its existence, and for at least one term 
he and the late Professor Grote com- 
posed the entire faculty, and upon their 
burdened shoulders pressed all its weight. 
Nobly he bore it, and God vouchsafed 
unto him to see the fruit of his self-sac- 
rifice in the brighter day which came to 
the college he loved so well and which 
abides to this day. His impress is upon 
a whole generation of its students, and 
no man can measure what the gentle, yet 
strong hand of our departed brother has 
wrought for the Church and the state 
in those young men who at the threshold 
of life came under his influence. As the 
president of the great state school at 
Montevallo, his work of usefulness was 
continued, and it was demonstrated that 
he possessed those rare qualities which 
made him as successful in molding the 
young womanhood of our state as he had 
been in directing its young men. He ex- 
hibited executive ability of a high order, 
and fully met the expectations of those 
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who intrusted him with the care of that 
important institution. He received the 
honorary degree of Doctor of Divinity 
from the Southern University in 1900, and 
that of LL.D. from the University of Ala- 
bama in 1906. December 2, 1880, marked 
a new era in his life, for on that day he 
married Miss Nellie Winston, who was 
henceforth to be the sunshine of his 
earthly life. In this cultured, Christian 
woman our friend found his complement. 
Into the sacred recesses of his home life 
we may not enter, save to say that it was 
an ideal relation, a loving copartnership 
in which each was the trusted and prized 
helper of the other. Theirs was a home 
in which God dwelt. She. with five chil- 
dren, four daughters and one son, sur- 
vives him. May the God of all grace be 
with the widow and children from whom 
he has been taken, and may the mantle 
of the father fall upon the son. Never of 
robust constitution, in 1906 his health 
failed, and in October of that year he 
went to Denver, seeking restoration in 
the healing atmosphere of that wonder- 
ful climate. It was in vain; the seeds of 
death were already sown. In May he re- 
signed his position at Montevallo, and in 
December of the same year was placed 
on the honored roll of superannuates of 
his Conference. Patiently and calmly he 
waited until March the 3d of the present 
year, when his Master said, “It is enough, 
come up higher.” Frank Peterson was a 
highly gifted man. As a preacher he 
was strong, clear, and tactful. Gentle as 
a woman, and yet with courage of the 
highest order where his convictions were 
concerned, he was a rare combination, 
fitted to be a blessing to his fellow-men in 
every relation of life. His usefulness to 
Christ was large, the young people of his 
pastorates, the boys at Greensboro, the 
girls at Montevallo, knew when they came 
in contact with him that they were in 
the presence of one who had drunk deep- 
ly into the spirit of his Lord; one who 
could be trusted and leaned upon, and one 
whose loving heart went out in sympathy 
to them in all their temptations, perplex- 
ities, and trials. It never occurred to 
Frank Peterson to force any man into 
the course of duty. He realized that his 
mission was to persuade men, and this he 
did with great success. We all loved him. 
Those of us who got closest to his great 
heart loved him most. His departure has 
left a void in our Conference, which many 
of us will always deeply feel. We have 
the blessed comfort of knowing that he 
lived the life and died the death of the 
righteous, and it is verily true in his 



case that his “works do follow him.”-

James S. Patton was born in Perry 
county, Ala., May 29, 1829, and died May 
13, 1908, in Gastonburg, Ala. He was 
twice married — the first time to Miss Mi- 
nerva E. Falconer, February 14, 1855, and 
the second time to Miss Mary Falconer, 
December 31, 1867, both marriages occur- 
ring in Eutaw, Ala. He was blessed with 
a large family of children, but only the ' 
five youngest are living: Emma, Mrs. T. 

L. Smith, Dr. E. W. Patton, Mattie Lee, 
and Annie B. In 1846 he was converted 
and became a charter member of the Meth- 
odist church at Brewersvile, Ala. For 
two years he attended the Centenary In- 
stitute, Summerfield, Ala., and in 1850 en- 
tered La Grange College, Ala., where he 
graduated in 1853. In 1852 he joined the 
Tennessee Conference, from which he was 
immediately transferred to the Alabama 
Conference, held in Marion, Ala., Decem- 
ber, 1852. The ministerial life of this 
devoted servant of God covered more than 
a half century, during which time he 
served as follows: Eutaw, 1853-4; Selma, 
1855; disabled through bad health, 1855-8; 
Eutaw Colored Mission, 1858-65; superan- 
nuated, 1865-7; supply for Tishoby, and 
also supernumerary, 1868; Greene Circuit, : 
1869-70; Belmont Circuit, 1871-4; super- 
annuated, 1875-6; Cuba Circuit, 1877-8; 
Belmont Circuit, 1879-82; Cuba Circuit, 
1883-5; Falkland Circuit and Mission, 
1886-7; Belmont Circuit, 1888-90; Havana 
Circuit, 1891-4; Orville Circuit, 1895-8; 
Gainesville Circuit, 1899-1902; Arlington 
Circuit, 1903-5; superannuated, 1906. Cir- 
cumstances forced Brother Patton to con-^ 
fine his labors to one section of the state 
and to one part of the Conference, but 
there is no church nor charge within the 
bounds of the Conference which he could 
not have served most acceptably. During 
the long period of his life and in the nu- 
merous relations into which he was 
brought as husband, father, citizen, and 
minister of the gospel, he was tender and 
true. In spite of years of protracted ill 
health and constant frailty, he owed no 
man anything save love, which he gave 
unstintedly. His judgment, thrift, and 
industry enabled him to supply his fami- 
ly with all the necessities of life and its 
reasonable comforts, and in addition to 
give each one of his children superior ed- 
ucational advantages. His home and gar- 
den, his fields and pastoral charge, showed 
the touch of a careful hand. He was rec- 
ognized in every community as one of 
its first citizens; by every charge as a 
watchful and affectionate pastor; by every 





congregation as a clean, strong, and edi- 

- h fying preacher; by his family for many 

years as both a father and mother. Every 
community in which he lived and every 
church which he served kept him as long 
jj£V as they possibly could. The writer of 
this sketch deems it one of the greatest 
blessings of his life to have been associ- 
ated with Brother Patton for three years. 
Once each quarter, when he had to visit 
the Gainesville Circuit as presiding elder, 
he was always careful to pay a visit to 
the parsonage in Gainesville, where lived 

^ the man of God in the midst of his fam- 
ily and flock. In this home he was always 
, revived in body, mind, and spirit. To 
him the conversation of the patriarch was 
a delight and his association as gentle 
showers upon the parched earth. Never 
shall the time be forgotten when, the con- 

versation bearing upon resignation to 

God’s will, he opened the “Life of Mad- 
ame Guyon” and read the beautiful hymn 
describing herself as God’s bird shut up 
in the bastile and pouring out songs of 
gladness in his ear. He seemed to feel 
that old age and physical infirmities were 

- -v fast caging him, and he evidently had a 

fixed purpose to sing on through them all. 

* Thank God, this spiritual nightingale died 
with a burst of song issuing from his 

_ throat! Several times we heard him say 
that he desired to remain in the active 
work until his youngest child could finish 
her education. This wish was gratified. 
Indeed, his life seemed perfectly rounded 
"n out. If any man ever had a right when 
dying to use the Saviour’s words on the 
- cross, “It is finished,” Rev. J. M. Patton 
had that right. No impossibilities were 
attempted by him. He had no craving for 

* the wealth and position of this world and 
no ambition to sit upon the right or left 
hand of his Lord, but he desired simply 

, to lead a life of service and to let that 
take him where it might. All objects of 
his aim, lying this side the tomb, being 
' * within his power to attain unto, he ob- 
tained them; and his path through life 
„ being one of service, it led him to his God, 
from whom is received the “Well done, 
good and faithful servant!” The last 
eighteen months of Brother Patton’s life 
were those of the superannuate. During 
this time his sufferings were great, but 
his trust, his hope, his faith in the God 
^ he had served so long, sustained him. He 
who had met every trying issue of life so 
^ / calmly, so bravely, so triumphantly, met 
the last enemy in the same way. May 
his spirit abide with the Timothys of the 
T Alabama Conference and his mantle fall 
upon its Elishas, and may his life and 



his death be a rich legacy to his children 
and loved ones! — 0. C. McGehee. 

Alexander Hood was laid to rest in 
the cemetery at Ozark, October 22, his 
remains having been brought thither from 
Summerfield, where he died from apo- 
plexy on Tuesday, October 20. He was 
born in Spartanburg, S. C., August 4, 
1835, and thus was seventy-three years 
of age. He was married to Miss Mattie 
Joiner, of Mobile, Ala., on April 18, 1871. 
He was admitted on trial into the Con- 
ference before the present bounds of the 
Alabama Conference were determined, 
and labored in the early part of his min- 
istry in North Alabama. At the time the 
Alabama Conference was formed he was 
serving in the territory included in its 
bounds, and there remained and 'wrought 
to the day of his death. His appointments 
were as follows: Admitted on trial De- 
cember, 1862; 1863, Murphree’s Valley; 
1864, Jasper; 1865, New Lexington; 1866, 
Bladen Springs; 1867, Suggsville; 1868, 
Cooksville; 1869, Eastern Shore and Fish 
River; 1870, Demopolis. Then in the or- 
der named he served the following works: 
Gainesville Circuit, Choctaw Circuit, Ha- 
vana, Pine Apple, Rocky Mount, Ozark 
Station, Midway, Tallassee, Lowndesboro r 
Abbeville, and Summerfield. Brother 
Hood was a man of spotless character. 
Never was there the least shadow of com- 
plaint against him. His presiding elders 
always answered, “There is nothing 
against him.” And there was not. He 
was a good preacher. His sermons were 
well prepared, and delivered with a great 
deal of earnestness. His soul was in his 
theme, and he labored to impress the 
truth upon his congregation. Sometimes 
his pulpit efforts were marked with a 
great deal of power. The writer heard 
him once at a camp meeting in Choctaw 
county preaching from the text, “For what 
is a man profited if he shall gain the 
whole world and lose his own soul?” He 
swept everything before him. He seemed 
to be carried out of and beyond himself. 
The Holy Spirit came down in great pow- 
er upon the preacher and the congrega- 
tion. The entire audience seemed to be 
moved. Souls were converted and saints 
rejoiced together. The now sainted Pro- 
fessor S. S. Mellen, LL.D., said after the 
service: “I wish I had that sermon in 
print. It jvould have done great credit 
to any of our bishops.” As a pastor, his 
Conference records show that few excelled 
him along that line. He looked carefully 
after all the work of the Church, and 
none of its interests ever suffered from 
his neglect. He always grew in favor 
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with his people, and he often remained 
four years in the same charge. He was 
pleasant in the social circle, and drew 
people to him. But his home life was 
beautiful. Like the Psalmist, he resolved 
to “walk within his house with a perfect 
heart.” His family saw exhibited in his 
daily life the beauties of the Christian 
religion. He loved his home and family. 
What a husband and father! How kind, 
tender, and loving! But he is gone. God 
took him from them, but heaven has 
stronger attraction. Farewell, dear broth- 
er! Some of us are not far behind you, 
and we are coming on, and hope to meet 
you in the sweet by and by. — J. P. Ham- 
ilton.

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J. M. Barnes was born in the state of 
Georgia, September 3, 1832; was married 
to Miss Samantha Gatlin in 1857; was 
licensed to preach in 1854, and served 
several years as a supply in his native 
state. He came to Western Alabama in 
1868, where he remained three years, com- 
ing thence to Lee county, Mississippi. 
Brother Barnes was admitted on trial by 
the North Mississippi Conference in No- 
vember, 1881, and served faithfully the 
following charges: Fulton Circuit, 1882-3; 
Buena Vista Circuit, 1884; Okolona Cir- 
cuit, 1885-7; Shannon Circuit, 1888-91; 
Louisville Circuit, 1892; Prairie Circuit, 
1893-6; Buena Vista Circuit, 1897; Hebron 
Circuit, 1898-9; Tibbee Circuit, 1900-2. At 
the close of the last-mentioned pastorate 
he felt that the weary wheels of life must 
rest, and he was granted a superannuate 
relation, in which he remained till the 
time of his death. He was able to do but 
little preaching after his superannuation. 
The unsaddling of his horse and the lay- 
ing aside of his saddlebags were indeed 
the end of his warfare, and on March 17, 
1908, he calmly passed into the rest that 
remaineth for the people of God. He died 
in Nettleton, Miss., in the midst of friends 
and relatives, his good wife preceding him 
to the glory land but a few days. After 
her death, he seemed impatient to follow. 
He suffered but little, the candle of life 
slowly burning out. He was buried from 
the Methodist church at Nettleton, a great 
concourse of people attending. The fol- 
lowing took part in the funeral service: 
W. S. Shipman, J. H. Mitchell, W. E. 
M. Brogan, T. J. Durrett, A. N. Goforth, 
Brother Alexander, of the Presbyterian 
church, and several neighbors and friends 
from among the laymen, who said many 
things of him as a neighbor and preacher. 
With Masonic honors he was laid to rest 
in the Nettleton cemetery, amidst a wil- 
derness of flowers and a shower of tears. 
His Nettleton friends loved him as a 
father and cared for him with great ten- 
derness. One son, two daughters, and a 
number of grandchildren remain to mourn 
their loss. Brother Barnes was much in- 
terested in young preachers, encouraging 
them to make the best use of their op- 
portunities for education, though he was 
not himself a college-bred man. He had 
a strong mind, given to analysis, and his 
preaching was comprehensive and inform- 
ing. He loved his Church, and took de- 
light in the defense of her doctrines and 
polity. He loved the fellowship of the 
brethren, and found especial delight in at- 
tending the sessions of the Annual Con- 
ference, missing none but the last session 
held before his death. When he found 



that he could not attend, he said with 
evident emotion, “Tell the brethren that I 
cannot come, but I love them.” After the 
Conference session, he inquired of the 
progress made during the year and the 
welfare of his fellow-laborers in the gos- 
pel. Growing reminiscent, he told of his 
supply work in Georgia. At the close 
of the war, he went to his circuit, which 
lay in a fertile valley on the path of Sher- 
man’s march to the sea. The scene that 
greeted his eyes was one of devastation 
and ruin. The brick pillars upon which 
prosperous farmhouses once stood were 
like the blackened stumps of a denuded 
landscape; the towering chimneys, like 
silent monuments of the dead. Here he 
found a sad but heroic people, dwelling 
amidst memorials of glory and desolation, 
their souls hungering for the gospel of 
peace. Great results attended his minis- 
try, and to the hour of his ascension he 
believed and proclaimed the gospel as the 
power of God unto salvation for every one 
that believeth. — W. S. Shipman. 

Abner Potts Sage, son of Travis and 
Rachel Sage, was born in Middle Tennes- 
see, November 19, 1827. While he was 
yet young the family moved to Marshall 
county, Mississippi. Here Abner grew to 
manhood on a farm, engaged in farm la- 
bors, receiving such education as his own 
diligence and the common schools could 
afford. At the age of sixteen he was con- 
verted at Salem Camp Ground, in Tippah 
county. At a Quarterly Conference of the 
Holly Springs Circuit, in 1853, he was 
licensed to preach; and in October of that 
year, being then about twenty-six years 
old, he was admitted on trial in the Mem- 
phis Conference, at Grenada, Miss. Two 
years later he was received into full con- 
nection and ordained deacon by Bishop 
Kavanaugh, at Memphis, Tenn.; and two 
years thereafter, in 1857, he was ordained 
elder by Bishop Paine at Holly Springs, 
Miss. In those early years of his minis- 
try he served the Chulahoma Circuit, 
Commerce Mission, Concordia Island, and 
Randolph Circuit. In 1862 he joined the 
Confederate army and was commissioned 
a lieutenant in the Twenty-first Tennes- 
see Regiment. Health having failed, he 
was discharged from the army, and in 
1863-4 he served the Chulahoma Circuit. 
The next year he was supernumerary. 
This year of ill health he lived with his 
brother and sisters in Cockrum, Miss. 
Brother Sage was first married to Miss 
Simpson, who lived but a few years. 
About 1865 he was married to Mrs. Cot- 
ton, a cultured and saintly woman, who 
but for her feeble health, was an ideal 
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wife for a Methodist preacher, being a 
constant source of help and inspiration 
to her husband. In 1866 Brother Sage 
was for the third time pastor of Concordia 
Circuit; in 1867-8, he served Ebenezer and 
Coldwater; 1869-70, Senatobia and Luxa- 
homa. At this time, by a change of Con- 
ference boundaries, he became a member 
of the North Mississippi Conference. In 
this Conference he served the following 
stations: Sardis, Kosciusko, Corinth, Du- 
rant, Winona and Carrollton, Vaiden. 
Senatobia, Batesville and Wesley, Verona 
and Tupelo, Wesley Chapel (Water Val- 
ley), and Clarksdale. About the year 
1887 occurred his marriage to Mrs. Lizzie 
Cook. This union was felicitous but 
lasted only a few years, when the wife 
died. From 1888 to 1895 Brother Sage 
was appointed successively to the follow- 
ing circuits: Lewisburg, Tibbee, Stark- 
ville, and Columbus. In 1896 he was in 
charge of Booneville Station, and the two 
years following on the Starkville Circuit, 
where he finished his itinerant labors, 
1898, thus giving to the work forty-two 
years of active service. In 1902 he was 
hanpily married to Mrs. Shell, of Houston, 
Miss., by whom he is survived. This ex- 
cellent lady has been the main stay and 
comfort of his declining years. Most of 
the time he has been a confirmed invalid, 
and most faithfully and conscientiously 
did she perform her duty in nursing and 
caring for him. The end came peacefully 
on May 21, 1908, at Houston. The span 
of his life was eighty years, six months, 
and three days. According to reliable in- 
formation, he was from his youth to the 
end of his days truly honest, sincere, con- 
scientious. He was a deeply pious man, 
of much faith and prayer. Abner P. Sage 
was a true man. He was above medium 
size, built for endurance. His mind was 
clear and comprehensive. He was a vig- 
orous thinker, of decided convictions and 
fearless in defense of what he conceived 
to be right. He was a strong preacher, 
a faithful pastor. Too bluntly honest to 
be always popular as a preacher, his sin- 
cerity was never questioned. The nobility 
of his nature commanded respect every- 
where. In the cemetery at Starkville he 
awaits the resurrection of the just. — W. S. 
Harrison. 

Isaac Wilburn Hickham was born in 
Sullivan county, Tenn., March 7, 1864, and 
died at Weir, Miss., May 31, 1908. His 
parents were JohD and Rachel Hickham. 
They were good Methodist people; his 
father 4or many years was a zealous and 
useful exhorter. Isaac was left an orphan 
at an early age. his mother dying when 
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he was two years old, and his father when 
he was ten years old. He was the young- 
est of several children. His early train- 
ing was on the farm and in the country 
schools. When still quite young he deter- 
mined to have an education, and left the 
farm and entered Kingsley Seminary in 
his native state. By going to school one 
year and. teaching the next he was enabled 
to complete the school course there. He 
afterwards entered Emory and Henry Col- 
lege, Virginia, in which institution he fin- 
ished his school work. He w r as a close 
student all his life. At the age of seven- 
teen years, he was converted and joined 
the Methodist Church. He felt from his 
childhood the call to preach. We find that 
lie was admitted on trial into the Holston 
Conference in 1886, was ordained deacon 
in Asheville, N. C., by Bishop Hargrove, 
October 7, 1888. After serving five years 
in the Holston, he transferred to the St. 
Louis Conference, and was ordained elder 
by Bishop Wilson, at Sikeston, Mo., Sep- 
tember 27, 1891. He was a member of 
that Conference three years, serving Prai- 
rie and Blodgett circuits and Commerce 
Station; then, finding that the health of 
his young wife required a milder climate, 
he came back to his native Tennessee, 
transferring to the Tennessee Conference 
in 1894. During his nine years in that 
Conference he served the following 
charges: Waverly Station, Castalian 

Springs, South Street (Nashville), Cen- 
terville Station, Erin Station, and Dech- 
erd. In 1903 he was transferred to the 
North Mississippi Conference, and served 
the following charges: Water Valley Cir- 
cuit, and at the end of three months was 
moved by his presiding elder to Charles- 
ton Circuit, which charge he served that 
and the following year; in 1905, Gunni- 
son; 1906, Courtland Circuit. Here he 
had a long sickness, and at the close of 
the year his presiding elder asked for him 
the superannuate relation. This did not 
meet his wishes at all. He did not be- 
lieve he was a superannuated man; but 
when the Conference granted it, he ac- 
cepted the action of his brethren in a 
sweet spirit. Alas! his brethren knew 
better than he. He was never well again. 
He moved at once to Weir and occupied 
the Superannuate Home there, where he 
died. He made a fine impression on our 
best people there. They were kind to him, 
and he requested to be buried in their 
town. Brother Hickham was married 
twice: first, to Miss Lora Hall, of Blounts- 
ville, Tenn., October 17, 1889, who died 
in August, 1902, leaving two children. 
On October 5, 1904, he was married to 
Miss Pearl Sullivan, who, with one child. 
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I survives him. He was a strong preacher. 

> He loved to preach, and preached so long 
as he was able — preaching his last time 
the first Sabbath in April last. He was 
appreciative of kindness and loved his 
friends. He was a kind husband and fa- 
ther and loved his home and family de- 
votedly. His sickness was of months’ du- 
ration. He was patient and gentle in it 
all, and was ready when the end came. 
“Peace to his ashes .” — John W. Bell. 



Thomas J. Wilson, son of M. H. and 
S. J. Wilson, was born in Alabama, July 
19, 1861; was educated at Double Springs 
High School and Farmers’ College, Ala. 
He was converted in 1875, and was li- 
censed to preach in 1895 by the District 
Conference at Oakman, Ala. He was ad- 
mitted on trial in the North Mississippi 
Conference at West Point, in December, 
1900, and at the same time and place or- 
dained deacon by Bishop Hargrove. He 
was received into full connection at Tu- 
pelo in December, 1902; ordained elder 
by Bishop Galloway, at Kosciusko, in 
December, 1904; and died at Blue Springs 
Circuit parsonage, Belden, Miss., June 13, 
1908. Brother Wilson served the follow- 
ing charges: Shelby and Merigold, 1901: 
Carrollton Circuit, 1902-3; Courtland Cir- 
cuit, 1904; Lamar Circuit, 1905; in 1906 
he transferred to the Alabama Conference 
and served the Peach Tree Circuit; in 1907 
he returned to the North Mississippi Con- 
ference and served Belmont Circuit, and 
began his appointed work on Blue Springs 
Circuit in 1908. On April 16, 1899, at 
Plymouth, Miss., he was happily married 
to Miss Julia Johnson, who, with four 
small children, is now in deep sorrow on 
account of his death. She says of him: 



“Pie was all to me — always so kind and 
true; and oh! how hard it is to give him 
up!” Brother Wilson’s development and 
efficiency as a preacher and pastor was 
largely interfered with by continuous 
poor health. He was never physically 
fully equal to the work of the itinerancy, 
though he was far from being a weak 
preacher or an inefficient pastor. Those 
who heard him preach say that his ser- 
mons were not only preeminently scrip- 
tural, but strong in thought and forcefully 
delivered. On Belmont Circuit he did a 
splendid work. It was beautiful to see 
the devotion of hiqiself and wife to this 
very difficult field. His people at Blue 
Springs loved him and lament his death. 
He was apparently in better health, and 
was hopeful of a successful year, but the 
Lord saw fit to call him from the midst 
of his labors. His last illness lasted but 



two days. He ceased at once to work and 
live. A good man, a faithful servant, has 
gone to his reward. — W. C. Harris. 

R. G. Porter. — Thousands of hearts 
were saddened when word went out that 
“Gilderoy” was no more. The wit, humor, 
good cheer, and brightness of earth are 
greatly the less because he is no longer 
with us. I feel greatly honored that he 
called for me in his last hours and select- 
ed me to conduct his funeral, and that I 
am allowed to voice for his family and 
his friends the grief that is ours in his 
taking off — an honor I have because we 
loved each other with a great love. In- 
deed, I feel warranted in saying that after 
the wife of his bosom I was closer to him 
than any mortal being. Notwithstanding 
the difference of our ages, our friendship, 
beginning in my youth, has grown in 
strength with all the passing years. After 
a brief illness of three days from locked 
bowels, on Tuesday morning, October 6, 
he was hurried to Dr. Maury’s Infirmary, 
in Memphis, for an operation; but he ar- 
rived there practically dead and too late 
for earthly skill, and at 6:30 p.m. the day 
of his arrival he passed into the beyond. 
On Wednesday morning, October 7, his 
remains were taken to Starkville, Miss. 
At 2 p.m. October 8 his funeral was con- 
ducted by the writer at the Methodist 
church, when feeling remarks were made 
by his lifelong friends, Dr. T. C. Wier and 
Rev. W. S. Harrison, and by his presiding 
elder, Rev. John H. Mitchell; and at 3 
p.m. he was laid to rest in the Starkville 
cemetery. Fifteen ministers were pres- 
ent, as were friends from many places. 
Robert Gilderoy, son of William B. and 
Esther S. Porter, was born in Sumter 
county, Ala., February 15, 1839. At the 
age of two years his parents moved to 
the southeast part of Pontotoc county, 
Miss., where he grew to manhood. In 
his own language, he was “educated at 
home without help,” and “was converted 
at home, in bed, about midnight in Febru- 
ary, 1847, when about eight years old.” 
He was licensed to preach by that great 
doctrinal preacher and thinker, Moses J. 
Blackwell, August 15, 1858. He was ad- 
mitted on trial into the Memphis Confer- 
ence at Trenton, Tenn., in November, 
1858; admitted into full connection at 
Aberdeen, Miss., and ordained deacon by 
Bishop Pierce, and ordained elder private- 
ly by Bishop Paine at Aberdeen, in 1863. 
He was probably elected to elder’s orders 
by Conference in his absence on duty as 
army chaplain and ordained when it was 
convenient for him to be at home. His 
appointments while a member of the Mem- 
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phis Conference were as follows: 1859, 
Okolona Circuit; 1860, Fulton Circuit; 
1861, Middleton Circuit; 1862, Fulton Cir- 
cuit and a private in the Confederate 
army; 1863-4, chaplain Tenth Mississippi 
Regiment; 1865, chaplain General W. F. 
Tucker’s Brigade till the surrender of the 
Confederate armies, when he served Hous- 
ton Circuit as a supply till Conference; 
1866-9, Houston Circuit; 1870, Verona Cir- 
cuit. After the organization of the North 
Mississippi Conference, at Water Valley 
in November, 1870, he served as follows: 
1871-4, Crawford Circuit; 1875-8, Colum- 
bus District; 1879-82, Verona and Tupelo; 
1883-6, Aberdeen District; 1887, Colum- 
bus District; 1888-91, Senatobia; 1892-4, 
Pickens Circuit; 1895-6, Black Hawk Cir- 
cuit; 1897-9, Minter City and Strathmore; 
1899, Ripley and New Albany; 1900, Gren- 
ada District; 1901-2, Oxford; 1903-4, Du- 
rant; 1905-6, Lula and Lyons; 1907-8, 
Prairie Circuit. In 1894 he was a mem- 
ber of the General Conference at Mem- 
phis. Thus he served the Church in al- 
most every possible place and in every 
kind of pastoral charge. At the last ses- 
sion of his Conference he was invited to 
preach at the ensuing session a sermon 
commemorative of the completion of his 
fiftieth year of service as a traveling 
preacher, and he had carefully prepared 
himself for that occasion; but he will 
observe the semi-centennial anniversary 
in the Beyond. On September 25, 1860, he 
was married to Miss Helen J. Walton, who 
survives him. Ten children were born of 
this union: Clifton B., Helen Dee (Mrs. 
T. W. Woodward), Bess Allen, William 
Barton, Mary Gordon (Mrs. C. M. Porter), 
Alice May (Mrs. F. P. Hawkins), Robert 
Gilderoy, Jr., Marvin, Barnett Bledsoe, 
and Kendall. Of these children the first 
died in infancy, and Marvin died August 
6, 1907, under most pathetic circum- 
stances — dying with no one near him ex- 
cept his young wife at a mountain tele- 
graph office in the Rocky Mountains. The 
others survive, and all, except Mary, were 
present at their father’s interment. First 
and foremost, Gilderoy was a preacher. 
If it be the function of the preacher to 
expound the Bible, then he was the great- 
est preacher I have known. As an ex- 
pository preacher he was unsurpassed, 
and I think unequaled. It may be bold 
to make such a statement of one known 
only in our Southern corner of our coun- 
try, but I make and stand upon the state- 
ment. He knew and loved the Bible. He 
knew its historical facts. He grasped and 
understood its great doctrine. He could 
translate these ancient oracles into the 
language of the street, the market, the 



nursery, and the home. He spoke with 
an eloquence that pleased the cultured 
imagination of the scholar and thinker.’ 
He could use the homely speech of the 
common man; and then, with a skill 
equally as masterful, he could adapt him- 
self to the comprehension of a child. I 
have heard no greater utterances than 
his exposition of Matthew xxviii. 19, 20, 
or the sublime prayer of the apostle in 
Ephesians. I have seen a very few great- 
er metaphysicians and philosophers, but 
no expositor of the Book whom I have 
known even approached him. He grasped 
and loved those statements of scriptural 
truths which we call Wesleyan Arminian- 
ism. In his childhood he belonged to 
White Zion Presbyterian Church, midway 
between Tupelo and Pontotoc, and attend- 
ed Sunday school there. Perhaps the fact 
that he thought his way from Calvinism 
to Arminianism served to strengthen his 
grasp upon the great difference between 
these two schools of theology. He used 
to tell me that his understanding of free 
agency and universal atonement had been 
greatly aided by hearing M. J. Blackwell, 
who seems to have been a preacher who 
was great to the appreciative few. What 
a great hearing he afterwards had through 
Gilderoy! Brother Porter was also a great 
student of Bledsoe. To me the chief pow- 
er of his preaching lay in his Christology. 
He loved the human Christ, our Elder 
Brother, tempted in all things as we are, 
and being able to understand us and suc- 
cor us. He revered and preached the 
divine Christ — God let down into the gen- 
erations of men, God made manifest and 
dwelling among men. As a theologian 
he was content to expound the Book, nei- 
ther adding to nor taking from. As a 
thinker he was, in the main, content to 
follow the great fathers — perhaps too 
much so. This trait of mind perhaps les- 
sened his power of leadership with the 
few, but greatly enlarged the reach of his 
influence. Yet he emphatically had the 
mental courage both to think and to ut- 
ter what he thought, and he was often at 
war for opinion’s sake. A considerable 
portion of his life was spent in controver- 
sy; but he fought opinions and not men, 
and to a large extent his conflicts were 
saved from rancor both by his genial 
humor and large-minded charity. Of 
course the majority of people know him 
best as a writer. An able and distin- 
guished Mississippi lawyer once made in 
my presence a severe criticism upon Gil- 
deroy’s writing, but ended by saying he 
always read everything he saw from Gil- 
deroy. Gilderoy was greatly amused 
when I told him of this, for the legal gen- 
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tleman’s conclusion destroyed his argu- 
ment. Gilderoy had the mother wit to 
know how to compel reading. There is 
a striking similarity between the mental 
cast and popularity of Gilderoy and Bill 
Arp. Whatever else we may say of them, 
they were emphatically read. Little of 
Gilderoy’s writing was studied, and it was 
rarely revised. When a “letter came to 
him,” whether to a paper or a friend, it 
was at once written as it came to him; 
and the “first edition” was ready for the 
press in thought, diction, spelling, punc- 
' tuation, and chirography. This sponta- 
neity doubtless accounts for much of their 
point and freshness. But when occasion 
arose he could and did write and revise 
> most carefully and effectually. His books 
of humorous stories have had and still 
t have wide circulation, and thousands have 
been cheered, amused, and interested by 
his famous letters. He was at fault for 
not doing more studied and formal wait- 
ing. I often urged him to write a work 
on Romans, of which his pulpit exposi- 
tions were so luminous, and just before 
his death he had declared his purpose of 
trying his hand in a “restatement” of 
Methodist doctrine. He was of slight 
build and frail health. He suffered phys- 
ically, but his mind was ever master of 
his body. All who have heard of him 
know of his ready wit, his unfailing hu- 
' mor, and his genial sociability. He was 
a most affectionate and devoted father, 
this trait of his character leading him to 
constant and helpful friendship to young 
men. To help and inspire young preach- 
ers was with him an abiding passion. He 
• wrote to them, advised them, gave them 
books. He loved all children, and knew 
their thoughts and spoke their language. 
He had greatness of mind and heart to 
have friendships — a gift denied to many 
men. His genial, social nature brought 
him into continued and living contact 
with men, and those worthy and congen- 
ial awoke a strong affection. My love for 
r him was the great factor in all our inter- 
course. His cheerful philosophy never 
failed him. He was never dissatisfied 
and never complained. All his appoint- 
ments suited him, and his cheerfulness 
was so invincible that one could scarcely 
refrain from wondering whether it was 
simply congenital and temperamental, or 
whether it was a philosophy born of the 
- consciousness of a manly greatness which 
was above all surroundings and condi- 
tions. He was above pretense, and had 
the simplicity of genuine greatness. He 
was charitable in his respect for the feel- 
ings and opinions of all men. He cher-

Such a noble virtue so long main- 
tained is the highest tribute that can be 
expressed to the real greatness of his 
heart. Forty-eight years of romantic 
love, considerate devotion, and loyal ten- 
derness tell the tale of Gilderoy’s real 
heart history. Of all his virtues, the 
chief and crown of all was his devotion 
to his noble wife. He was one of the 
most devoted husbands I have ever known, 
if not the most. Gilderoy, the genial, 
unique humorist, the loving friend, the 
unpretending, simple man, the meek 
Christian, the bold prophet, the sparkling 
writer, the luminous expositor, the orig- 
inal thinker, the tender father, the chival- 
rous, devoted husband, is gone from us 
forever. We shall not look on his like 
again. Because he has gone there is for 
us all less of cheer, less of love, less of 
brightness, less of all good.

Ignaties Few Griffith was the son of 
Rev. James Griffith, M.D., and was born 
in Butler, Taylor county, Ga., January 
4, 1851. He was married to Miss Emma 
Pyron, also of Taylor county, December 
12, 1871. His wife and four children sur- 
vive him. He was reared in a home ded- 
icated to God, for both father and mother 
were pious. He never forgot his Chris- 
tian mother’s influence, although she died 
when he was only seven years of age. He 
was converted and joined the Church 
when he was six years of age, and he was 
licensed to preach at the age of seven- 
teen. He filled regular appointments 
from this time until he joined the South 
Georgia Conference in 1886. After becom- 
ing a member of our Conference he filled 
the following appointments: Byron, three 
years; Cataula Circuit, four years; Tal- 
bot Circuit, three years; Shellman, two 
years; Plains, three years; Second Street, 
Macon, three years; Unadilla, one year; 
Broad Street, Columbus, two years; Bibb 
Circuit, one year. At the last session of 
our Conference, in Brunswick, Brother 
Griffith obtained a supernumerary rela- 
tion and went to Colorado, hoping to im- 
prove his own health by the change, and 
desiring to place his suffering, dying 
daughter, who had preceded him in quest 
of health, under the parental roof and 



brighten her life with the tender minis- 
trations of father and mother. His hope 
of personal improvement was destined to ^ 
disappointment, as the climate proved to ’ 
be too severe for him. Nor was he per- ' 
mitted very long to minister to his sick 
daughter. The Lord had planned for him | 
to be an advance guard for his lovely 
Hattie, and to await her coming for fiveV* 
brief months in the beautiful bowers of 
Paradise. His death was very sudden. 

He retired on the night of February 15, 
1908, it being Saturday night, and re- 
marked as he did so, “I want to be ready 
for to-morrow’s work.” But ere to-mor- 
row came the order was issued by the 
Master he had served so long, “Cease 
from thy labor and enter into the joy of 
thy Lord.” His body rests at Mancos, 
Colo., by the side of the daughter he 
went to comfort and if possible nurse 
back tb health. There is something pa- L 
thetic in the fact that these two highly m 
esteemed Georgians, father and daughter, 4 
are sleeping in that far away western 
state, where lofty peaks covered with per- 
petual snow have robbed their many ' 1 
friends and fellow-Christians in their glo- j 
rious native state of the blessed privilege 
of looking down upon the mounds that 
contain their dust; but to offset it is < 
that other glorious fact that whether the 
servant of God dies in the North, in the 
south, in the east, in the west, on the 
land or on the sea, the escorting angels 
know where to find him, and they also 
know the way back to the golden city of 
God where his prepared mansion is wait- 1 
ing for him. Dr. John B. McGehee, of 
honored and long standing among us, in 
his splendid tribute to Brother Griffith, 
with whom he had been intimately asso- 
ciated in frienly, brotherly, and official 
relationship, made appropriate use of the 
following words: “It matters not when or 
where we die and are buried if we die 4 j^ 
in the Lord. Colorado, Georgia, every 
earthly sepulcher, are alike near to the I 
abode of the God-built city. Once ab- 1 
sent from the body, the saved ascending 
soul never misses the way. Walking • 
through the valley of the shadow of 
death, a Divine rod supports and guides > 
his tottering steps. To such a soul, 
though eye and ear be closed and sealed... 
there comes the cheering message of the 
Christ, ‘I will not leave you comfortless. 

I will come again and receive you unto 
myself, that where I am there you will 
be also.’ ” Brother Griffith was a man of 
deep consecration, flawless character, and 
profound piety. He was a man who loved 
men, and was eagerly desirous of show

ing that love by bringing Christ to them. 
He had an intense longing to save souls, 
rather than to win reputation as a preach- 
er. It was the joy of his life to be in a 
revival, presenting the plan of salvation 
and helping people into the kingdom ot 
Christ. He was at home at camp meet- 
ings, and allowed no one to surpass him 
in touching and searching for the un- 
saved. Who among us that knew him has 
not been impressed with his earnest, un- 
ostentatious but effective striving after 
the lost? If Jesus Christ came to 
seek and to save the lost — and we know 
he did by his own confession — then Ig- 
natius Few Griffith was a man after 
Christ’s own heart. Multitudes could 
arise from country, town, and city within 
the territory of our beloved South Geor- 
gia Conference and own him as their spir- 
itual father. After all, this is the great 
work of our ministry, to bring the human 
family into saving fellowship with Jesus 
Christ. Hence that preacher may be 
counted in the loftiest sense successful 
who, by the best use Of the endowment 
God has given him, reaches the largest 
number of people, touches their hearts 
and saves them from the curse and de- 
struction of sin. According to this stand- 
ard of measurement, we have had no more 
successful itinerant among us in a quar- 
ter of a century than Ignatius Few Grif- 
fith. The brethren all loved and honored 
him, intrusted weighty responsibilities to 
him as a man of fine judgment and clear- 
cut religious experience, and they feel dis- 
tinctly the loss which has come with his 
death. We will see him no more at our 
annual gatherings nor stand by his side 
in the midst of the battle for our Lora 
on hotly contested fields, but if ever by 
the shifting changes of life any of us 
who have known him shall stand by the 
lonely grave amid the towering peaks of 
Colorado, we will uncover our heads and 
bend our knees and voice a prayer to God 
that a double portion of the spirit of Ig- 
natius Few Griffith may rest upon us. 
Peace to your ashes, brother, till we meet 
“where the surges cease to roll!” — W. W. 
Seals. 

Philemon C. Harris was born of pious 
parents October 27, 1825. He came to 
young manhood somewhat better equipped 
for the conflicts of life than the average 
young man of his time. Strong, vigor- 
ous, ambitious young man though he was, 
and conscious that success awaited him 
in other lines of endeavor, he recognized 
and obeyed his call to the ministry. So 
on November 3, 1849, at the age of twen- 



ty-four, he sought and obtained license 
to preach. For a few years he held the 
relation of local preacher, but later sought 
and obtained admission to the Confer- 
ence on trial. December 7, 1854, he was 
ordained deacon by Bishop Capers. His 
credentials show that on December 16, 
1855, he was ordained elder by Bishop 
Early. For thirty-seven years he was on 
the effective roll, and his very nature held 
him in the thick of the fight. Strong in 
his convictions, resolute in his purpose, 
bold and aggressive always, he gave him- 
self without reserve to the work and 
problems of the Church he loved so well. 
Her toils were his toils, her sacrifices 
were his sacrifices, and her triumphs 
were in some measure his triumphs. As 
a preacher Brother Harris held a high 
place. With an unquestioning faith in 
the word of God, with a clear conception 
of the plan of salvation, he pressed his 
cause always with a boldness and frank- 
ness that won the confidence of his hear- 
ers, and that won friends and converts 
for his Church. When the need was 
great and the great West called for vol- 
unteers bold enough to grapple with those 
pioneer conditions. Brother Harris trans- 
ferred to Arkansas and for a while ren- 
dered valuable service in the establish- 
ment of Methodism in that state. Two 
years later, after consulting with Bishop 
Pierce, whose judgment he greatly re- 
spected and whose memory he loved to 
the end, he returned to his home Confer- 
ence. Brother Harris was not permitted 
to finish his Conference relation in the 
actual work. Worn by service, weakened 
by ill health, his name, about nineteen 
years ago, was referred to the committee 
on conference relations. Since then the 
soldier spirit has been as strong as ever, 
but his soldier form has been missed 
from the field of battle. He came down 
to the end at Smithville, Ga., February 
16, 1908, full of years and service, and 
fell on sleep as gently as the day sinks 
to rest. His faithful wife, who in heroic 
patience had walked with him during all 
the years of his itinerant life, preceded 
him to the home beyond about two years. 

Gordon Tabbor Roberts was born in 
Screven county, Ga., April 2, 1858. He 
was converted in early life, and at the 
same time felt the call to preach. He re- 
sisted this for several years and sought 
in the distractions of business to get rid 
of the impression, with the usual experi- 
ence of trouble and unrest. Convinced 
at last of his duty, he yielded, and joined 
the South Georgia' Conference at the ses- 
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sion of 1887. He served the Church faith- 
fully and efficiently, and except for a few 
months lost on account of family afflic- 
tions, continuously, from the time he en- 
tered the Conference till his health failed, 
in 1904. He was serving the Stillmore 
Circuit at this time, and at the following 
Conference superannuated. He remained 
in Stillmore, suffering much and constant- 
ly declining in strength, till December 8, 
1907, when he entered into rest. The rec- 
ord of his Conference service is as fol- 
lows: Laurence Circuit, 1888; Mount 

Pleasant Circuit, in Glynn county, 1889; 
Cusseta, 1890-91; Marion, 1892; Fort 
Gaines, 1893; Springvale, 1894-5; Wrights- 
ville, 1896; Bibb, 1897; Byron, 1898-9; 
Bibb again, 1900-1; Swainsboro Circuit, 
1902-3; Stillmore Circuit, 1904. Just after 
the Conference of 1889, he was married 
to Miss Margaret Gignilliat, of Glynn 
county, who was a faithful and helpful 
companion to him during all the succeed- 
ing years. Five children were born to 
them, all of whom died in infancy or 
childhood. These repeated bereavements, 
with their crushing burden of sorrow, 
impaired the health and at times threat- 
ened the life of the mother, and seriously 
hindered the work of the father. But 
God’s grace was sufficient for them, and 
throughout these fiery trials they came 
with enriched spirits, and bound to heaven 
by stronger ties. Brother Roberts was of 
the stuff of which heroes and martyrs 
are made. He was a hero of the cross. 
He was loyal to truth, devoted to duty, 
and fearless in his advocacy of right and 
condemnation of wrong. And to these 
sterner virtues he added a modesty and 
humility that disarmed opposition and 
drew men to him. The gospel that he 
preached fed his own soul, and the fruits 
of the Spirit were increasingly manifest 
in his life and character. The work of 
such a man abides, and its worth to the 
world cannot be computed by our scales 
and measures. It is not seen in reports 
and statistical tables. But we may be 
sure that the Master, looking upon it, 
says, “Well done.” And that is enough. 
— T. B. Kemp.

M. A. Thurman was born near Wesville, 
Simpson county, Miss., July 20, 1868. He 
was converted at an early age and joined 
the Baptist Church, and was a true and 
faithful member for several years. In 
1894, during a revival meeting conduct- 
ed by Rev. B. H. Rawls, he joined the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, and 
in a few months was licensed to exhort. 
In 1895 he was licensed to preach at 
Stein’s Creek, by Rev. C. McDonald. In 
1896 he was admitted on trial into the 
Mississippi Conference, and served the 
following charges: Homewood, 1896; 

Hillsboro, 1897-8; Pleasant Grove and 
Whitestown, 1899; Mount Carmel, 1900-1; 
Vancleave, 1902-3; Carriere, 1904. In De- 
cember, 1904, he transferred to the Texas 
Conference, and remained in that Confer; 
ence two years. In November, 1906, he 
transferred to the West Texas Conference, 
and was appointed to the Menardville 
charge. Here at Menardville his health 
failed, and feeling that his work was near- 
ly done, and wishing to return to his na- 
tive home and Conference, he transferred 
back to the Mississippi Conference in 
November, 1907, and was appointed to the 
Hamburg charge, where he was doing a 
fine work, and where he was much be- 
loved. Brother Thurman died at Ham- 
burg, Miss., April 28, 1908. While his 
death was sudden and unexpected to many 
of his friends and -brethren, it was not 
to him nor to his immediate family. For 
some time before his death he often spoke 
of dying, and always expressed himself as 
being ready and willing to go if it was 
the Master’s will. Brother Thurman was 
married to Miss Mary E. Mullican, in 
1886. This union was blessed with four 
children. These children, with their 
mother, are left to mourn their loss. 
Brother Thurman was a good man, a good 
preacher, a diligent and self-sacrificing 
pastor, a kind husband and father, a use- 
ful citizen, a true friend. His labors were 
blessed of God in the conversion of many 
souls. “Well done, good and faithful serv- 
ant; enter into the joy of thy Lord.” — 
J. H. Foreman. 

James Adolphus Moore, son of Amzi 
Moore, was born August 29, 1853, near 
Marion, Ala. His father belonged to 
that sturdy class of small farmers from 
which have come some of the best speci- 



mens of Southern manhood. The home 
in which he was reared was of the typi- 
cal Methodist sort — one in which the fire 
was kept burning on the family altar and 
the Bible, read more than reasoned about, 
was the sufficient rule of faith and prac- 
tice, while obedience to law and respect 
for authority were taken as a matter of 
course. In this wholesome atmosphere 
the boy grew up, “increasing in years and 
stature and in favor with God and man.” 
Soundly converted in youth, for him “to 
live thenceforth was Christ.” Soon after 
his conversion he felt the call to the min- 
istry and with it a solemn sense of obli-». 
gation te make ready for this holy office. 
To this end he prepared himself, under 
difficulties, for college. Entering the 
Southern University, he soon won and 
held a high place in the esteem of both 
faculty and students, graduating with 
credit in the class of 1880. The year fol- 
lowing he had charge, as principal, of 
Marion High School, and in 1881 he was 
admitted on trial into the Alabama Con- 
ference. The next two years were given 
to the itinerancy, after which he was 
elected professor of mathematics in his 
alma mater. From this time he devoted 
himself to teaching as a life work, though 
he kept up his Conference relation, and 
was ever ready to serve the Church in 
the ministry of the word. In 1888 he 
was honored with the degree of Ph.D. by 
the Illinois Wesleyan University, and in 
1894 was called to the chair of mathemat- 
ics in Millsaps College, a position which 
he filled with distinguished ability until 
his death in 1908. November 26, 1885, Dr. 
Moore was married to Miss Lily, a daugh- 
ter of Rev. Dr. Cox, of the Alabama Con- 
ference. To them were born six children, 
four sons — Willard, Martin, James, and 
Ross — and two daughters, Mary and Lily 
Hunter, who a few weeks after the death 
of their father were doubly orphaned by 
the death of their mother. The life of a 
teacher seldom presents many points of 
interest to the general public. Often, in- 
deed, his most valuable service is of that 
subtle kind that cannot be told in words. 
Some applause he may win in the class- 
room, some reputation, perhaps, among 
those who are engaged in his own life of 
studies, but the work which tests his real 
worth — the work that abides — can be ap- 
preciated only as it is seen in the after 
lives of his pupils; the fruit of his labors 
being gathered after many days. What 
impression Dr. Moore made upon the stu- 
dent body and upon his colleagues may 
be learned from the following extract 
from an “Appreciation” published in the 
Millsaps College Annual for 1908: “It 
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would be in doubtful taste to speak in 
eulogistic terms of one whose dominant 
characteristics were simplicity and exact- 
ness. And yet Dr. Moore will be always 
associated in our minds with those loved 
and rememberable teachers, real or imag- 
inary, that are met with in our reading 
of English and other literatures. He was 
not Dr. Arnold, but Dr. Arnold himself 
had no greater gift of rectitude, no loftier 
standard of life, personal or professional, 
than did he; he was not a counterpart of 
the master in the ‘Deserted Village,’ and 
yet Goldsmith’s gentle dominie inspired 
no truer devotion, no more loyal admira- 
tion than did Dr. Moore among those who 
from time to time came under his tuition. 

. . . In the school-room, on the cam- 

pus, on duty or at leisure, he was always 
the same — kind, earnest, dignified, sim- 
ple, candid, a man who knew what he 
thought and meant what he said. A pe- 
culiar value attaches to the judgment 
passed by a student body upon a teacher 
they have known for many years. Pecul- 
iarities of dress, speech, or manner may 
challenge college caricature, but in the 
long run he who stands the test of col- 
lege scrutiny and receives the stamp of 
college approval may generally be trusted 
anywhere. Before this court Dr. Moore 
stands unimpeached: the college wit even 
in his most rollicking mood never attrib- 
uted to him anything that was little or 
low r .” As a preacher Dr. Moore was sys- 
tematic, simple, and scriptural. He had 
little patience with some phases of what 
sometimes vaunts itself as “Higher Crit- 
icism.” To him God’s word w T as the word 
of God authoritative, final, and the arti- 
cles of our faith sacred truths, not mere 
subjects for debate. Reserved in public, 
he was genial and pleasant at home and 
in the social circle, yet always well up 
to the Wesleyan standard, being “never 
unemployed, never triflingly employed.” 
During the last year of his life our broth- 
er walked almost hourly in the shadow 
of death. In the spring of 1907 he suf- 
fered a slight stroke of paralysis. Again 
in the fall of that year a more severe at- 
tack occurred, necessitating for a time 
the discontinuance of his work in the 
schoolroom. Thereafter he ventured to 
teach only at intervals. The end came 
suddenly. Though quite feeble, he attend- 
ed a recitation of his class at 3 o’clock 
p.m., and upon his return home had hard- 
ly entered his room when he fell upon 
a bed in a coma, and died the following 
morning, April 2. This brief sketch may 
fitly conclude with another extract from 
the college Annual: “While Millsaps Col- 
lege stands the memory of Dr. Moore 



will be honored and revered. In the hearts 
of his old pupils he will have his own 
place always, and in college tradition he 
will stand out a figure distinct in every 
lineament, himself ‘to the finger-tip’ — 
‘not Launcelot nor another.’ ”

Charles Robert Taylor was born at 
Seaboard, North Carolina, November 29, 
1855; converted in 1867; licensed to 
preach in 1874; joined the Virginia Con- 
ference in November, 1878; married to 
Hattie Winfield Weaver, December 11, 



1878; and died August 27, 1908, at Fre- ^ 
mont. These dates outline the life of a 
faithful and consecrated servant of God. 
Charles R. Taylor was a man of convic- 
tion and one who ever had the courage 
of his convictions. When a young man he 
felt called to preach. The conviction 
grew on him, and he answered the call 
when only a lad. Soon after joining the 
Virginia Conference he heard the great 
cry for men of courage to carry the gos- 
pel into the far West. Following his con- 
viction, he transferred to the Arkansas 
Conference, where he gave four years of 
faithful service. An instance in his life 
on the frontier is characteristic of the 
man. His field was a purely missionary 
one — few members, no congregations. 
But souls were there, and he longed to 
reach them and be instrumental in saving 
them. How to do it was the problem. It 
was cotton-picking time, and there was 
to be a contest in a neighboring commu- 
nity. Every one was paid for his serv- 
ices, and a premium given to the one pick- 
ing the most cotton. He entered the con- 
test unknown. At the close of the day he 
was hailed as the king cotton-picker. In 
the midst of these congratulations he 
made himself known as the Methodist 
circuit rider, and invited them all out to 
hear him preach. After this, the “cotton- 
picking preacher,” as he was called, never 
failed of a good hearing in that commu- 
nity, and was a favorite with all the peo- 
ple. He was happy and successful in 
these missionary labors, but after four 
years failing health compelled his return. 
He was never physically strong, but after 
a year’s rest he was able to continue his 
ministerial work. He did not preach the- 
ories, but the great fundamental facts he 
knew so well; and with all the conviction 
of a prophet of old he declared the whole 
council of God. He knew not how to 
smother the truth for personal praise, 
but like every good physician who gives 
the proper medicine to counteract the dis- 
ease, he studied his congregation and 
preached sermons calculated to correct 
errors and destroy delusions. Sometimes, 
therefore, he was criticised, but always 
by man. He ever felt that God approved 
his work. Brother Taylor was a man of 
love. He had a great heart, a passion for 
souls. He loved humanity. His heart 
sought the lost. His prayers, contribu- 
tions, and personal attentions found the 
needy. His only desire was to be helpful 
to his fellow-man. He responded to Paul’s 
exhortation: “Let this mind be in you 
which was also in Christ Jesus; who be- 
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ing in the form of God, thought it not 
robbery to be equal with God; but made 
himself of no reputation and took upon 
himself the form of a servant, and was 
made in the likeness of man.” He loved 
his friends — fickleness found no place in 
his affections. The writer claims the 
honor of being one of these, and I ever 
found him true, constant, and confiding. 

I love his memory for the heart-to-heart 
talks we have had. He was not forward, 
rather reserved, and only those knew him 
best who took the initiative in this mat- 
ter of acquaintance. He loved his fam- 
ily. His was a happy home, a place 
where daughters and son and father and 
mother love to dwell; where the tired 
soul and body, after loving labors for his 
Lord, could find rest. Sister Taylor, a 
true helpmate, Robert R., the only son, 
and three daughters, were most congenial 
home companions. While they mourn 
their loss, they thank God for the life and 
love of the head of their home, and are 
following his Christian example. Brother 
Taylor was a man of God. His life was 
consistent. He lived Christianity six days 
and preached it the seventh. Even those 
who wanted to criticise him conceded his 
Christian character. That silent influence 
emitted by every life went forth from his 
to bless his fellow-man. Death had no 
sting for him. I saw r him several times 
during his last sickness. Even then his 
thoughts were about his work. Like our 
Saviour, in his last hours he thought not 
of himself, but of others. In life, in 
death, he gave every assurance of con- 
secration, resignation, and salvation. 
Charles R. Taylor served the Church in 
the Arkansas Conference 1878-81, in the 
Virginia Conference 1882-92, and in the 
North Carolina Conference 1893-1908, the 
time of his death. Several times during 
his ministry failing health compelled him 
to give up temporarily the itinerant work, 
and Wanchese High School on Roanoke 
Island is a monument to his labors as a 
teacher. “Servant of God, well done.” — 
R. L. Davis.

Joseph Norwood was born in Lee 
county. Miss., near Verona, October 5, ■ 

1851, and died of apoplexy in West Tam- 
pa, Fla., January 3, 1908. He was con- 
verted early in life, and was educated in # 
the common schools and Southern Uni- V 
versity, Greensboro, Ala. He was li- 
censed to preach at home, and joined the 
Texas Conference in 1877, and was im- 
mediately transferred to the West Texas 
Conference and appointed to the Mexi- 
can missionary work, serving on the low- 
er Rio Grande. He was happily married 
at the close of his first year, October 10, 

1878, to Miss Alma Penn, who through 
the long, toilsome years of his mission- 
ary career, though in delicate health, X „| 
stood by him nobly, counting all things I \ 
but dross that she might advance her ' Jf 
Redeemer’s kingdom. Brother Norwood 'h 
gave full proof of his call to the mission- M 
ary work, by labors abundant on the 
Mexican border and in Mexico as pas- ^ 
tor, teacher, editor, and presiding elder 
for thirteen years. In the year 1890 he ,, 4 
was appointed by the American Bible I 
Society, after the death of Rev. William 1 
M. Patterson, its agent, to Venezuela and 
Colombia, South America. For ten years, 
in the midst of physical suffering and 
broken health by malarial attacks and 
dyspepsia, he traveled and preached and 
distributed the Bible, the leaves of the 
tree of life which are for the healing of 
the nations. Exposed to many dangers — 
and persecutions, his very life many ^ 
times in danger at the hands of religious 
fanatics, through wars and revolutions, — 
he was able to say, “None of these move I 
me.” When he came to our Cuban work ■ 
a few years ago, with his intellectual cul- 
ture, extensive experience, perfect mas- ^ 
tery of the Spanish tongue, deep piety, 
and passion for souls, we all hoped for 
many years of splendid service and re- * ’ 
suits; but just at that time when the 
prospects seemed brightest, his position r 
as teacher giving him better access to 
the children and the homes of his peo- 
pie, he was cut down. The good results l 
of his labors, however, in Ybor City and . 
West Tampa abide. Many strong traits 
adorn the character of our brother. He 
had the gentleness and tenderness of a ' 
woman, and at the same time the in- 
domitable will power and courage of a ' 
hero. The children and the poor loved 
him, and at his funeral while their tears < 
fell they sorrowed most of all that they 
should see his face no more. He was a 
strong and attractive preacher, accepta- 
ble in any pulpit in the land. Our broth- 
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er is survived by his wife and one son 
I and four little foster children, two boys 
[ and two girls, whom he brought from 
I Colombia, South America. It was his 
I purpose to educate them for mission 
work in their far-away southern home, 
•v Two of them are in college — Segundo, 
the eldest, is at Southern College. It is 
the desire of Sister Norwood to carry 
out the purpose of her husband so that 
_ during the years to come he may have 
representatives in the land of the South- 
/ era Cross, to which he gave the best years 
^ of his life. “The memory of the just 
smells sweet and blossoms in the dust.”

William Fletcher Alexander was 
born in Allen county, Ky., November 21, 
1833, and passed from the earthly life at 
his home in St. Petersburg, Fla., January 
19, 1908. He belonged to a fiamily of 
Methodist preachers. His maternal 
grandfather w'as Rev. Charles H. Holi- 
day, agent of the Methodist Book Con- 
cern at Cincinnati eighty years ago, and 
his parents, Amzi and Elizabeth Holiday 
Alexander, had seven sons, three of 
whom became ministers of the gospel. A 
fourth son, Dr. Charles Alexander, 
though not himself a preacher, gave to 
the ministry of our Church his gifted 
son, Rev. Gross Alexander, S.T.D. The 
three preacher brothers, Rev. W. F., 
Rev. Robert R., and Dr. Frank Alexan- 
der, were all consecrated and eminently 
faithful men in the ministry of our 
Southern Church. Brother Alexander 
was graduated from the Ohio Wesleyan 
University in 1857. He taught for some 
years, and in 1869 joined the Louisiana 
Conference. He was married in 1873 to 
Miss Emma Jeffries, who bore him one 
child, Marcus M. Alexander. After the 
death of his wife in 1875 at Denton, 
Tex., where he was then preacher, he 
returned to his native state, and was a 
member of the Louisville Conference till 
he came to Florida in 1884. The rela- 
tions 'between himself and his son were 
most beautiful. He would speak with a 
mother’s pride of his boy, and that boy 
was almost like a lover in his attentions 
to his father. Three years ago he took 
the superannuate relation, and about the 
same time he was married to Miss Mary 
Bruce, of Vanceburg, Ky. His wife is 
w r ell known in our Church, having served 
ten years as a missionary to Brazil, and 
ten years as superintendent of the wom- 
an’s work among the Cubans at Ybor 
City. This proved to be a happy wedded 



life, as both were of scholarly tastes 
and of deeply spiritual views of life. Our 
brother continued his lifelong habit of 
close and critical study of the Bible to 
the last evening of his life. He was in 
the midst of a new and searching exami- 
nation of the old Book, having read from 
the first of Genesis, with all the marginal 
references, to Isaiah, and had just com- 
pleted his study of the forty-third chap- 
ter. In the first part of that chapter are 
these beautiful words: “I have redeemed 
thee; I have called thee by thy name; 
thou art mine. When thou passest 
through the waters, I will be with thee: 
and through the rivers, they shall not 
overflow thee.” And so the Lord let his 
child rest, with his own sweet word of 
promise making comfortable the couch 
in the last long slumber. At an early 
hour on the Sabbath morning he took 
his departure. He was not sick, and, as 
we suppose, did not have even one mo- 
ment of suffering. He was well and act- 
ive all of Saturday. In the evening he 
and his wife devoted some time to the 
study of the Bible in Spanish. At ten 
o'clock they retired, when Brother Alex- 
ander seemed to be in the best* of health 
and spirits. Twice through the night 
his wife observed that he was sleeping 
well. When she awoke near six o’clock 
she noticed him breathe deeply several 
times, and asked him if he was suffering 
in any way. He said he was not, but a 
few moments later she found him un- 
conscious and sinking into death. Thus 
ended suddenly his beautiful and devoted 
Christian life. Brother Alexander was 
a classical scholar and an earnest, clear 
preacher of the gospel message. He was 
much beloved as a pastor and friend, 
and greatly esteemed by his brethren. 
He was chaste and elegant in all his bear- 
ing, and was a model of humility and de- 
votion to Christ. In the chamber of 
death there was no confusion, no pain 
or struggle, and no bitter tears. As a 
babe falls to sleep in its mother’s arms, 
so my sainted friend, whom I knew and 
loved for many years, was permitted to 
fall on sleep, and to enter the rest which 
remains for the people of God. His life 
had been long and useful, and he simply 
dreamed himself out of the earth-shad- 
ows into the clear light of an eternal day.

Charles David Ward was born Jan- 
uary 26, 1860, three miles from Beach 
Grove, McLean county, Ky. He was the 
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son of R. M. and Elizabeth Ward, who 
were members of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, South, and grandson of Rev. 
James Ward, one of the pioneer Metho- 
dist preachers of Kentucky. His early 
training was of the best. He was bap- 
tized by Rev. J. S. McDaniel in 1868. 
He was converted under the ministry of 
Rev. M. M. Hunter, and received by him 
into the Church at Beech Grove, Ky., in 
1873. He was called to the ministry 
when about niDe years of age. He re- 
sisted this call nearly nineteen years. 
In 1889 he was wonderfully blessed in a 
meeting held by Rev. E. E. Joiner, now a 
missionary in Brazil. He was licensed 
to preach at McGee’s Chapel, Beech 
Grove Circuit, by Rev. H. M. Ford, D.D.; 
admitted on trial at Morganfield, Ky., in 
September, 1889; received into full con- 
nection and ordained deacon by Bishop 
Wilson at Cadiz, Ky., in September, 1891; 
ordained elder by Bishop Galloway at 
Elkton, Ky., in September, 1893; trans- 
ferred to the Florida Conference in 1893, 
and served Taylor Mission, Lake Worth 
Mission, and Clermont Circuit. At the 
end of that year he returned to the 
Louisville* Conference. He married Miss 
Adelia B. Cherry, April 27, 1897. He 
was received by transfer from the Okla- 
homa Conference by the Florida Confer- 
ence held at Palatka, Fla., December 12- 
17, 1906, and sent to the Delray charge 
for 1907. Rev. Frank M. Thomas, in a 
letter to me, said of him: “He was a 
splendid, true man, and did effectual 
work until his health gave way some 
years ago.” Rev. S. W. Lawler, who was 
his presiding elder, said of him: “He 
was a good man, deeply pious, a good 
preacher, and was succeeding well in his 
work.” He was superannuated by the 
Conference held at Tampa, Fla., Decem- 
ber 12-16, 1907. Sister Ward, in writing 
of him, said: “Being in poor health, he 
was not prepared to stand the shock 
when our little girl Mary Elizabeth died.” 
This shock so crushed him that his health 
failed rapidly, and five months later, the 
middle of April, 1907, he was confined to 
his bed, and was never able to be up 
again. Through all this time he grieved 
for the beautiful young life so soon 
closed. About ten days before his death 
he had an experience that was in every 
way satisfactory to him, and he became 
reconciled and could say, “It is all right.” 
He was happy in anticipation of the 
great change. As Charles Wesley sang, 
so could he: 



“We for his sake count all things loss; 
On earthly good look down; 

And joyfully sustain the cross 
Till we receive the crown; 

Longing to see that happy coast. 

And reach the heavenly land.” 

He regretted that he could not say good- 
by to his aged mother so far away. When 
his suffering was most intense he would 
often say, “For our light affliction, which 
is but for a moment, worketh for us a 
far more exceeding and eternal weight 
of glory.” On the morning of Feb- 
ruary 7, 1908, he was in great agony 
for an hour; then, looking up as though 
he saw something that held his mind, his 
expression changed from that of suffering 
to that of joy. Then he closed his eyes, 
and was gone. 

“The voyage of life’s at an end. 

The mortal affliction is past, 

And he is gone to be 
Forever with the Lord. 

Amen let it be. 

Life from the dead is in that word, 
’Tis immortality.”

Enoch H. Giles was born in Chester 
county, South Carolina, July 5, 1836, and 
died in Arcadia, Florida, October 24, 1908. 
He was a Christian from his earliest 
childhood, he himself having often said 
that the first thing that he could remem- 
ber was praying. At the age of ten he 
moved with his parents to Florida, where 
he spent the remainder of his life. In 
1858, at the age of twenty-one, he was 
called to preach, and was admitted on 
trial at the following session of the An- 
nual Conference which met in Jackson- 
ville, December 15, Bishop Andrew pre- 
siding. That year he was sent to Nas- 
sau Mission, possibly the hardest work 
of the Conference at that time. The fol- 
lowing year he served as junior preacher 
under J. C. Ley on the Micanopy Circuit. 
The years 1861 and 1862 were spent serv- 
ing the Hillsboro Circuit. From Hills- 
boro Circuit he went in 1863 to Sante 
Fe Mission. During the year 1864 and 
part of 1865 he was chaplain in the Con- 
federate army, going out with the Florida 
troops; but in the fall of 1865, the war 
being over, he came back and resumed 
his labors in the Conference. The years 
1866-7 were spent on the Brooksville 
Circuit. It was while here he was mar- 
ried to Miss Trentham, who lived but a 
few years, dying in 1870 and leaving 
him one child. From Brooksville Cir- 
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' lv *cuit he went to Crawfordville Circuit, 
which he faithfully served for two years, 

- 1868-9. From 1869 to 1871 he served 
Brooksville charge. The years 1872-3 
were spent as presiding elder of Tampa 
District. In the latter part of tbe year 

y 1873 he was married, for the second time, 
to Melvida Wells, who survives him, hav- 
ing labored faithfully at his side for 
more than thirty-five years. From this 
_ union there are three living children. 
During the years 1874-5 he served the 
/ Alafia Circuit; and from there he went 
to the Bartow Circuit, serving it two 
years, 1876-7. At the Conference of Jan- 
uary, 1877, he located, and remained in 
local ranks four years; but in the fall of 
1 1881 he was readmitted, and was appoint- 
ed to Leesburg Station, serving it dur- 

— ing the years 1884-5. The four years be- 
tween 1885-9 were spent on Melrose Cir- 

^ cuit; and from 1889 to 1902 he served 
Clear Water Circuit. 1893-4 were spent 
u at Apopka; from Apopka he was ap- 
pointed to Oviedo, serving it for three 
years. He went from Oviedo to Punta 
Gorda, where he labored during the years 
1898-9. From Punta Gorda he went to 

— Stark for the years 1900-1. His last ap- 
pointment as a traveling preacher was 
Bloomingdale, which he served during 
the year 1902. In the fall of 1902 he 
superannuated, and for one year lived 
in Orlando; after which he moved to 
Arcadia, where he continued to live 
until the 24th of October, when, after 
a short illness in which he suffered 
little, he peacefully fell asleep. Brother 
Giles’s life was a long and useful one. 

" Who can estimate the value of his con- 
tribution to mankind? Eternity alone 
can reveal it. A man of a bright, warm- 
hearted nature, he won people to him by 
his open friendliness and kind sympathy, 
and impressed all with the guilelessness 
y of his heart and the simplicity of his 
faith. One of the best tributes that could 
be paid to a man was paid him by one 
of his children. In talking to the writer, 
she said: “We all had unbounded confi- 
dence in my father’s religion.” Indeed, 
in every hour of trouble or sickness the 

- children sought the father’s prayers, for 
they felt that he was intimate with God. 

* It was the writer’s pleasure to have 
Brother Giles in his charge for months 
_ at a time; and while he has talked with 
him by the hour, no harsh word of criti- 
cism of his brethren did he ever hear 
come from his lips. No discontent or 
sourness was ever manifest, but he had 
f ' ever the attitude of one who had “fought 






a good fight” and was but waiting for 
the crown. As we came together in the 
church for the last tribute of respect and 
love, the writer was impressed to speak 
from the words, “He that believeth in 
me, though he were dead, yet shall he 
live”; for he felt that the power and in- 
fluence of such a life could not die. And 
upon that beautiful Sabbath afternoon, 
as we laid his body to rest, we knew that 
the soul of our dear brother, already 
raised from the death of sin, had but en- 
tered upon its real life. — J. B. Mitchell. 

Emory J. Holmes was born in the 
state of Connecticut, January 10, 1840, 
and passed away September 3, 1908, at 
Peacock, Georgia. Brother Holmes em- 
braced religion while a youth, and began 
thus early to prepare for the work of the 
Christian ministry, teaching school that 
he might secure the necessary funds for 
his intellectual equipment as a minister 
in the Church of God. He exercised his 
talents and gifts as a local minister for 
eight years, and, in his thirty-eighth 
year, became a member of the Florida 
Conference, wherein he served circuits 
and districts until throat disease forced 
him to desist. Brother Holmes was an 
earnest and effective speaker: careful 

preparation was his habit, and when he 
appeared in the pulpit the people knew 
he had a message from God for them. 
His style was plain and direct, and many 
were caused to thank God for the earnest 
and honest efforts he made to help and 
bless men. He was a good man, and 
did much good, and his brethren and 
neighbors cherish the memory of his 
life and labors as a precious legacy. Sick 
and suffering for thirteen months with 
rheumatism, he often expressed a desire 
to depart and be with Christ; and when 
the moment of release came, he gathered 
up his feet in death and departed to be 
forever with the Lord. 

Edward Wilson. — We regret that the 
information we have concerning our 
dear Brother Edward Wilson is very 
meager. He was readmitted into the 
Florida Conference, after many years out 
of the active work, about twelve or fif- 
teen years ago; but his health was feeble, 
and his advancing age made it necessary 
for him about ten years ago to take a 
superannuate relation; and after many 
years of suffering, God released him. He 
might say with Job, “Wearisome nights 
are appointed unto me,” and his days 
were often full of pain; but he was al- 
ways bright and cheerful, and those of 
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us who knew him remember his sunny 
face and happy smile. Many years have 
passed since he met with us in our an- 
nual session: w'e have missed him, but 
we shall see him again, and “in the 
sweet by and by we shall meet on that 
beautiful shore.” 

John S. Crandell was born in Larue 
county, Kentucky, January 26, 1849; 

v was converted and joined the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, under the min- 
istry of the Rev. M. M. Hunter, of the 
Louisville Conference, November 6, 1880; 
was married to Miss Helen Davis Eu- 
bank, September 15, 1881. To this union 
four children were born, two girls and 
two boys. The two girls died in infancy; 
the two boys, John B. and Lawrence H., 
are still living. He was licensed to 
preach November 6, 1880, by Rev. G. H. 
Hays, D.D., and the following year trav- 
eled as a supply on Peytonsbury Mission, 
Columbia county, Kentucky. October 13, 
1881, he was admitted on trial into the 
Louisville Conference, and was appointed 
• to the Wayne Circuit, Wayne county, 
Kentucky, which charge he served two 
years. He was ordained deacon by Bish- 
op Hendrix at Russellville, Ky., Septem- 
ber 26, 1886, and elder at Morganfield, 
Ky., by Bishop Keener, September 9, 1889. 
He served the following charges in the 
Louisville Conference: Wayne Circuit, 

two years; Sharon Grove, three years; 
Owensboro, two years; Livermore, two 
years; Calhoun, two years; Hebbards- 
ville, one year; Grady ville, one year; 
Cansville, two years; Columbia, one year. 
He served three years in the St. Louis 
Conference. From the St. Louis Confer- 
ence he transferred to the Florida Con- 
ference, where he served eight years on 
the following charges: Umatilla, two 

years; Wildwood, one year; Clearwater, 
one year; Mayo, one year; Apalachicola, 
two years; Fort White, one year. At 
this Conference, in session at Tampa in 
December, 1907, he was assigned to the 
Bronson charge, and had just taken hold 
of the work and attempted to preach 
once (at Bronson), when he was called 
by the Master to a higher service. His 
death occurred at Cedar Keys, January 
31 , 1908, after a short illness. Brother 
Crandell had only the training gained in 
our public schools, but by hard study and 
close application he became an accepta- 
ble preacher. He was self-poised, well in- 
formed, had a good voice under fine con- 
trol. He was a man of strong common 
sense; was genial and sympathetic, which 



contributed to his success in his pastoral . . 
work. His sermons were helpful. He 
was successful in revivals, but his great- t t 
est success was in his pastoral work. He 
was faithful to the trust, no matter what 
the charge to which he was assigned. 

His faith in Christ was strong, and 
brought to him sweet peace, and enabled \ 
him to so serve his Master here as to as- 
sure him a cultured condition for the 
higher service to which he was called. 

He leaves a widow and two sons to 5 
mourn their loss of a good, kind, and 
affectionate husband and father. He 
was laid to rest in the beautiful ceme- < ( 
tery at Lake City, to await the resurrec- l A 
tion. — R. M. Williams.

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Ellison Mitchell Davis was born in 
Stoddard county, Mo., September 20, 1848, 
and died at Evening Shade, Sharp county, 
Ark., March 25, 1908. He was soundly 
converted in early life, and joined the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, on 
the Walnut Hill Circuit. He was licensed 
to preach at the Wells Church, in the 
same charge, in 1876, by the Quarterly 
Conference — Rev. E. A. Garrison, pre- 
siding elder, and Rev. J. F. Armstrong, 
preacher in charge. He was admitted on 
trial into the White River Conference at 
Batesville in 1884, and into full connec- 
tion in 1888. He was ordained a local 
deacon by Bishop Granbery at Newport, 
December 16, 1883, and elder by Bishop 
Galloway at Searcy, in December, 1899. 
Brother Davis served the following 
charges: Walnut Hill Circuit, 1885; Si- 
loam Circuit, 1886-7; Walnut Hill again, 
1888; Tuckerman Circuit, 1889-90; Portia 
Circuit, 1891-2; Imboden Circuit, 1893; 
Reyno Circuit, 1894; Corning and Knoble, 
1895; Jacksonville Circuit, 1896-7; El 
Paso Circuit, 1898-9; Shiloh Circuit, 1900; 
Heber Mission, 1901; West Point Circuit, 
1902-3; Pleasant Plains Circuit, 1905; 
Salem and Camp, 1906-7. He was apoint- 
ed to the Evening Shade Circuit by Bish- 
op Hoss at Corning last December, and 
moved immediately after Conference and 
took charge of the work, preached one 
sermon, from Acts xxvii. 23, “For there 
stood by me this night the angel of God, 
whose I am, and whom I serve.” This 
was his last sermon. He was taken sick 
immediately, and suffered much until 
March 25, when God called him away 
from the sufferings and sorrows of earth 
to the joys and bliss of heaven. Perhaps 
no member of this Conference knew 
Brother Davis better than I did. We were 
intimate friends and loved each other in 
all sincerity, and I can conscientiously 
say that in every sense of the w r ord he 
was a good man and a strong preacher of 
the gospel of Christ, and was so recog- 
nized by the people whom he served. 
Great revivals of religion attended his 
ministry in many of the charges he 
served, and many were the souls that pro- 
fessed faith in Christ under his ministry. 
Brother Davis had a limited education, 
but he was a close and diligent student 
and reader, and he had a fine memory, 
which enabled him to retain the valuable 
knowledge he gained by thus applying 
himself. He had sore trials to pass 
through during his itinerant life, which 
he bore with great patience and Chris- 
tian fortitude, and he seldom spoke of 



them to his most intimate friends. These 
trials drew him closer to his Lord. He 
was happily married to his second wife. 
Miss Mary Marcella Bechtil, by the writer, 
October 10, 1895, at Hardy, Ark. From 
that happy time until the day of his death 
Sister Davis was a source of inspiration 
and helpfulness to him in all his efforts 
to build up the cause of Christ that they 
both loved so well. His last illness was 
long and painful, but he never murmured. 
Like Paul, he was ready and willing to 
depart and be with Christ. He had no 
fears of death; his only regret was leav- 
ing his wife. Thank God, he fully real- 
ized in his last moments that the angel 
of God, whose servant he was and whom 
he loved, was standing by him as he joy- 
ously passed over the river to receive his 
crown of glory in the city of God. Fare- 
well, dear brother, until we meet you in 
the great Conference in heaven. — 8. L. 
Cochrane. 

Henry Bascom Cox was born in Weak- 
ley county, Tenn., February 13, 1843. He 
was brought up on a farm by godly par- 
ents and trained in those sterling quali- 
ties that ministered to the development 
of an upright and honest childhood, which 
after his majority manifested itself in a 
strong and sturdy manhood that made 
him a striking personality in every circle 
wherein he moved.- His education was 
not obtained in the best of schools, and 
yet by close observation and personal ef- 
fort he acquired good command of lan- 
guage, and his whole bearing was that of 
a well-educated gentleman. He early en- 
listed in the Confederate army, and was 
soon promoted to the rank of first lieuten- 
ant. He participated in a number of bat- 
tles, and in the famous battle of Mur- 
freesboro received a wound in the foot 
which disabled him for the remainder of 
the war and left him slightly lame for 
life. Being disqualified for further serv- 
ice, he retired to Georgia, where on Sep- 
tember 10, 1863, he married Miss Addie 
E. Lavender, of that state. He was con- 
verted in 1886 and united with the Meth- 
odist Protestant Church, and was that 
year licensed to preach. In 1867 he re- 
turned to his Arkansas home in Clay 
county, where for a time he was engaged 
in farming, milling, and merchandising. 
On July 9, 1880, his wife died, leaving 
him with several children. February 9, 
1882, he was married the second time to 
Miss Laura I. Cox, daughter of Rev. J. W. 
Cox and wife, of Clay county, Ark. The 
fruit of this marriage was one son and 
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one daughter, of whom the daughter, Miss 
Beatrice, survives, and with her mother 
now resides at Rector in this state. At 
the Conference of the Methodist Protest- 
ant Church in Batesville he was ordained 
elder on November 10, 1878. It was not 
until 1889 that he joined the Arkansas 
Conference of his Church, and was as- 
signed to Haynesville, La., where he 
served two years, 1890-1. He served Mag- 
nolia, Arkansas, in 1892; Rector, Arkan- 
sas, in 1893; Haynesville, La., again in 
1894. So highly esteemed were his la- 
bors in that Church that at the session of 
their Conference of that year he was cho- 
sen president of that body, and served 
the Church in that capacity during the 
year 1895. He was reelected to the same 
position for the following year, but re- 
signed and accepted the Malden Circuit 
In November, 1896, he withdrew from the 
Methodist Protestant Church and joined 
the White River Conference of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, South, then con- 
vened in Paragould under the presidency 
of Bishop Fitzgerald. He was then ap- 
pointed to Vanndale Circuit. The follow- 
ing year (1898) he was assigned to Ma- 
rion Circuit. In 1899 he served Wynne 
and Vanndale, and in 1900 Vanndale Sta- 
tion. He was greatly beloved by the peo- 
ple of this heroic little station. The fol- 
lowing four years from 1901 to 1904 he 
served Holly Grove and Marvel. Never 
was a man more universally loved and 
honored than was he by the people of this 
old aristocratic little town. During the 
years 1905 and 1906 he served Brinkley 
Station. In 1907 he was stationed at New- 
port, and at our last Conference he was 
stationed at Osceola — Bishop Hoss pre- 
siding. Here he labored with unabated 
zeal and marked success until July 12, 
when with sword “red with recent fight 
he ceased at once to work and live.” 
Preaching at eleven o’clock that day with 
unusual unction and power, and at the 
close of the service administering holy 
baptism to a man who had just been re- 
claimed from a wicked life, he went home, 
ate a light dinner, and in less than an 
hour, perhaps, after pronouncing the ben- 
ediction he was listening to the raptur- 
ous acclaim of those “who had washed 
their robes and made them white in the 
blood of the Lamb.” Brother Cox was 
a good and true man, a faithful pastor, 
and an excellent practical preacher. He 
wrought well, he died in peace, and rests 
with God.

TRIBUTE TO BISHOP WILLIAM WALLACE DUNCAN. 

BY REV. M. L. CARLISLE, D.D. 
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Wilt .tam Wallace Duncan was born at 
Randolph-Macon College, Virginia, De- 
cember 20, 1839. His boyhood years were 
spent amid the refinement and inspira- 
tion of that venerable seat of learning. 
In 1854, at the age of fifteen, he came to 
Spartanburg, his father, Professor David 
Duncan, being one of the original faculty 
of Wofford College. He was graduated in 
1858, and entered at once upon the active 
work of the ministry — giving nearly a 
full half century of work to the Church 
he loved so well and in which he was so 
eminent a figure. During the war he 
served as chaplain in the Confederate 
army, but at the close of the struggle he 
entered the itinerant ministry again in 
the Virginia Conference. As a member 
of that body he filled several of the lead- 
ing appointments. In 1875 he came back 
to Woffprd College, serving both as pro- 
fessor of mental and moral philosophy 
and as financial agent. In both relations 
he did much for the institution he so 
much loved. The impress of his strong 
character was deep in the young men he 
taught, and the structure of Wofford’s 
material prosperity has been on the foun- 
dation he laid with such care and pains. 

He was elected Bishop at the General 
Conference in Richmond, in 1886. From 
that time on he was the faithful servant 
of the Church. His life belonged to it, 
every power was devoted to its interests, 
and he became one of the great aggressive 
leaders of Southern Methodism. “Bishop 
Duncan,” says one of him, “was a worker, 
a doer of things, a constructive builder 
in great causes.” He was a man of great 
energy, of keen intelligence, of clear judg- 
ment and great practical common sense. 
He never lost sight of his high mission, 
and spent himself without reserve. The 
enrichment of human life and the advance 
of Christ’s kingdom were on his heart 
always. And his service was notably 
unselfish. He gave generously to the 
Church and to individuals, not only his 
money, but his sympathy and effort. There 
was no thought of personal ambition, no 
seeking of flattery and empty praise, no 
working for self-advancement. He was too 
pure and great for these things. Strong, 
sincere, energetic, aggressive, he was yet 
aways responsive to the Christ-spirit. 
Like his Master, he spent himself for oth- 
ers and went about doing good. He was 
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a pure man, a masterly workman, a broad 
thinker, a great preacher. Those who saw 
the light on his face and the flash of his 
eye, as his strong and flexible voice ut- 
tered the deep thoughts of his soul, can 
understand his greatness in the pulpit. 
There was nothing of the merely showy 
about him as he stood to deliver his mes- 
sage. He was clear, strong, practical in 
hi,« preaching. He saw the deep things 
of the Spirit glorifying the external and 
material. To him the world was a means 
of grace. The strength of his appeal for 
righteousness was in his realization of its 
possibility for common men and women 
by the power of the Spirit. 

As a counselor and leader Bishop Dun- 
can was wise and clear and inspiring. 
The service he rendered to the Church in 
her councils and as an executive officer 
cannot easily be estimated. His ideal was 
high, and nothing ever caused him to 
lower the standard of his own or of other 
lives and work. His work for Wofford 
College will abide. To him in great meas- 
ure is due the present standing and 
strength of the institution. For several 
years he was president of the trustees. 
Some worthy memorial should be founded 
in his honor. 

The personal side of Bishop Duncan 
was rich and varied. His personality was 
cast in facile mold, and all who came into 
intimate contact with him felt the charm 
and sweetness of his strong and tender 
nature. He was a man of large heart and 
deep and tender affections, loyal and true, 
not only to his loved ones, but to all 
whom he was called to serve. Strong and 
sincere, plain-spoken, and sometimes 
seemingly stern and severe, there was al- 
ways gracious courtesy and swmpathetic 
regard for all. 

Soon after entering the ministry he was 
married to Miss Medora Rice, of Union. 
S. C., who for a time lingers behind him.

daily note to the loving wife, when absent 
from her, the little messages and gifts for 
children and friends, were but the natural 
expression of that love. And to his friends 
how true! To see, as I have seen, the 
depths of that noble heart and to feel a 
share in his love, was bound to bring a 
man to attempt the best that is in him. 

March 2. 1908, the end came after a slow 
decline. Tenderly we watched the ebbing 
of strength. It was my privilege to be 
much with him toward the close. Almost 
the last effort he made to express himself 
was to me. He tried to say something 
which we thought vras a message to the 
brethren, but we could not understand 
him. As his tear-filled eyes looked into 
mine I asked him of his faith in Jesus, 
if all was well. Very clear and distinct 
was the answer, “Yes,” and wonderfully 
sweet was the expression that came over 
his face. Then, at the end of a short 
prayer, his hand clasped mine tighter, 
and he whispered, “Amen!” Slowly the 
eagle eyes dimmed, and we waited for 
the end. Thank God for the simple faith 
in Jesus that is sufficient even in death! 

It is sometimes difficult to express one’s 
impressions and estimate of one who has 
gone from us. Such is the case now. I 
am too close to Bishop Duncan for per- 
spective. Our past relations and associa- 
tions have been too intimate for me to 
untwine them easily and weigh the im- 
pression he has made on me. 

I first knew him in the prime of his 
manhood as the strong, brilliant, and cul- 
tured agent of Wofford College. Soon 
afterwards I came under his instruction 
in the class-room. The impression then 
made of strength and culture remains to- 



day, beautified and glorified by the pure 
and high ideals of his religious life as « 
I have come to know it. Over it all is 
the tender grace of a strong personal affec- 
tion. To me Bishop Duncan stands for 
piety, purity, culture, and strength. His 
personal character was of the highest 
sort. Nothing selfish or mean was there. 
His religious life was strong and deep. 
He spoke rarely of himself, but his faith 
was of the simple sort that makes a 
strong man glow with loyalty to Christ. 
The whole Church knows how sincere and 
noble he was. He was intense in his con- 
victions and energetic in his administra- 
tion, and the history of the Church bears 
testimony to his wisdom and consecra- 
tion. In the class-room, in the pulpit, in 
the Bishop’s office, he showed the greatest 
ability and stood for the highest and best 
ideals and standards of life and character. 
The boyish estimate of my college days 
abides, confirmed and deepened by the 
close pastoral and personal intercourse 
of the later years. 

I heard a great man, whom I honor and 
love, say once: “There are some things too 
sacred to talk about.” So it seems to 
me. The parting from my loving coun- 
selor and friend is too recent for many 
words. The hand that in strength was 
laid so tenderly on my head, in the solemn 
consecration of my young life to the Chris- 
tian ministry, is the same loving hand 
that in weakness lay in my clasp as he 
neared the end. The voice that in its 
sonorous melody questioned my heart so 
often as I listened is the same voice that, 
quivering with weakness, assured me that 
all was well. The memory of his purity 
and greatness will abide.
